\VeaIth and Power. In your Caulc was 
this Work firll undertalcen ; by your En- 
couragement hath It been continued tor 
abo\ c lour Years with great ^ucccls ; and 
I hope the fame general J^atronage will 
not be Wiuiting to it, now it is laid in 
r'orm at your hccz. 

^I hough thclc l^ipers have been fuffi- 
cicndy juftifyM by the Reception, A\hich 
'T hey have met with iVoin the \\ orld, and 
by thofe Defences, which particular Occ aJi- 
ons have extorted from us • jet it will not 
be improper to prefix a tew general Remarks 
on the Deftgn and Coiidufi of them, in an- 
fwer tofomc Objedions, which We have 
not had Leilbre or Opportunity to conJi- 
der before, without breaking in upon more 
impc^rtant Enquiries. 

The Craftjman made his firft Appea- 
rance in l^ublick on the 5th of Deceviber 
1726, alx^ut a Year and a half alter the 
T rcaty of Hanover was figncd, and when 
the Kftcits of it began to difcover 1 hem- 
khes. We apprehendetl, and our Apprc- 
hcniiuns have proved too juft, that the 
dole Conjundion, which this ^freaty, ce- 
nicntcd between Great.- Britain and hrunce^ 

in 
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in Oppolition to the Emperor and Spainy 
would be attended with bad Gonfequences. 
From a State of perfect Tranquility at 
home, and * Peace 'with all Powers abroad^ 
We found our fclves, all on a fuddcn, nc^ 
gotiated into a State of Difficulty, Dan- 
ger and Gonfufion, without being able to 
difcovrr how the Intcrcfts ol Great-Bri" 
tain were conccrn'd in the S:]uabbl(?, We 
fiiw our IVadc interrupted with impunity 
by the Spaniards^ not only in the ?^>/7- 
Indies but in Europe^ though We had a 
large Squadron of Ships, at that Time, in 
both thofe Parts of the World. Gibraltar 
wjs fbon after beiieged, without receiving 
any Aliift.ince irom our m-w jiUu's in the 
Defence of it. Santa Lucia was fettled ; 
the Harbour of D^;/^/V^ was opcn'd by 
the French^ in Violation of the moll fo- 
lemn Kngagements. Almofl: all the Powers 
of Europe begun either to infuIt,or to prey 
upon us ; and our Affairs abroad have con- 
tinued ever fince in a very unfettled, I 
might fay a diftrefs'd, Condicion, notwith- 
ftanding that Multiplicity of Negotiations, 
Expeditions, Projects, Expedients -and 
Treaties, which the Interval of a few 
Years hath produced,

£~a 2 ]- Our 
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Our doviujiick A fairs kept an even Pape 
with our Affairs abroad. To carry on 
thclc Negotiations, to fnpport thcfc Erv* 
gagcments, and to extricate our felvcs out 
ot the Diificultics, in which We were thus 
unaccountiibly ipvolv*d, it was thought 
nccellary to raife great Sums of Money 
\jpon the People at a Time^ when They 
were the leaft able to bear, and had the 
Icaft Realbn to expedfc, any extraordinary 
Burthens. What added to our Apprchenr 
fions, and aggravated our Calamity, were 
the Methods made ufc of to facilitate 
thefe Deligns, and the Dodrincs advanced 
by feme Court Writers^ to impofe on the 
IVople. by endeavouring to perfuadc them 
that They were in a fJourifhing Condition, 
in the mid ft of Poverty. 

We thought This a proper Seafon to 
rife up in Defence of our national Intercfts 
and to animate our Countrymen with i 
becoming Zeal on fuch a melancholy Oo 
callon. The Supimmfs and hiaoUuce 
which We obferv'd to reign amongft \ 
;reat Part of them, added Spurs to oui 
^cfign, and quicken d us in the Profecu- 
tion of it. We judg'd it neceflary tc 
awaken them from that Lethargy^ which 
They had fuflcr'd to creep upon them. 
and to revive that afitient Spirit^ which h 
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the Piilladium qf out CopftitutiQn. -r-,But 
This hath, been fo fulfy explain d by Mr. 

\OldcaJiky through a long^ Courie of Dif- 
fertations^ and particularly in his laft Let- 
ter to mc, that it is unneccirary to inlill 
upon it any father. 

A3 the Situation of, our Afiairs, both 
at home and abroad, juftityd the Z)^^^- 
of this Undertaking ; lb We apprehend 
that our Manner ot conducting it is equal- 
ly juftfiablc. The general rrinciples of 
Liberty have been the' Foundation of all 
our Arguments, and the Interelt of Gr^^^- 
Britain the , folc Objcd of them. We 
have conllantly proportion d our "Z-eai to 
the Nature of the Occalion, and ftcadily 
purfued the great End, which We pro- 
posed to cur felves at firft, without turn- 
ing either to the right Hand, or to the leift^ 
We have neither fuficr'd our . felves to be 
aw'd by Menaces \ intimidated by frequent 
and cxpenliveProfecutions- norfoften*d by 
Applications ot another Kind. We have 
foared no Pains ; We have ftarted at , no 
iXlBcukies, and avoided no Dangers, with 

. which the Profecution of this Work h^th 
Ic^n .^ttended. As We v/ere confcious ,of 
the Juiiicc of our Caufe, We depended* on 
the Integrity of our Coiintryima^, who 
are the only legal Judges of iu. ' We were 

L ^ 3 J not 
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not deceived in this Expcflarion. They 
acquitted us with Honour in the Face of 
a toll Court ; and to their Decifion We 
fliall alwiijs chearfuUy fubmit the Merits of 
our Caule. In fhort, We have not only 
been faithful Servants to the Publick, but 
c\'cn Drudges in their Service, if any 
Thing could be eftcemed Drudgery in the 
Service of oux Country. 

In Purfuance of this general Dcfign, 
We have very cautioufly avoided, as fuch 
a Delign required, to give Oflcncc to any 
Party ^ or to confine our (elves to the nar- 
row Views of any Party ; though We have 
always palsM under the Denomination of 
WHgSy and argued upon the Principles^ 
which that Party hath formerly attributed 
to Themfelvcs ; but We have lately feen 
thofe noble Prmciples fb fcandaloufly pro- 
ftituted by fame PerfoNS^ who arc pleased 
to call Themfelves Whigs^ and fo ftrcnu- 
oufly aflcrtcd by many others^ who have 
been reputed fortes^ that We arc aihaincd 
to value our felves upon fuch an idle Di- 
ll inftion of Names any longer. We have, 
on the contrary, us'd our utmoft Endea- 
vours, through the whole Courfc of theic 
Papers, to bahifh tbcfc fenfelcfs and fatal 
Animofities 5 to reconcile all Parties to 
4K1C another ; to unite them in their com- 
mon 
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monlntercft; the Intercft and paufe.of 
their Country ; and to pcrfuade ]VIen, wh© 
are equally zealous in the Purfuit of the 
fame Elnd, though perhaps by diflcreqt 
Means, not to defeat it by unreafonable 
Jealoufics and reproachful . Imputations. • 

Nothing gave us a more leniibie Plear 
fare, upon his prefcnt Majefh^-s Acceflion 
to the Throne, than the Prp4>cd it open d 
to us of fuch an happy Coalition. People 
of all Parths^ even almoft without Exccp- 
ception, concurred in a general Joy and dit 
cover'd a manifeft Inclination to lay afide 
their private Animolities, for the publick 
Good^ and unite their Endeavours to make 
his Majefty'^ Reign caly, prolpcrous and 
glorious to Him. If this favourable Op- 
portunity was either ncglefted, or not im- 
proved, let it be imputed to Thofe, whole 
Intcreft depended, as it had been origi- 
nally formM, on a Spirit of FaSfim and 
Divifion. We took Notice, at Aat Tin^e, 
that there were ftme fuj;h Meiiy and cx- 
prefs'd our Appreheniions of the Confe- 
•quenccs, if They fhould happen to pre- 
vail in their Attempts— Gpd knows,^ T^y 
haveprevttird too tar, and what .We fbre- 
tc^d'is-akeady too:mucb ycrify'd ! . , , : 

~ W« tave prcferv'd the ianife Iinpajtia- 
lity^ ia tlKie Pai)cr%. ;wi^ •^cg?r.4^ t:o iJie 
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Ckr^y and the /w/Yv, cxxilidcr'd as diftinfi 
JRodics of the State. 1 hough W'c have 
never deviated from our great Ddign, the 
Ci^ul'e of civil Liberty^ yet We h:ive no 
>vhcrc endcavour'd to deprive the Chrgy of 
any of their juft Kights and Immunities, 
which are conliftcnt with it, and have bcAi 




hey 

to have no Povvers independent ot the fu- 
prcme Power of the State; but as a Part, 
or as Members of the Coitwion'lVeaht. 
They have a Right to civil Liberty^zsvic] 
as xhz L'Uty\ and their Privilcf^cs arc in* 
clui:d in ir, as well as oitrs. Upon thcli 
I'rinciplcs \Ve have proceeded, j?nd all ou 
Arguments, in Defence of Liberty^ c 
tend in general to all Orders and Degr 
of our tellow-Subjcdls. As We have 
fupported the ridiculous Prctcnlions 
fome of the Clergy^ nor endeavour d 
exak ecchftaftical Power above civil Lii 
ty ; fo We have fcom'd to make a ii 
pretended Concern lor their Rights a iir 
ing-Horlc to our own Dcjigvs:^ or priv 
ly to let Projedis on Foot, which arc 
calated to al.-trm them, on Purpofc to 
the jVIcrit of defeating them to our ft 
^-— — Such.mc^u aad iulamous Poliv. 
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worthy only of thofe Men^ who have nei- 
ther Honefty nor Undcribnding enough 
to recommend Themfelves to any Part of 
their Fellow-Subjcdb by upright Proceed- 
ings and real Services. 

We have made the fam6 Principles of 
Moderation the Rule of our Conduct in 
what We have had Occaiion to fay con- 
cerning the Church of England and our 
Proteflant Dijfenters, As Members of the 
tjiablijyd Churchy in particular, We Ihall 
always endeavour to fupport it in its juft 
Rights. As Members of the reformed 
Churchy in general, We fhall never wifli 
to fee any Hardlhips laid on our frotejlant 
Brethreny who cannot comply with the 
Terms of our Communion. We think 
the Confcicnces of Men ought not to be 
forced, nor any Reftraints Laid upon reli- 
gious Opinions, which have no Tendency 
to difturb the Peace and good Order of the 
State. For this Rcafon, We have never 
attempted to play the Church againft the 
JDiJfenters^ or the Dijfenters agaitift the 
Churchy as fome other Perfons have done, 
in order to fcrve a prelent Occafion ; but 
have uniformly contended for the prefcnt 
Eftablilhment of the one^ and for the Con- 
tinuance, of thofe Indulgences, to which

the others arc equally intitlcd by La'-j:^ as 
well as Equity. 

I vvill mention but one Inftance more of^ 
our Imp.irti.ility ; and That fhall be with 
Relation to Commerce. I amfure it cannot 
be deny'd, and I think it cannot be forgot- 
ten, with what uncommon Zeal We have 
appear d, on many Occalions, 'in Behalf of 
'Trade again ft its foreign and donicftick Ene* 
rnies ; againll the Depredations ot theAp^/- 
viards ; the Incroachmcnts of the Frevch ; 
and the Reftraints of fbme boine'lred Mo'- 
■nnpolies. When We undertook this Caufc, 
V\ c meant the Caufc of Trade in general ; 
the 1 radc of Britip SubjCvSs in all Farts 
of the World, in Oppolition toother Nu'^ 
tioiis ; or, which We think almoft as bad^ 
the clandcllihe Prafliccs of exduji've Cor^ 
foratiovs. Thefe Points are obvious to 
the Underhand inff of every Man, who 
hath made the Icaft RcfleAions on the 
Nature of Trade^ and the Foundation of 
the ^r/Y//i& Grandeur. We are forry to fee 
our Fcllow-Subjedls, who ha\'c the fame 
general Intercft in Commerce^ divided as to 
fome particular Branches of it. The Dif- 
pute is intricate and muft be difagrecable 
to any Writer, who wifhes well to Them 
ftIL Let mercantile Perfotis^ who are the 
bcft Judges of fuch Aftairs^ debate and 

decide 
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decide them. They do not properly belong 
to us. It is upon this A,cx'ount that V\ c 
have declined entering into the late Con- 
troverlies between England and Ireland^ 
and between our fouthern and mrthern 
Colonies ; though We cannot forbear of- 
fering our Opinion, in general, that \Vc 
ought to give the Kingdom of Ireland all 
the Encouragement, which is conliftent 
with the Interefl of Great-Britain ^ and 
that, as to our American Colonies^ i hofe 
of them dcfcrve the moll Indulgence, 
which are of the grcatcft Advantage to 
their Mother-Country^ for whoic Service 
They were firll I'cttled and have been fup- 
portcd. 

In a Word, as the national InttrcJ}^ in 
its molt important Points, was the End 
. proposed by thefe Writings^ We have taken 
all poffible Care not to give Offence to 
any diftincft Bodies of Men, or .even to any 
particular Men ;' except Thoj}^ who hajfe 
long givai great and grievous Offence to 
their Country, by a conftant OppolitL^^ to 
that publick CMifcy which Wc ha/e el- 
pous'd. 

Wc have been, indeed, unwillingly 
drawn into fome perfonal Altercations^ and 
Difputcs ^bout Points^ not immediately to 
the Purpoft of our general Vejign, W^ 

fa^ 
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fay unwillingly ; bccaufc Wc were lore 
into them by repeated Provocations and t 
molt unwarrantable, groundlcfs Abufcs 
Thofe, who were employed againft us 
that Service. It hath been acknowlcdg 
by thefe Writers Thcmfelves, upon par 
cular Occalions, and to fcrvc particu] 
Turns, that our Marnier of writing 
firft was very difierent from That, whi< 
We have followed fince ; that at Jirji M 
obferv'd a Decency^ at leaft, and confir 
our felves to general Heads ; but fhat V 
took a greater Freedom by'L'cgrces, 
We found the Minds of our Reaucis • 
pared for it, and pointed our Cannon 
particuTar Men with little, or no Dil'gui 
If This was the Cale, why was fuch 
Alarm immediately taken, whilll We co 
fin'd our felves within thefe Bounds ? Wl: 
were We charg'd with Fallacy^ as \^ 
have often been, by throwing out da 
Infinuations, under general TopickSj ai 
dcfy'd to enter into Partictijars ? Ai 
} ct This was the Cafe. We had not pu 
lilh'd above five, or Hn Papers, before tl 
Alarm was taken, and a whol^ He\ 
of Scribblers appeared againft us, wl 
threw about their Scandal at randor 
and marked out particular Gentleme 
as the Authors of thefe Papers, 

tl 
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the moft licentious Manner. This perfojaal 
Aiiack Hfon Chara3ers demanded fomc 
Notice from us, and juftified any Repri- 
SLals ; but lincc We are upon the Subjed: 
of Perfo/jaltties^ it will not be improper to 
make a DiftiniHon.^ in this Cafe, \yhich We 
apprehend to be neither Ibphillical, nor 
ill- grounded. 

I'hofe, who think it neccflary to write 
againft the Meafures of an Adminiftration, 
(which is one of the moft valuable Bran- 
ches c^ our Liberty ) m\x^ expofe Hitriy 
who istbe Aolhor of thofe Meafures ; and 
-3?at"^ftack of this Sort, though it is 
■^onfin'd to FaSs^ may be called a perfonal 
' Attack upon his Charader ; but it is an 
Attack on his pnblick CharaSier^ as a 
Mifjijicr^ not on his Charader as a pr/- 
vate Man. Here then is a rational, wcll- 
gi:ounded Diftindion ; a Diftindion, which 
arifes from a manitcft DifErrcnce in the 
Cafc. We arc ready to acknowledge that 
We began Hoftilitics in this Senfe. We 
thought it neceflary to oppofe ftme Mea-- 
furesy which were then purfued, and Thofe^ 
who were carrying them on, might elleem 
Thb a perfonal jittack ; but ip was an 
Attack on their ptiblick CbardSiers • and 
if We now and then dropt a litde curfory 
Allulion to fbme particular Circumftances,

which hiid no Relation to their viiuifterial 
Cjpjcity\ it was liejlripttre only, and con- 
tained no Rclicdion on their vioral Cha* 
racJcrs^ as private Men. Did Wc ever 
attempt to break into the Atiairs of their 
Fa wi lies, or to render any Part of their 
(Ij)Heftick Lift unealy to them ? Did Wc 
ever reproach them uith being Lad Hus'^ 
i-iU.'ds^ or had Fathers • much Ids, did 
\\ c ever make the Frailties, Infirmities, 
or Misfortunes of 'J hole, who fland in 
the ncarcft Relation to them, the Subject 
ot our Invectives, or Ridicule ? HaveWc 
iWVd up any of our Papers with private 
Scandal, idle Stories, and the cenlb- 
rious 1 ittle-Tattlc of the ']"oun ? No ; 
W'c have always icorn'd to mrkc ufc of 
fuch Ribaldry in a Difpute about the (con- 
duit of political yfffairs * or to bring it as 
a Charge againft Thofe, whom We oppolc 
on another Account. We have, on the 
contrary, fupprcf'd every Thing, ot that 
Nature, which hath come to our Hands • 
and even been lb tender, in this Point, as 
to caftrate leveral Paiiagcs in Authors, 
which Wc have had occaiion to quote, 
that We might not give our Enemies an 
Opportunity of imputing fuch an ungene- 
rous Delign to us. But what hath been 

the Condud on the other Side r* Inltead of 

juft 
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jufl: Recriminations of a piblich Nature^ 
founded on Fafls and ArgumefJt^ Wc had 
nothing returned but private SQundal and 
Billing fgate Sctirrility^ without any Re- 
gard to ^Trtitby Honour^ or Decency. 

It is nccdlels to revive the Particulars of 
this unmanly Outrage, (incc the Publick, 
vvliich vyras a Witncl^ to it, refcnted it 
with (uitabfe Indignatibn. 

If We have fince taken a greater Li- 
berty )with one Gentleman ^ in particular, 
and open d fomc Scenes of Yixs private Con^ 
rf^,m which Himftlf only was concernM ; 
He- mufl impute it to thofe fooltjh and /»- 
judicious Calumnies y which He hath en- 
couraged . and propagated through the Na^ 
txouj ztthtpublick Expence. 
,- But fuppofing, for Argument fake, that 
there hath been too much j)eryc>/y^/ Alter^ 
catiofiy on both Sides ; what is Thb to 
the Purpofc; or how does it afioft the main 
Point inDifpute ? This is too commonly 
the Oafe, in Gontroveriies of all Kinds, 
and is particularly encouraged by Thofe, 
againft whom the Enquiry lies. They are 
always glad to divert the Attention of 
the Reader from the Merits of the Gaufe, 
by . prQvoking their ji(kjerfaries into any 
Controveriy, that \s foreign to it. The main 
Point in Difpute between us and our Ad-^ 

[ b a ] verfaries 
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wrfaries is whether our Affiiirs have not 
been, for fomc Years paft^ in a verj un- 
happy Situation, and to whom that wSituar 
tion hath been owing. We mufl there- 
fore leave it to the Publick, to whonri \Vc 
addreis our fclvca, whether We have not 
had a manifeft Advantage of them in this 
Point, 

It hath been albw'd by the Writers, 
on the other Side^ in the G>urfc of this 
Debate, that We have a Right to oppoie 
Minijiers^ when Wc think They purfue 
"jCT^fig Mtafures^ and that a vigorous 0pp6^ 
ftUon to 1 hem is often attended with good 
Confcquences to the Publick, from what- 
ever Motives it may proceed. They 
have been obliged to own that Mtnifiers 
ought to have fome Checks upon them, 
belides the Controul of the Prince^ whofe 
high Station renders Him liable to Decep- 
tion b many Cafes ; and that even had 
Men^ who fee Themfelvcs narrowly 
watch'd, will not venture upon many 
Things, which their Ambition, Avarice, 
or Palfions might otherwife prompt Them 
to undertake. The Dread of Panijb^ 
rnent may prevail over the Wantonnefe of 
Power ^ and the Defect of a publick Spi-- 
tit b^ in fomc ^teafure, fupply'd by 
a Regard to private Interejt. 

Thus 
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' Thtis fit then is the general Ddigtj; of 
fach an Undertaking yx^xffd'^ and Wc 
think that tfc particular Circumftanccd of 
our Affairs, whilft Wc have been carrying' 
it on, is a farther Juftification of it. 

Though We have not fuccecded ib far 
as We had 'great- Rcafbii to wifli, and 
fome Reafon to cxped ; yet I think We 
may venture to affirm, without any Impu- 
tation of Vanity, that our Writings have 
not been altogether without Effcdt. Wc 
flatter our fclves that We have prevented 
the Execution of fime DefignSy which 
would hate been very prejudicial to this 
Nation ; and that We have promoted the 
Execution of others^ which may prove of 
the greateft Advantage to it. Some Ac- 
knowledgments of this Kind, with Rela- 
tion to foreign Affairs^ have been lately 
dropt, not very difcreetly, by a Gevtler 
many who hath taken the moft extraor- 
dinary Pains to obftruft our Succeis, and 
even to fupprefs our Writings ; and I 
couli mention feveral Inftances, of a dvr 
raejiick Nature^ in which We have great 
Reafon to believe that the Publick hath 
found a Benefit from thefc Papers. 

What We have already cbferv^d^ In 

feveral P<ijf)er5,ckx:afion'd by the late T'reaty 

of Vienna^ hath anticipated many Tiling 

» E '^ 3 ] which 
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which Wc propofcd to have Ciid, in this 
Place, concerning our Remarks on the A^- 
gotiathNs of fome Years paft. We Aall 
therefore be very Ihort upon that Head, 

It cannot be expedcd that Perfons, who 
have their Intelligence at fecond Hand, and 
olien modeirdto fcrvc private ViewSjihovAd 
be infallible in their Accounts of political 
jiffairsj or in their Corgcdures upon the 
Confequcnces of them. In Cafes, of this 
Nature, every Man hath a Right to deli- 
ver his Opinion, for the Good of the Pub- 
lick, and is not blameablc, if it ihouid 
happen to prove erroneous. The Dcfign 
of thcfeELnquiries is to come at the Truth, 
by hearing all Sides, and to purfue thofi 
Meafures^ which appear, upon fuch an 
Examination, to be nioft for the Intcrcll 
of the Publick. If We have any Liberty 
of Writings upon thefe Afiairs, This muft 
be the Delign of it ; bccaufc it is the only 
valuable End, which fnch a Liberty can 
poHibly lcr\'e ; and ii 1 his is the Dclign, 
no Man ought to be punifli'd, or harrais'd, 
for any involuntary and unavoidable Errors, 
which He may commit, in the Excrcilc ot 
this afe/tfl Privilege. 

But I muft oWcrve that it hath wonder-- 
fully happened, for the Misfortune of the 
Nation, that our Remarks on the Nsgo^ 

tiationsy 
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iiation$^ of five or fix Years paft, have 
been minutely verif/d , in ^moft every Ar- 
ticle. Thole, who will take the Trouble 
of reviewing wha^: We have faid , in the 
Courfe of thcfe Papers, concerning the 
Treatyt cf Hatwver^ the Pr^tHminaries u 
the Cengrefs of Soijfons^ :the ^naty expla* 
natory of the Pr^lminarieSy the Convention 
of the Pardoj and the Treaty of Seville^ in 
Oppofition to the Reafbnings and confi- 
dent Afiertions of our Adk>crfarieSy will 
find usfo prophetical, in almoft every Par- 
ticular, that T don't know whether They 
, wMlnot begin to think that there wasibme 
Foundation for the Charge againft us ; that 
We have been admitted into the Cabinets of 
all the Princes 0/ Europe. 

If the Reader will pleafe to defcend irv 

to the Particulars ot thefe Treaties^ with 

Relation to Gibraltar^ Dunkirk^ Santa 

iMcia^ Don Carlos^ the State of Tradeiy 

jaid the Cafe of our plundered Merchants ;

All I can fay, in my own Behalf^ is, 
that as I am very gratefully fenlible of this 
Honour ; fb I have endeavour^ to put 
their Writhrgs in the mod advantageous 
Light, and Iparcd no Pains to publifh 
them with that Correftnefs, which They 
defervc. 

Having made this Acknowledgment to 
the World, I may take the Liberty to

lam, by Birth, the fecond Soniif ^Miara Z)'j/«r- 
vtrs, Efqi a Gentleman of an anctsnt Family, and no 
inconfiderable Eftate in the North of England. X 
vns bora in that Year, which ia become a remarkable 
JEa, on Acraiut of the Rtjlaurttiat of our ancient 
A cltablilhai 
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cdabliflicd Government under King Char/a II. and 
'the aufpicious Birth of his prefent moll excellent Ma- 
jclly. I received the firll Rudiments of my Education, 
under the famous Dr. Busby, at Weft mi lift cr School ; 
from whence I was tranfplantcd to Cbrijl-Cburcb Col- 
lege in Oxford, where I continued between three and 
four Yc.irs ; at the Expiration of which, I was entered 
o^ Graf s Inn, and applied myfelf to the Study of the 
Law. When I was firil called to the Bar, I attended 
very conftantly in Weftminjler-Hall, and gained conli- 
dcrable Reputation in my ProtcfTion ; but my elder 
Brother dying foon after, by which I came into the 
PoiTeflion of a competent Eftate, and having before 
taken a Difguft to the Chicanry of that Buiinefs, and 
the prevailing Pradlice of the Courts, I refolved to live 
a retiied Life, and indulge my natural Inclination to 
the politer Arts.

tributed to this publick Evil, by too much Lenity to 
my Coachman, who, has not deferved fuch Tendernefs 
at my Hands ; yet fome AUowances ought certainly to 
be made to a Man in Years ; who being naturally fond > 
of Eafe, is willing to overlook a thoufand little Faults • 
and Impertinences, rather than part with an old Ser* 
vanty who was brought up in his Family from a Child ;• 
and for whom he has contraAed a fort of natural Af- 
fection. 

But fince the Cafe of my Man Robin has been

2XiA fiber Drivir; yet 
he was fo far from breaking his Neck, that he drove me 
but Yerterday to Hamfftead ; and I have been prevaDM 
on, bv the flrong IntercefHon of his Friends, and hia 
own rromiies of Amendment, to continue him in mjr 
Seirice this Winter; but if he does not immedbteljp 
grow better, I am refolved, notwithfbnding any Im- 
portunities whatfoever, to difcard him entirely, and give 
him up to the ftrideft Severity of the Law. 

I have likewiie Reafon to complain of the Writer 
iefore-ment toned i for reprefenting me, in that Paper, 
as a Perfon of an indolent femper^ if by that Phraie 
he means one, who is unconcerned for the Welfare of his 
Fellow-fubjefts, and the Profperity of his native Coun* 
try. I hope a Man may be allowed to live quietly, and 
indulge the Serenitv of his Mind in okl Age, without 
drawing on himfelf the Imputation of being cokl and 
fpiritlefs ; for certainly there is fome Difierence between 
being eafy and indolent ; between fubmitting peaceabljr 
to feveral Tlungs, which a prwate Man cannot help» 
and his being perfeftly indifferent whether they were 
better managed, or not. However, the Charge againft 
me is containe4 in fuch general Terms, and I am fo 
loth to truft to the Candour of the World for their 
Conftruftion, that I chufe to interrupt my defirable 
Tranquility, and enter upon a Scene of Aftion in my 
declining Years, rather than lie under the leaft Sufpicioa 
of a tame and vicious Indolence. 

As it is frequently obferved, that thofe Perfons tbirJk 
ftioft, who f peak leafi j fo perhaps it will hold equally 
true, that They form the foundeft Judgment of what 
paiTes in the World, who live moft retired from the 
Buftle of it. As to myfelf, however inconiiderable I 
may have been thought for the greateft Part of my Life, 
I hope to convince &e World that I am not ib indolent 
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and carelefs a Speftator, as fihis Author is pleafed to re- 
prefent me ; but, on the contrary, that I am as warmly 
affedled with the Interell of my Country, as any Man 
in it ; and look with equal Concern upon the manifold 
Vices and Corruptions j upon that general Proflitution 
of Principles and Degeneracy of Manners, which have 
by degrees over-run the whole Kingdom, and put Vir- 
tue and Honefty almoft quite out of Countenance. 

As for the Corruptions of ServantSy I can look upon 
them in no other Light than as the natural Confcquen- • 
ces of the Corruptions of Thofe in an higher Sphere. 
The Morals of the Mafter are generally exhibited to 
us in the Behaviour of his Domefticks ; for which Rea- 
fon I think it ridiculous to endeavour at a Reformation 
of them, unlefs we begin with one amongft our felves. 
The Effed cannot be removed, whilft the Caufe remains- 
Let the Ax be laid to the Root of the Tree, if you would, 
effedlually flop the Growth of this Evil ; for it will a- 
vail but little to lop off a few fuperfluous Branches and 
Excrefcencies, when the nobler and vital Parts are fa 
dangeroufly affeded. 

It is for this Reafon that I have entitled my Paper" 
The CRAFTSMAN; under which general Cha- 
rafter I dclign to lay open the Frauds, Abufes, and fe- 
cret Iniquities of all Profdfions ; not excepting thofe of 
my own ; which is at prefent notorioufly adulterated 
with pernicious Mixtures of Crafty and feveral fcanda- 
lous Proflitutions. The fame malignant Contagbn has 
infeded the other learned Fiaculties and polite Profef- 
lions. It has crept into the Camp as well as the Court ; 
prevailed in the Church as well as in the State ; has vitia- 
ted the Country in the fame Manner that it has poifoned 
the City, and work'd itfelf into every Part of our Con- 
ftitution, from the higheft Offices of Life, down to the 
IbXvell Occupations, in a regular and gradual Defcent. 

It is my Delign, in this Paper, to dete6l and animad- 
vert upon all thefe Corruptions, as far as they come 
within my Knowledge ; to fliew how general the Evil

is rrown, and how Cr/if} prcJom-natc^ in all Profeffions. 
B.it [liC M\ -lory ot Sf/iti-Crjft aoouads with fuch in- 
numerable Frauds Prollitutio'is» and Hnonniiics in all 
SliM^cs, and im.'cr all Difiriiire'', that it i? an incxhaufti'* 
l)k r u'ld, an eternal Rcfourcc for Satire and Rcprchcn- 
fion ; fi^.-c from this grand Fountain of Corruption 
flo.v all thole little Sircuns and Rivulets, which hare 
fprcad themfelvcs through every Part of this Kingdom* 
and debauched all Ranks and Orders of Men. It Hiall 
thercibre be niy chief Bulincfs to unravel the dark Se- 
crets of Politica! Craffy and trace it through all its va- 
rious MTr^dings and iiitricate ReccfTes. I am aware of 
the Difficulties of this Task, and of the Ridicule which 
it will draw upon me. I know the fafliionabJe Part of 
the Worki, which includes the Vain and Superiioialy at 
well as the Sclf-i.iterellicd and Corrupt, will call mc a 
doting old Blockhead for making fuch an Attempt ; and 
impute my Rcmonftrances againft Vice to the Peevifli- 
nefs and Protcrvity of Age, which naturally inclines 
us to be out of Humour with the frcfcnt Thnesy and 
to extol thofe which ^xtfaft\ but as the fober Part of 
Mankind will, I doubt not, judge otherwife of this 
Afiair ; and as I have been in a manner neceflitated to 
this Undertaking, by the unkind Treatment of the Ltt- 
iif-Writer before-mentioned ; fo I hwe armed my 
^lind with fufficient Refolution to defpifc any Re- 
proaches or pcrfonal Inve«Sliyes, which may be thrown 
upon me, whilft I am carrying it on. 

As I am acknowledged by this Author himfelf to be 
a Gentleman of great Worth and natural Probity ; and 
the Faults, with which he charges me, being, at die 
%vorft, Faults on the right Side, the glorious Errors of 
too much Lenity and good Nature ; fo I hope the Reader • 
is inclined to believe that I am not altogether unquali- 
fied for this Work ; unlefs an honefi Difpofition* joined 
with a liberal Education, long Experience, and the 
Knowledge of Men, as well as of Books, can be fup- 
pofed to be no Qualifiutions. But though I have all 

thde 
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thefe Advantages on my fide ; yet I am not,' like fome 
old Men, fo Klf-fuffictent and opinionated of my owa 
Abilities, aa to imagine that I fland in need of no Af- 
fiftance ; but fliail be very much, obliged to any Gen- 
tlemen, whO' approve oi this I^ign, and will favour 
me. with tfacir Cone^ndence. i> 
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^ra tmperum feliettai, uii /entire fua velit (f 
^aiafintiat duert Ueet. Tacit. 

J HE Libirf^ tfZpeaking, oi paiUpijig 
> our Thugbts, (which, Jmce the Inven« 
( ticBi of Printing, haa been ufially calVd 
' the Liieriy of the Press) is a Thing 
\ very little underftood, and but rarely 
CDJay^di for tho' it is undeniably one of 
the greatell Bld&ngs of a Free People, and juftly va- 
lued as fiich by all Men of Senfe, whofc Pra£llces 
have not made them afraid of it, or when it does not 
interfere with fome particular Views ; yet This is lb 
frequently the Cafe, efpecially amongft Great Men, 
that, in mofl: Arbitrary Goverameota, it lies under 
fuch ReftrainU and Difcouragcmcnls as amount almoft 
to a Prohibition i and, in too many free Countries, 
we meet only with the Shadow of this Privilege iit 
flead of the Subfbnce. 

By the Liberty oftbe Prejs, we are not to underlUnJ ' 
Miy licentious Freedom to revile our bwfut Governors 
and ^4^'^'^^^ > ^ traduce the elbtbliih'd Laws and 
Rel^^ of OUT CountT]; ; or any Attempts to weaken 
aid invert, by oppmbrious Wntings, that facred Re- 
&cd smd Yanemtlon, wlucb- ought always to be main- 
tained 
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taincd for Authority and Pcrfons in Authority. Nei- 
ther ought the Prr/s to be made an Engine to deftroy 
the Reputation of our Neighbours ; or to prejudice any 
private Subjeft, by infulting his pcrfonal Frailties, Mifc 
fortunes, or Defe6ls ; or by expofing the Secrets of his 
Family to publick Laughter and Ridicule ; for as thefe 
are Things only of a private Nature, which do not af- 
fedl the Publick, fo the Publick has no Right to the. 
Knowledge of them ; and indeed the Lata has provided 
fuch wholfome Remedies againft all thefe Enormities, 
both of publick and private Scandal y that I fhould 
have had no Occafion to make this Diftinftion between 
Freedom and Liccntioufnefs, if fome Perfons had not 
confounded them together in their Arguments againfl 
the Liberty of the Prefs. 

I fli:ill therefore proceed, in a very concife Manner, 
to define what I mean by this Libcrts, and wherein it 
truly confifts ; as well as to fliew what are its proper 
Objc6ls, and when any Nation may be faid to poflcft 
this Blefling in its juft and proper Extent. 

By the Liberty of the Prefs I mean (as I fuppofe c- 
very Body elfe does ) an imrefcrved, difcretionary Pow- 
er for every Man to publifh his Thoughts on any Sub- 
jed, and in any Manner, which is not forbidden by 
the Laws of the Land, without being obliged to ap- 
ply for a Licence or Privilege for fo doing. In fhort, 
where this Liberty prevails, every Author has a Right 
to print what he pleafes, without asking any Body 
Leave ; and without fearing any Moleftation from Au- 
thority, fo long as he keeps within his proper Bounds i 
which it is his Bufinefs to take care not to tranfgrefs. 
He knows the Laws of his Country; and if he raflily of- 
fends againft them, he muft fubmit to the Penalty, 

For this Reafon, in England, the Prefs is now faid 
to be free ; which cannot be affirmed of it in France 
and other Arbitrary Governments ; where no Man can 
publifh his Opinions on any fubjeft, without firft fub- 
mitting them to the Examination ©f a certain Officer, 

who 



who 19 authorized by the Governrocnt for thtt pur- 
pofe, under the Title of ticenfer oftbi Prtfs\ a Power 
which ftiU prevails in our Englijb Vniverfit'uSf and 
hath but lately ceafed to prevaU in the other Parts of 
the Kingdom. 

Where fuch a Power is exercifed, the Trefs cannot 
be fiiid to be free or open ; becaufe this Officer be- 
ing appointed by the chief Magiftrate, or his Miniflers, 
and continued only during Pleafurey it cannot be fup- 
pofed that he will grant his Imprimatur to any Book, 
Pamphlet, or. Paper, which is written with a View to 
difcredit their Proceedings, however unjuft, or tends in 
any Manner to give them Offence. 

We ought therefore to efleem the Abolition of this 
Office as one of our greateft Acquifitions in the Caufc 
of Liberty ; and ufe our utmoft Endeavours to prevent 
its being ever revived among us ; for which purpofe, 
we fhould keep a conflant Eye upon thofe Men^ who 
are fuipeded to be no good Wifhers to it, and look up- 
on it as a certain fign of a bad Government y when any 
Minifter attempts to deftroy the Liberty of the Prefs- 

The next Point to be confider'd is the Qbjeft of 
this Liberty ; or on what fubjeAs it is fuppofed to al- 
low us to debate freely ; and thofe can be only G o- 
VERNMENT and Religion; for, as the publick 
Welfare of every Nation depends entirely on thefe two 
great Articles, io they are the only Points on which any 
Tyrant or arbitrary Prince would defire to reftrain our 
Thoughts. We meet with no Inftance, in Hiftory, of 
any Nation, where the Subje£b are prohibited from 
writing on Matters of Indifference and Speculation ; or 
from venting the Produftions of their idle Hours. The 
moft ilavifh Nations, where any Degree of Learning 
prevails, abound, as much as ours, with Books of mere 
Entertainment and Oiverfion ; as we may obferve in 
Francey Italy, and Spain ; where there is no Prohibition 
of Plays, Novels, Love-Letters, Travels and Romances; 
but this is no Proof of the Liberty of the Prefs in thof^ 

Counr 
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Countries ; nor would it be wortli contending for here 
on fuch Accounts. What renders it fo valuable and 
dcfirable amongft us, is, that we have hereby an Op- 
portunity of writing upon fubjct^ls of the utmoll Im- 
portance ; fuch as nearly ailc(Sl our Confciences, our Li- 
berties, and Eftatcs. 

I do not mean by This (as I have already obfervcd, 
and would always be underllood) a Liberty to under- 
mine the Fundamentals ofGovernmrnt and Religion ; or 
to calumniate Perfons in hi^'h Power; neither of which 
ought to be tolerated in any Society ; but a Liberty of 
cxAmining the Principles of our Faith by the Tell of 
Scripture and Reafon ; of declaring our Judgment in all 
difput ible Matters ; and of expofing the Corruptions, 
Inipofirions, and ridiculous Claims of fome Clergymen ; 
a Liberty of giving our Opinion, in the fame Manner, 
of all politieal Trnnfa^ions ; of debating the great Af- 
fairs of Peace and War ; of freely delivering our Sen- 
timents concerning any Laws, which arc in Agitation ; 
and of modelUy offering our Rcafons for the Repeal of 
thofc, which are found to be opprcfTive ; a Liberty of 
fetting forth Mah-Adminillration, andple\ding for the 
Rcdrefs of Grievances ; of expofing Mifmanagement 
and Corruption in high Places, and difcovcring the fc- • 
cret Defigns of wicked znd. ambitious Men. 

Herein conMs that valuable Liberty before dcfcribed;- 
which is the ftrongeft Barrier of all our other Liberties, 
both in Church and State* a Liberty which has contri- 
buted to fo many glorious Tranfadlions and extraordinary 
Events in all Ages ; and will, I hope, ftill contribute to 
a great many more, whenever there is a real Occafion; 
a Liberty^ which all wife and diiinterefted Men have 
contended for, in every Nation, and particularly in our- 
own — But^I fhall treat of This in another Paper ; and. 
content myfelf, at prefent, with Ihewing when any Peo- 
ple may be faid to poflefs this glorious Privilege in it», 
juft Latitude. 
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I have already taken Notice, that this Liberty \s ab- 
folutely mconliilent with the Office of a Publick Licen- 
fer, eftablilh'd by Authority, and under the Diredlion 
of Men in Power. But neither is it always to be found 
even in thofe Countries, where there is no fuch Officer* 
Mifchievous Politicians are never at a Lofs to prefer ve 
the Appearance, when they have a mind to aboliih the 
ning ; a Leflbn that was firft taught them by their 
^reat Matter Macbiaveli and which has been much 
|)ra£lifed, and wonderfully improved fince his Time. 

Thus, in fome Countries, where the greateft Liber- 
ty of the Prefs is fuppofed to be allowed, very little in 
resdity will be found ; for the Cafe, in effe6l, is juft 
the fame, whether their Superiors will not fuffer them 
to publifh any thing without their Licenfe \ or whether 
they pretend to leave them at the'r full Liberty^ and 
yet have always fome Artifice in refcrve to punifii them 
for ufmg this Liberty ; or whether, they lay fuch heavy 
•Duties on the Prefs, as manifeftJy tend to prejudice 
and difcourage the Freedom of Writingi 

A young unexperienced Author, indeed ^ thinks it a 
great Happinefs that he lives in a Coujitry, where he 
Hes under no Reftraintsin the PublicatiocLof his Works, 
but the Laws of the Landi without confidering that 
the JiriSi Letter of moft Laws is often very different 
from the Interpretation, which is put upon them in 
fome fort of Profecutions. 

The Pradice of . Libelling is a Thing of fuch perni- 
cious Confequence that there have been Laws made 
to puniih it in all civilized Societies; which Laws 
ought to be put ftridlly in Execution; but the Mif- 
fortune is, that the Nature and feveral Species of Li- 
bels are not afcertain'd by any of thefe Laws; but are 
left to the Judgment and Difcretion of the Courts of 
yuftice; from whence it comes to pa fs, that in bad 
Raigns, many real Patriots have been feverely punifhed 
under the Charadler of infamous Litellers ; feme of 
whom have loli their Eara, and others their Lives, for 

what 
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what in a good Rtign, they ought to have their Sta- 
tues ere£l^ in Brafs. A Herfon, who applies himfelf 
to writing, efpeclally upon fpliticai Subjeffss fhoold 
never forget the Cafe of the great Alcbrmoom 
Sidney; which is fufiicient to convince us that no 
Man is fafe againft the Subtilties and Finefies of Lm^ 
yers and StAte-ChymiJts ; who can extract Poifon out 
of the moft innocent Things, and, by tortured Con- 
ilruflions, apply the Penalties of Statutes, where the 
Legiflators never dei^n'd them. There are eertsitt 
Adepts in this ProfefSon, who can prove any Thing 
from any Thing, and maintain a Point to be Law, or 
not to be Law, juft as the prefent Occaiion, at wuf 
Time, requires ; upon which Account, They are con^ 
llantly retainM bv another fet §f Mett, who find them 
to be of great Advantage in the Condud of their /#• 
iitical Schemes^ 

We have feen , in fome Reigns, rem$te AlUgpriis^ 
ironical Exfnffionu and the moft diftant Innuini^t 
explain^, by fuch Methods, to a Man's Deftm^tioii. 
We have feen Printers and BookfeUers menaced and in- 
.timidated vrith arbitrary Seizure} , illegal Cenfinemants^ 
and groundlefs ^vexatious Profecutims, Nay, we have 
feen fome great Men ftoop fo low, as to coUogue with 
common News-lVriters and Jenmalifts^ in order to ob- 
llra6l all Avenues to Truth, and induce them, \Ff 
Bribes, to ferve their corrupt Purpofes with fi^tiooi 
Intelligence and falfe Reprefentations. 

From this negative State of the Queftion, we majr 
judge when the Liberty of the Prefs reaUy fubfifb ia 
any Nation ; for where fuch Methods are prafUfed In 
any Degree, there can be no fuch Liberty ; fince a Pri- 
vilege, which is invaded and fuperceded, in this man- 
ner, is no Privilege at all. It is indeed only the MMMis 
of departed Liberty^ which makes the Lofs of the 
Subftance the more grievous to us, and is a melancheljr 
Proof that wicked Men in Authority will ftick at no- 
thing to invalidate the juft Rights and PriviJegea of 
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their Fellow fubjefb, when they ftand in Competidoa 
with their tirruft Difigns. D,' 
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2HERE is a general Complaint of A* 
I bulei and Corruptioiu in all FrofeEoni i 
; which i» moil frequently urged by thof« 
1 Men themfelves, who are the chief Au- 
1 tbpn and Occafions of them. If yoa 
employ the moft infamaua Tool of th* 
Law, he will begin with exclaimii^ tgunH/ia/ Prat- 
lice, and eongr*tuIatc yOu on your good!^ Fortune," 
which did not let you &!l into the Hands of fomc Pff 
tifiggers about Town. In like manner we never meet 
with the Terms Mereetiarj Saiiilerj, ffuUbtJ Uach 
nii-lVriteri, Seiolijli, Poitafltrs and fo forth, any 
where fo often is in the Worb of thofe miferable Ver- 
min themlelves. What is more common than to hear 
a Cj'y Captain inveigh againft our ble military Pr§- 
metioni f or to lee the Learning, Integrity, and MeriY 
of our reverend Prelates call'd in queftion by UttUfat- 
tioii! LeHureri, Curates, and Sirmon-Joiberi f 

But the Faculty of Phyfick abounds with Impoftont 
Cheats, and ignorant Pretenders more than any^Cher 
Profeffion whatfoever, if we may give Credit tb the 
conftant Declarations and Complamts of the PraSitit»- 
en themlelves; in which Number I include not oiJ/ 
Th6fe, who call themfelves regular Phylicians, Surge- 
ons, and Apothecaries ; but likewife aU Perfons, wha 
make it their Bufineis to preferve Health, and rttjair 
iianu Cei>^tutioiu> from S-ifemerj-hain and Hay- 



gl«thTard in HiC WfuHis, to Ttwi^s Coffee-hoafe in C#- 
vent'Gardefii and from thence to -the Kin^s Jffs-b^fi 
in PiaMdilht with all their intermediate Stagjes and 
liirpen&toryet of Msdidne s 'amoosdl wbom these «ie 
continual ClafhingSy Revilings, and mutual IBiprbba- ' 
tion3. They are forever d)iifing one fSittther as ^ar^/y 
Bmfifui^9 and iporant Tntindirsi reconunending 
their own Remediet to us as the only •ripmd anid 
$ruly freparidSfmfich. At the (ane time tbev Undly 
Ibrewarn us to beware of Imfofiuns^ trump*a up in 
Imitation of their approved Remedies; for which por- 
Dofe thqr direft us veiv exa^tl^ to their Shop* or 
Roufesy'aBd (eal their Pi«parations with dmr'ovm 
Coats dihxa»9 tofrwint C^mttiffdu.- 

Ide^, inibmeiiituitPaper, toezantiwtheYre-^ 
tenfions of thefe nimberlefs Attifts, end to inalDe «'* 
fidthful Report to the Pnblick of their feveral Merits % 
to whicliaid^ I (hall enquire into the true Kature of 
^schryf^imi expofe Mala Prsxhto the World, with- 
out Favour, Trejudice, or Pistfdillty, wherever J find 
It, from the gr^ Leedies of State, down to the'kttm^ 
Ue Aftrolo^od Phyficians in Barbican and MmnrfiiUs. 
I fbdl take no Notice whether they are 'Gradnatesi lor 
^lot ; Fellows of the Coflege, or Lioettthtes only s wher 
they loll at Eaie in fpring Chariots, or plod the Streets' 
in a Thread-bare Cloak ; whether their Fee is a Gui- 
nea or a ShSilhig ; whether they kindly invite ytnoL to 
dieir Houies at ccrtab Hours, or will hardly come to 
yours, if you fend for them ; whether they are favoa- 
S'iteCourt-OpifersyStage-'Mountebanks, itinerant Horfeo 
|>o£lors, peripatetick Tooth- Drawen, Oculift8,'C6m. 
Cutters, or Barber-Surgeons; whether they are 0I4 
5Men or old Women % nrft-bom or fcventh-bom Sons.' 
I ihall make no Diftin^ion of Climates in this ^£i|. . 
quiry, as whether they are J?)gf^/^, French ^ orflm/ 
Herman Do£lors ; ncM* trouble my Head at what^Uii* 
yeriities they had th(»r BducaBbn'; or i/frhethe]r £hqr, 
)^ 1^ ^ any» qj^voi ; whether dieypradUie -in "pijb^ 
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Ifck or private ; whether they trumpet their own^Cures 
in the News-papers, or cautioufty murder in fecrcr, 
and give the World no Account of the Havock, which 
they are daily making in this great Metropolis; — But 
as my only Defign is to diftinguiih Merit and detedl 
Impofture, Co I (hall have no Regard to aiy Thing but 
Truth in this Examination. 

If I find, upon Enquirv,, that the fannous Mr. yoAff 
Moore has really perform'd fuch Cures with his Worm" 
Powder^ and other Medicines, as he aflbres us he has 
done ; or if the Atteflers for Dr. Bugg* of Coventry 
prove to be Perfons of Reputation ; I fhall make 
no Scruple to give them the Preference to feme grea- 
ter Names, who owe their Succefs to Flattery and 
Adulation, or to the Intereft of particular Fadlions 
and Cabals. 

I fhall judge in the fame impartial Manner of Seig- 
nior HonoratoForneiio's nev^-fafling Mecficine for the* 
Gravel 2iXid Stane, which he recommends to the World 
by publickly affuring us, that he is no Pbyfidan ; a De- 
claration, which is fomewhat equivocal, and feems verv 
extraordinary in whatfoever Scnfe it is to be underitood. 
But tho' I am fo candid in thia Matter, and am re*- 
folv'd to adjuft the Merits of all Competitors, by the 
Cures which they perform; without confidering their 
Education, Charadler, Circumftances, or Pi-ofelfions ; 
yet I would advife this Gentleman (for fo I think he 
calls himfelf ) to drop thefe Words in hi» future Ad*- 
vertifements, left they ihould give fcane Umbrage to 
tlie College^ as well as to numberlefs well-meaning 
Perfons in this Kingdom, who are firmly perfuaded 
that it is not abfolutely impoffible for a Phs^fician to 
underftand his Bufinefs.

But laying afide all thefe Particulars for the prefent, 
i cannot help diilingaiihing» in thia Paper, one of the

greeable to the Sentiments and PradUces of all great 
and good Men in every Age and every Nation. 

The Ho/y Scriptures^ which arc not only the moft 
MUtbentickt but alfo the moft ancient Writings now 
extant in the World, abound with Inftances, where 
the utmoft Freedom is ufed in chaftifihg the Vices 
and Iniquities of thofe Times. It is the immediate 
Diredlion of God himfelf to one of his Prophets^ t§ 
€ry aloud# ani fpare not ; to lift up bis Voice like a 
Trumpet, and Jbew his People their Tranfgrcffions, 
and the Houfe of Jacob their Sins. 

The Grecians were fo far from having any Notion 
mf reftraining the Freedom of Speech on any Occafions, 
that they ieem to have allowed an unjultifiable Lati> 
• ^de, aiui even Licentioufiiefs in their publick I>e- 
bites I M might be amply proved from the Writings 
<of that great Father of Oratory Demofthenes himftlf ; 
who, in many PaHages of his Philippick Orations^ dt- 
'fiendk tafncn AppeUations and Forms of Ezprefiioiv 
as.woold' be cfteemM', in this Age, meer Billinjgatt 
and Scurrility. The coarfe Language, which Homer 
puts into mt Mouths of his favourite Heroet, and 
£>metimes even of his Gods themfelves, is a full Con- 
firmation, of the Liberty of thofe Times ; which I 
ftall not therefore endeavour to prove any farther in 
this f^ce». becaufe \X will be mentioned hereafter 
with more Profviety, and the Sanson of much bet- 
ler Authority than mine, . 

If we come to the Romania we (hall find them in 
iflie full PofTeflion of this Liberty for feveral Ages ;. 
Which they enjoy'd not only in Theory and Specula- 
^on, but in rraiflice and Reality ; not only the Ap^* 
pearance and outward Shew of it, but the Subfbitce 
and the Thing itfelf, in its full. Extent, without anj 
Ximitations orReftrifliOns ; without any of thofe Clogs 
and Refinements, which J^re the Inventions of lat^ 
Times. I fay they enjoyed it for feveral Ages ; be- 
ouib when Qorruption^/Luxuiy^ and Libertinifm be- 



gan to prevail amoagft them, they alfo loft it ; which 
was the Forerunner, as it conftantly will be in eveiy 
Goverhment, of the Subv»fion of their Conftitution»^ 
and the Lofs of all their other Liberties. 

We are informed by Tacitus, that Auguftus was 
the firft Perfon in Koines who took Cognizance of 
'/candaleus Libels^ under colour, and by a forced con- 
ib-udtion of the Lex Mttjeftatis v being provoked to 
this Method of Pi-ocecding by the licentious Behaviour 
of Cajpus SeveruSj who had traduced feveral illuftri- 
ous Perfons, of both Sexes, in his (atirical Writings ; 
and that afterwards Tiber tut ^^ into the fame Pradi- 
ces ; exafperated, in like manner, by fome Lampoons, 
which were publifhed againft his Pride and Cruelty 
by unknown Authors. 

- This Lex Majeftatis was a fort of Law againft 
High Treafon ; which, Tacitus obferves, bore Ae fame 
TtltU in former Times ; but that it was then put in 
Execution againft other kind of Offences, fuch as be- 
traying the Jrmy» fowing Sedition, or leftening the 
Majel^ of the Roman People by Male-Adminiftratiom 
ABions, fays he, were condemned, but Words went un- 
f unified. 

From hence we may perceive the evil Confequen- 
ces of bad Precedents^ and the Danger of departing, in 
any Degree, from the original Intention of Penal- Stsi- 
tutes ; for this Procedure of Auguftus, m ftraining a 
Law, which was delign'd only againft Asians, to the 
Punifliment even of the vjorjl kind of Writings y paved 
the way for his next Succeffor to profecute the moft 
innocent Books, and deftroy entirely that juft Liberty, 
which is the greateft Bleffing of a free People. 

As this Method of condemning Books and puniih- 
ing A\ithors became a frequent Pra6Uce in fucceeding 
Reigns, fo it gave Birth to that beautiful RefledUon of 
Seneca, which I have chofen for my Motto to this 
Paper, and may be tranflated, for the Ufe of my Eng- 
/ij^ Read^s, in this Manner^ The Puniftjment of 
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/eamiJ Men, &p he, wds a mm and mmjksi nUtg. 
Happy was it fir tb§ FnhiUk that thifo cnul Pinaliiss 
ttpntlMfmxig wereinventid after Tally V Dioik ifii^ 
what would havi been the Coufifaencey if the Trinm- 
rintehad thought Jit to bamfif the Works efCicsrof 
The Gadf more wifely ordained^ thai fuch Methods rf 
pttnijhtng ingenioiia \fen Jheuld hegin_in that J^, 
when GcBtus itfeiffitmid eeefe in the 



If we de&end to later Ages, we fluU amftuitly ob» 
fcnre, upon a ftri& Renew of the Hiftories of aU Na- 
tions, dut Uberty in general has always fknirited in 
the greateft Perfeaion, where the Liberty of Wri^ 
ting has been moft enconn^fd i and when this Fxee- 
dom declines by an^Chedcs put upon the Frefst thac 
Tyranny and Servitude increafe in Proportion ; for 
which Reafi)a» thofe Pedons whs^ in any Ag^, have 
been the Patrons of Pi^«^r£/3/r9» have always bee» 
the Champioos of the Freedom of the Frefs ; whkk 
was never reftnined but in order to itrve fi)m€ bdift 
Defign, ifi wicked Reigns, or under corrupt Admini> 
jtracKMi^ 

What glorioaa Comf^aints and Rensonftrances OS 
our Forefathers make againft the cruel and arfaitrar]^- 
Proceedings bithsStm^Chamber imtd: High-Comat^em 
Courts ? How did' the fFhigs of old exclaim sgpimtt 
feveral Profecnaions in the Rdgns of King Gharks and 
Kmg James the Second ? Who has not heard of thp- 
great Mr. Sydney^ QaSt ? And who^ that has the IcaC- 
notion of lMert% does net abhor the ProccciUiiga •• 
gainil him ? wmch feem to be of the fame natnit 
with thofe fet on foot vnder Jugnftus aad 7ibeHeUp 
by confbming private Writings into Overt-aBst mak 
punifhing them by the LawV againft Higf> freafim- 
Scribere eft- agere^ will always be eftcem'dt by Mm. 
of Senfe and Probity^ as a moft unjuft, arbitrary and^ 
tyrannical Jhterpretadon. 

But^ to come yet nearer to^ onr own time^^ and tm- 
Inibuices, idiich almcA every Man liwag SDay 
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member. -^^ How ftrenuoufly did the whole Body 
of fFhigs contend for the Liberty of the Prefs at the 
latter end of the late Reign ? And how lioldly did 
they put it in Pradlice? What a^^/</ftand did SSr 
Ricbard Steele make againft the Proceedings of thde 
Times, in his political fFritings ? With what unufual 
Freedom were the Chara6^rs and Conduct of the 
greateft Peribns fet forth in the Medley and High- 
German DoSlor? And what a multitude of Books, 
Pamphlets and Papers, to the fame purpofe, were 
publUhed at that junfture ? Every Body knows who 
were the Patrons and Encouragers of thofe Writings ; 
and who have fince rewarded the Authors of them ; 
which, however difguifed under Fable and Allegory^ 
would not have efcaped in fome Reigns. But I muft 
do the Perfons then in Power the juftice to own, 
that they generally fufiered thefe Writings to be pub- 
lifhed with Impunity, and contented themfelves with 
applying Argument to Argument, and anfwering one 
piece of Wit or Satire with another. The only in- 
ftances of any Severity, which we meet with, arc 
burning the Bifhop of St. Afaph\ immortal Preface^ 
and expelling SiriJ/Vl'tfri 5/^^^ out oHheHou/e of Com- 
mons i but we meet ^ith no grievous Imprifon- 
jaents, no expeniive Profecutions, or burthenfome 
Fines, in the Hiftory of that Adminiftration. 

In the Cafe of Sir Richard Steele, I obferve with 
pleafure fome of the greateft Names now in the 
Kingdom, who appear on the LiR of his Friends as 
pubBck AfTertors of the Liberty of Writing, by vat- 
log with the Minority againfl his Expulfion. 

The prefcnt moft excellent Biftiop of Sarum hat 
been, for many Years, a zealous Advocate for the 
Freedom of Debate and Liberty of writing on all 
Subjedb, both religious and politicals and has not 
only exercifed it himfelf, in the moft unwearied 
XQanner, for the Service of his Country, but has con- 
j||aatty pleaded for &e £ime Right in others^ and will* 
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I dovbfr tMtt.ttfiuiie Akgloijoai Toi^.wboa.evier 
tkere i& a proper Occafion. 

We are, at pitTcnt^ in no daager of feeing it i- 
bridged. Thofe at the Helm were Friends to tkii 
Piivikgt ht/nt ihisf were in Power, and have done 
nothing finci to make them afnuii of it* But if any 
Minifter for the future, dther in this or any other 
Nation, flumld attempt to deftroy it by indindfefe- 
thodk of ponilhing Writers, I ihall otter only one 
Argument to di&ade Him from it, viz* that it .it 
not his Inttnft i for let Him pimUh an Author 
ever fo feverely, it will in no meafiire depreciate hit 
Writings, but on the contraury add to their Value, 
and give them more Authority. Btfides, a Mm, who 
has determined to iacrifice hb Intereft fo fiu* at to 
write againil Mtn in Pmert ought to have Refolu- 
tion enough to fu£ttr any unjuft Pnniihment, which 
They cant inft&. It beeomet only the awkwocd Poli- 
ticks of i/Mks aiA TUmU^ to tnink of fuppreffing^ 
Truth and dircrediting.a^Man*s Writings, or deter- 
ring an Author, coafcious of his Innocence, from pro- 
ceeding in his Studies, by arlutrary Penalties, Cen- 
fures^ and Prohibitions. I cannot ilhiftrate thit Point 
better, nor condnde thi»9ubjeft move properly,, than 
by a Biilage out of the lUmm Ififtory, as it it r»- 
corded h^ the fiune eaceUent Writer berore-mentioncdf 
in the Life of TjAmMs.

MY Words only are called in Queftfon ; whick 
is a certain Sign that my A&hns are innocent, 
ither do my Words relate either to the Em" 
ferofi or the Bmpiaror's Motber, and therefore not 
«v^idun the Law o£ High Tna/M. I am charged 
fwlth having fpoken in commendation of Brutus an^ 
Oajpusi whofe Anions a multitude/)f Authors have 
related, and none of them have mentioned without 
Honour. Livy^ the moft ^mous of aH Hiftorians, 
both for Elojucnce and Veracity, eartoll'd Pmpey in 
fd lofty a Gunner, that Augufius ufed to call him 
Pompehnus ; nor was this any Bar to their future 
Fricndfliip. He no where mentions 5^/^/^ and /^tf- 
niusf nor even this very Cajpus and Brutus as Robbers 
SLtidParruidest which are now grown fafhionablc 
Terms i but often gives them the Title of great and 
eminent Men. The Writings ofjfim'us Pollh make 
worthy mention of the (ame Perfons ; and Meffala 
Corvims called Caffius his General ; yet both Of Thefe 
flourilhed in Wealth and Honours. In what other 
Manner did Cafary when Dilatory treat that Book 
of Cueroy in which he makes Cato equal to the Gods, 
but by endeavouring to anftoer it in an Oration^ and 
appealing to the World for the Juftice of his Caufe ? 
The Letters oi Antony y and the 'Speeches oi Brutus 
^rontain a great many bitter and undeferVed Re- 
proaches upon Auguftus, The Verfes of Bibaculus 
and Catullusy which are (luffed with Reflcdlions upon 
the Cafarsy are flill read. But even divine Julius 
and Auguftus themfclves fuffcred thefe things, and paft 
jthcm over with Impunity.; whether more out of 
Moderation or Prudeneey is not eify *tp determine ; 
for fuch things die of 'thentftltnes, -when defpifed ; 
whereas Refentmcnt is atacitConfeffion of Guilt. I 
Ihall not mention the Grecians ; amongft whom not 
^"^jrLibertj^ but even hicentioufnefs met with In- 
demnity; 
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demnity ; or, if anyone took Ofience at it, he xe- 
vengcd PTords with fFerds only. But it was always 
more particubtrly allowable for any .Man to fpeak 
with the utmoft freedom of Thofe, whom Deatkhad 
exempted from the Power either of Hi^tred or Favour* 
Do I endeavour, by my Writings^ -to itir up the Peo- 
ple to Sedition and Civil War» whilil Brutus and 
Caffius are a^ually in Anna and encamped on the 
BtunsofPU/if^f Or have they not been dead a- 
bove thefe ieventy Years i (o that they are known on- 
ly by their Sutues, which even the Conqueror has not 
defaced ; or by that £unt Refembknce, which is to be 
found in the Worb of Hiftortans ? Pofterity gives to 
every Man the PAuie which he deierves; nor will there 
be wantmg Thofe, who, if I am condemned, will aos 
only remember Brutus and Cafflus, but Mb alfo ?

** Senate, and put an End to his Life by Abftinekci. 
«< The Fathers ordered hu Boob to be burnt }oj the

I fliall not, at prcfent, enter into t'lje Difputc, 
how far MtnopoUss or ixchfi'rt Corpurations, of any 
kind, are prejudicial to Commerce in general ; but 
ftiall only obferve, that if they are, in any degree, 
pernicious to a tmiling Kingdom, though never fo 
well regulated and honelliy managed, they mull be 
iniinitely more fo, when they come to be abufed, ! 
and fall under i fraudulent and eerrupl Direiliim ; for 
infuch a Cafe ihcy are not piopei\y Comfaxia, but 
iUegaJ Cemi/nxli'ini of wicked Men confederated to 
getlier, in order to cheat and impofe upon their Fel- 
low -fubjefis. 

Since therefore it has been thought expedient, by 
the Wifdom of the Legiflaturc, for" divers weighty 
Reafons and political Ends, to erefl certain great 
Compamn ofMcrchants in this Kingdom, and in- 
vert them with Charters to carry on a fcparate TrJ,cl« 
10 fevcrai Parts of the World ; the utnioll Care ought 
K be Uken chac the original DeHgn .of their T/icor- 
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t>oration may not be perverted and abufed ; for if the 
Managers of any of thofe Companies , not content with 
large Salaries, and the Tioft beneficial Branches of 
Commercey eycluifivc of tKd reft of their Countrymcs^ 
Ihould endeavour to raife an tinjuft Profit by clan" 
defllne and corrupt Methods, the Confequencd wo aid 
be fo fatal, not only to the Joint-proprietors of the 
Stock, and all trading Perfons, but to the Kingdom 
in general, that fuch Pradlices ought never to efcape 
>vith Impunity. And* indeed* the exemplary Punii^ 
inent, which was infii£led on the late South-Sea Dt- 
reSiors and others, for notorious Male-b^aviour and 
Breach of Truft» leaves us no Room to doubt that 
all future Mifmanagement and unwarrantable Prac- 
tices, either in that or any other Company, will iBcet 
with the fame JiriSi Examination and jufi Severity. 

Thefe were always my Thoughts concerning Trade 
and Companies ; but they have been lately refrefhcd 
in my Mind by the Difcourfe, which has been cur-

]£aji India Goods. I own, I gave no Credit to thcdp 
Humours at firft ; which I look'd on as fome of the 
ufual Artifices of difaffc6led and ill-defigning Men;

«* the Hardjbips and Complaints of the Buyers; 
«* wherein was fet forth, at large, That at the late 
•« Sale of the Gurrabsy by the Ship Eyles^ a large 
" Quantity were all put up at 17 s. a great Part of 
<* which were difcovered to be of a much better Sort 
•« than the Samples ; which occafion*d the Adjcurn- 
•' went of the faid Sale^ to the Difappointment of 
Thofe^ who, by theu- private Fore-kriJtvUdge of that 
Aifeir, would have made an ttnjuft Gain^ at the 
Compatrfs Expence, and have done a manifeft /»- 
•* jurj to the lefs knowing Buyers. That /i&£/> Di- 
" reSlorSf who are JSuyers at thefe 5/;/^j, have cvi- 
*' dently too much Advantage Of others ; and that 
*' even the Z)«r/r^ Buyers have often had the fame^ 
** unjufi Advantages communicated to them, by Ibme 
" Means or other, to the great Detriment of the 
" Company, and of the fair Buyers of our Nation 1 
«* who would have been rained by fuch a Cour'e of 
** Trade, and the Company muft have been deprived 
** of any other Buyers than their own D tremors and 
" the Dutch Gentlemen, or fuch as could obtain an 
•* equal Knowledge with them, of this Secret, tha't 
'* found and ^ne Goods were to le bought by damajged 
*« and coarie Samples. That therefore, upon tli'e 
«• mofl mature Confiderition of the knowledge the 
•* buying Directors muft have of the Coiripahy'i ik- 
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N'^j. ST^vCraftsmak. ^9 

^ veftments, and likewife of the Cofi and Variations 
«« of all the Goods, and their neceffary DireSlion 
" of the Sales, there can be no effeaual Remedy of 
«* thefc Evils, unlefs all the Buyers be put upon the 
•• fame Foot, and equally acquainted with the Varia- 
** tionsfX Coflsi and unlefs,' for the future, no Di- 
«* RECTOR, dircaiy or indireaiy, be pcrBiittcd to 
" be a fiu.YBR at any of the Company s Sales; which 
" is the known Praaicc of the Dutch Eaft-lndia Qoxor 
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Can any thing be more ftrongly drawn up than 
this .plain Refrefentation f Or can any Complaints be 
mwt jujly provided theF^j^/, therein charged, are 
really true? And if they are fo, what J9^if/fc// can 
l)e«ore reafonable thanTbofe, which the Complain" 
ants make, m order to prevent effOlually theft Evils 
for the .future? 

As to that part of the Charge, which relates t,o 
the Dutch Gentlemen^ I am veiy loth to believe the 
Faft to'be true, an4 heartily wifh that the Complain- 
ants may find themfelves miftaken- in fuch a' Sug^ 
geilion. How reman tick and ridiculous would it ap- 
pear, if we fhould hvifhly exhauft the Blood and 
Treafure of GreatBritainy in order to prevent one 
foreign Power from interfering with us in this Branch, 
of Commerce, at the fame time that the fuppofed 
Profit of it is perfidioufly betray*d into the Hands 
of another? I can fee no diiFerence in the Cafe ; nor 
fliould any Preference be given to either of thefe 
Powers ; both of whom are equally, as yet, our good 
Friends and Allies, if That were any thing to the 
Purpofe; but fince Trade is the Bone of Contention, 
it is of little Confequence to a fair-dcajing Britijbr 
Merchant whether it be a pretended Friend^ or x 
ftofefs*d Enemy y that takes it from him. 

But let us now proceed to the Anfwery which the 
Author of this Paper, in the name of the Court of 
Diristorsx. makes to thefe Reprefentatiom. 
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" After this, /ays be^ the Anfwer of the Court of 
Direflors to the faid Remonftrance and two Repre- 
** fentations was alfo read, fetting forth that upon 
" an accidental Difcovery <, at the Company's late 
** Saky oi ^Miftakc committed in the Samples of the 
*• Piece-goods, they had thereupon enquired into the 
** AiFair, and had found one of the Con>pany'f Ser- 
^ vants guilty of fome NegleSl in the Duty of his 
** Poll, and that the Court of Direflors had punifhed 
** him for his Crimea by fufpending him from his 
" OiEce, and he had remained fufpended everjince ; 
** that having done Thisy they were defirous of giv- 
** ing all reafonable Satisfaftion to the Buyers for the 
** future^ and they had therefore called this General 
'* Court to receive their Du'edion upon the prefent 
** extraordinary Occafion.*' 

I fuppofe thefe Declarations^ faid to be made by the 
Court oi DireSiorSy were not only barely fet forth in 
their Jnfiver, but alfo proved, by unqueftionable Evi- 
dence, to be true. I prefume it appeared, beyond aD 
doubt, that this Affair of the Samples was really 2 
Mistake, and owing only to th^ Neglect of 
©ne of the Company's Servants; that this Ser- 
vant was named and produced in the Court ; that he 
there acknowledged his Offence, and gave the Com- 
flainants juft Reafon to believe, that he was under 
no manner odnfluence^ nor had received any Orders^ ^- 
reftly or indiredly, in this Affair; in which Cafe, 
I think the poor Man fufficicntly punifhed, by Suf- 
fntjion from his OfEce, though it were for never yi 
p.rt a Time. I muft fuppofe all This, bccaufe the 
fimple Allegations of the greatefi Body of Men in the 
World, in a Matter of this Confequence, and in Anfwer 
to fuch Jlrong Reprefefitatio7is and violent Sufpicions^ 
would not be thought fatisfadlory in any Court of Ju* 
Jftice. — " I am glad however that they were defirous 
** of giving all reafonable SatisfaSlion to the Buyers 
" for th^ future i and that they had called this Ge- 
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** neral Court "to receive their HireSiiony upoih the 
<* prefent extraordinary Occafton.*'— Z^/ ;^i therefore 
fee hoft^ the Matter went on* 

" Then the Debate was opened by the Managers 
<« ifor the Merchants; who infilled upon the fa^s and 
y* ^ro^itM laid down in their printed Renunftrance 
•* and Rf£r£fentati(mi ; upon which it was moved, 
** that uisj Ihould declare, whether they meant to 
«< charge the Court of T>irtBors with thie Mifmanage- 
" mcht alledged, or ohljr fomc f articular Perfons in 
*< the Direilion. And it was actermin*d noi to be.a 
*• Compkdnt againft the whole Body of -the Ditcdlorfr, 
*« but that one of them, Mr, Ecclefione by Name, had 
" been guilty of a grwt Breach $f ^rufl^ in making 
** Ufe of his previous. Knowledge of that Miflake in 
♦* Xh&Sdfttples at the Sa/el to the Detriment of the 
^* Company- 

*' At length, after This had been long canvaiTed, 
*« Mr. Eccl^one made his Defence 9 Tini -fpent a great 
** deal of Time in proviiighis Innocence ; and This he 
** did fo han^fomelp and with fo much Succefsy that 
** when the Queftion was called for. Whether Mr. 
*< Ecclefione he guilty of a Br^ch of Trail, ^c. ano- 
** ther was moved, and feconded. vix- That theput- 
" ting the f aid ^uejlion be adjourned^ fine Die ; 
•« wluch was carried in ih& Affirmative by a great 
*« Majority.** 

I thinfc it abfolutcly neceflary, for the full Juftifi- 
catlon of the Company in general, and of Mr. Eccle- 
Ijf one in particular, that this notable Harangue may be 
made as publick as the late Rumours and Afperfions on 
. liis Charader have been ; which were not confined to 
that particular B®dy of Men, whom fuch Reports 
moid concerned, nor to one corner of the Town, but 
have been fpread through every Part of the Kingdom^ 
and becoi}ie the Subjeft of general Indignation. Nei- 
ther can I make the leaft Doubt that Mr. Eccleftone 
will refufc this Satisfadion to the World, as well as 

this 
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this Jufticc to himfelf J fince as we arc all fenfible of 
that Gentleman's excellent Talent at Speech-making.; 
fo I am ready to agree with this Writer, that it muft 
be a very bandfome, clear^ and mafteriy Dsfincey 
which could meet with fuch wonderfd Succefs^ as to 
produce an Adjournment ^ fine Die, of the ^e/iion, 
tohether he was guilty^ or not ; for the impartial Dc- 
cifion of which, they were ailcmhled together in this 
extraordinary Manner. 

«< However, as this Writer goes on, for the Sa- 
<* tisfa£lion of the Buyer s^ who had raifed this Storm, 
«< it was refolved, that, for the future, at the Sales 
" of Piece-Goods, there fhaU be different Samfles pro- 
♦* duced, where there is any Variation in the Prices ; 
*• and it was alfo refolved, diat the JVarthouJe-Ke^rs 
<* of the Company fhouH, for the future, give Scu- 
** rity for the Difchargc of the Duty of their Poft ; 
** and that their Securities fhould become anfwerable 
•• for any Damage," which the Company might iiJUin 
•* by any Negle^ or Fault of theirs. ^^ 

Suppofing Mr. Eccleftone to be entirely innocent (as 
we are now obliged to do) and that all this Clamour 
was occafioned only by a Miffake and the NegleB of 
one of the Company^s Servants, I belie\'e thefe Pre- 
cautions, for the future, may befufficicnt ; though I({o 
not readily underftand what Securities can be given 
in this Cafe ; nor can I doubt that thefe worthy Ite- 
terminations gave full Satisfaction to the complain ing 
Merchants and Traders ; without which this BufineS 
cannot be laid to be happily finijhed, as this Writer 
alTurcs us, and as I hope it may be, without the 
Trouble of a Parliamentary EKqyiRY, at this 
critical Jundlure; when it is to be feared, the whole 
Attention of the Legifiature will be taken up about 
other Matters of the utmoft Importance. 

I muft not conclude without dcfiring the Readbr 
to obfervethat I have taken the whole Reprefentation 
of this Cafe vtrkatim from the Writor of the Whitehall 
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Svealng Psft, atd that he Ii aufWctable (or any MiT- 
ukri; which may be in it. For my own part, I can 
only snmtle, that if I sim charged with any falladoui 
Renoiiiiig, or forced Deduftions, I Will rither en- 
di^ivbnT to juftify myfelf agaloft fuch a Charge, or 
acbiofthct^ my Errors.

Ha-^e^ fays in his Life of Horace , Moribus dicitur- 
fuijTe^ fubobf cants l^ ad bilem excitatior ; that is, lewd ' 
and cholerick Auguftus calls him Homuncionem lepu 
dijjimum ; that is, a comic aU litfUy laughing FeUoto, 
and a great Lover of Bawdry ; which appears from 
many of his Epodes, particularly that to his Miltreft 
Neara^ which he made no Scruple of linging, before^: 
Women of the firft Quality. It begins thus. 

Nox erat, & calofulgebat Lunafereno* 

Which, tranflated by a modern Poet, is as foK 
lows. 

Go to Joan Glover, 
And tell her I love her, 
"And by the Light of the Moon Til come and Jhove her^ 

That Horace vf2iS patfimonious, not to fay, fordidly^ 
covetous, is plain from many of his own Writings ; 
as for Inftance, where he invites Mec^enas to fup with 
him, who was hoxhfrft Minijler, and his particular 
Patron. He plainly tells him that he fliall have no« 
thing but bad Wine, . and Cabbage, and in little Glaf- 
fes ; and that he had taken Care of the Wine himfelf i 
from which appears too that he kept no Servant.

Such was the Modlilation 
of his Voice, that it inchanted our Ears, and feem'd' 
more like Mufick than Speakilig ! — tHow lapd^^^le is it 
to fte Mr. Henly chufing to employ his Tajents in 
Praifes and Commendations of the gre/^t M^n ofAti' 
tiquity^ rather than meanly (looping to flatter Thofe 
of tl^e prefent Age ; bi^t though he will not flatter 
them, he fcorns (hovvever provok'd) to attack them 
by aqy indirect or oblique Strokes of Satire, as moft 
evidently appears by the foregoing Difcourfe, 

The Application of PafTages of the "Roman Story^ 
to our Times is become fo common and trite a Way 
of fatirizing the Perfons of the prefent Age, that no- 
Man, who has a tolerable Genius, or the leaft Inven- 
tion of his own, will condefcend to do it. How 
eafy is it to turn over Tulls, Tacitusy or Lhy, and' 
when you have found a good ftrong Sentence or two 
upon Corruption, to infer t it in any Paper ? The 
Author need never be at the Trouble to make 
the Application. Every Child in the Street knows 
well enough upon whom to fix it. I fhould be glad 
therefore if what I have faid would put an End to fuch 
pitiful Ribaldry ; and if I cap perfuade Thofe, who 
have Talents, to give grpat Men their Deferts, as 
Mr. Henly has now done, I fhall have gamed my 
End. C.

their Soperlon Uua they generally dclcive. They' 
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imagine them, at leajd, to be Men of extraordinary 
Capacities, whatever their moral Principles may be ; 
and think it impoflibje for any Perfon to fit long a^ 
the Helm, and influence large Dominions, who is no^ 
endowed with uncommon Sagacity, Penetration, Exr 
perience, and the moft extenfive Knowledge of aB 
dotneflick zndi foreign Affairs. 

However requifite to fuch a Poll tliefe Talents may 
be, yet if we look round Europet I believe we fhall 
^find that too mzny great Meriy in all Courts, are noj: 
fully qualified in thefe refpefts. I am afraid it will 
appear xiax. fome o^z their Grandeur to pimping, in- 
forming, or the Intereil of a Court Miftrefs ; otherA 
to the Weaknefs or Vices of a Prince, whom they 
flatter a«d indulge in his Pleafures ; x!ti^X,fome rife by 
doing dirty Jobs for a great Minifler, and fcreening 
him, in diftrefs, from the Refentments of a People, 
^whom he has injured and provoked ', fome by the In- 
fluence of over-grown Companies, or the Strength of 
powerful Alliances ; nor fhall we want Inflances of 
othersi whofe Ignorance and Incapacity for publick 
Bufincfs have been their only Recommendations. In 
ihort, we fhall obferve, upon a llridl Survey of the 
JRife oi great Men, that fometimes Chance, and fcr 
veral unaccountable Accidents, as the Death or Fall 
of great Competitors ; fometimes the Power, Caprice, 
and Obftinacy of a Fadion, or the Indolence, Inafti- 
vity, or bad Defigns of a Prince, are the chief In^ 
ilruments of their Advancement ; and we fliall fel- 
dom find it owing to thofe ufeful and valuable En; 
xiowments, which are necefTary to conHitute a truly 
great Man. 

In thofe refined Ages, indeed, and in thofc Coun- 
tries, where almoft every thing is managed by the 
Force of Money 9 (as it was in the Court of France 
during the laft War) there does not feem to be that

I am fully of th'is Gentleman's Opinion, That tht 
vtmoft Care ought to be taken that no Corruptioni and 
Abufes Jhould be admitted in'Q Trading Companiei t 
tr, finer the Ufi Pricautims are often vain, that tbej 
pould never 'fiape with Impunity, when difcsvt^d. 
How far the Cafe of Mr. Eedefiant may fill tmder 
this Head, and his Prafliccs be fobjcfl to an lona- 
taiion o{ Fraud, I ftiall leave the World to determine, 
from the Complaint of tbofe Perfoni, who are &p- 
pofed to be injured by them, and the Proceeding irf 
the general Court of the Eajl-India Ctimpaift, ae weB 
as from that Account, whicli has been maJe poUick 
in the Whitehail Evening Poft ; together with jrour 
Correfpondcnc's Obferva lions upon it. 

But 
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Bat I can by no means agree with this Gentleman* 
that we are now obliged to Juppofe Mr, Eccleftone en'- 
tirely innocent, from the Refolutions, which were taken 
^in that Aflembly; which ended only in an Adjourn- 
ment of the Qucftion, Jine Die, whether he was guilty 
or not 9 to which peculiar Method of Proceeding they 
were induced, no doubt, by very good Reafons ; for 
had his Cafe been as deary or his Defence ^'^ fully aas

The Reafons for this will ftiU appear much ftronger^ 
if it be true ( as I have often heard it aflerted ) that 
Mr* Eccleflone himfelf, in his Defence, as it is called* 
did not pretend fully to juftify his own Condu6l ; but^ 
on the contrary, fcem'd to acknowledge that he had 
been led by bad Precedents, together with the Frail- 
tUs and Infirmities of human Nature, into fome 
Prances, which, upon.ferious Refle6lion, he founcf 
Reason to repent of; and that he had been unhap- 
pily guilty ot fome Mijlakes and NegleSl in the Duty 
of his Omce, as well as the poor Ware houfe- Keeper > 
ifk fixfienuAtioa of which, I am told, that he defired 
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to look back to his former Behaviour ; and hoped, if 
they had, at any Time, found him ufeful to Trade, 
or inftrumental in the Service of the Company ^ that 
they would overlook this Mifcarriage and indulge 
him for once, in the Frailties of his Nature.

Their Lordfhips would be at leaft of the 
fame Opinion^ that He of L^ccdxmon was of the A- 
thenians. If they carried themfelves well, when Time

However, it is to be wifhed ( and I hope not to be

But the greateft Grievance is, that they com- 
monly difcover the fame governing Spirit here, 
which they exercifed* abroad, and attempt the fame 
Kind of Dominion and Authority over the Countries 
where they fettle, which they found pradlicable in 
thofe foreign and arbitrary Commands.

upon it in the BtwJm jsmmsl on SatrrJ^ the 31ft 
of laft Month ■'inoft wtteh Ittaink h neceflaiy, for 
the Information it tbofePerfcw, who are bat litde 
acquainted with thi* SwbjaA, or into whofe Huidi 
thu Piece may not have fallen, to make fame farther 

The ^r(V«r of the Letter in the LmMJmnat 
begins with a pompous Eult^ium of the Autbw of 
tyxSJlaj, (whom, for fome Reafons, which I may 
hereafter jncndon, I take lo be Him/il/,) and t Tery 
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indifferent Charadler of the Remarker, by telling us 
that the former feems to be a very great Mafter of 
the Subje^ he treats o/i whereas it mufl appear to 
every one, who will read the Remarks with any At- 
tention^ and be at the Pains of comparing the Quo-

** other Purpofes. I p we can undoubtedly promife 
<* our felves to be free from any Wars, Infurr^ions 
*« or Troubles, for a certain large Number of Years 
•« to come ; or. If the finking Fund can be fuppo- 
<* fed to make a greater Progrefs under the Incum- 
«« brances of an expenfive War, than in a Time of 
<« profound Peace. I fay, // all thefe Suppofitions 
«' are not ridiculous Chimxra's, but well-grounded 
<« Prcfumptioas, then is our Author's Scheme a ra- 
«« tional Scheme, and we may rely upon feeing the 
« publick Debt totally difcharged by it, within the 
*« Time propofed ; nay, we may carry our Debts 
" to the utmoft Extravagance, in Confidence of ha- 
*« ving them, one Time or other, fully difcharged 
" by a finking Fund a^one Million, according to the 
« Rules of geometrical Progrejfion. 

In 
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In the next Place he undertakes to fhew the Au- 
thor's fecret Defign* which, he fays, feems to "be 
as far as He can judge, to prepare the Nation for 
new DebtSf (could any Government be either fo 
weak, or fo wicked as to follow his Diredlions,) 
under the popular Pretence of exhibiting a Scbemt 
for paying the oldi for were the Author's only 
Deiign to prove the Efficacy and Sufficiency of 
the 'finking Fund for paying om frefent Debt 9 he 
could have no Occafion to carry its Progrefs any 
farther than this End; nor is it of any Advantage 
to his Argument, to demonftrate that fuch a Sum 
fo applied, will not only pay off our trefent Debt, 
but alfo any farther increafed Sum, which we Ihall 
pleafe to add to it. I fay, it can be of no Advan- 
tage to his Argument to fuppofe any farther Debt ; 
fince if it be fufficient to pay the pre/ent, we de- 
fire no more. To carry his Calculations therefore, 
with fo much Pains, farther than we now have, 
or, I hope, ever fhall have Occafion for them, 
bears an ill Afpeft, and muft be allowed to be al- 
together unneceflary and impertinent to his.pre- 
fent Purpofc, if he had no other Defign. How- 
ever it be, an honeft Briton does not love to hear 
the frequent Repetition o^ farther Duties and new- 
invented Fundst or to fee any Calculations^ which 
appear to have this Tendency; nor would he have 
fuch broad Hints given to Men^ who arc ready 
enough of themfelves to lay hold of all Occaiions 
of this Nature.

' thor of a Letter, publiihed in the Lan- 
f don Jeurnal aa the jiHof laft Month, 
I occafioned by the Remsrh on an £^j 
I ua the pubtici Debts, &c- has either 
' mift.iken or wilfully avofJed to take No- 
tice of the true Drift of thut Pamphlet j which ivas 
only to prove that the Defign of the Author of the 
Effaj W3S to prepare the Nation far farihsr Duties 
and new Debts, without making the ieall Attempt to 
overturn the Foundation of his Scheme, wTiJch ha» 
been fince confider'd in fo clear and mafterly a Man- 
ner as will, I believe, admit of no Reply. But finec 
the Author of that Letter, finding it impraflicable ta 
■defend the Effay againil this Charge, has had Re- 
courfe to another Point concerning Stofk-Jabblng, on 
which Subjcil he has advauccd fevcral uncommon 
Fropontions, I mull now defire to trouble you with 
fome Reaaris on that Head. 

I obfcrve, in the firft Place, that the principJ

the publick Credit ought, by all juft Methods, to 
l3c kept up at this Time ; yet that putting a greater 
Value on the Price of our Stocks than they are really 
worth, is not the proper Way to fupport it ; but, 
T^y giving it a fudden and falfe Rife 9 will occafion at 
length a greater and more precipitate FalL I will 
Therefore afiirm, that lince there is fo great a Share of 
the Property of this Kingdom invefted in thefe fluc- 
tuating Commodities, every Proprietor has a Right to 
be acquainted, at all Times, with their genuine Va- 
lue ; that he may not be impofcd on in the Sale of 
ihem by Perfons more knowing than himfelf. Nay, I 
will go Hill farther, and venture to declare that the 
Rife and Fall of thefe Commodities do, in no fmall 
'Degree, allc£l every other Kind of Property in thefe 
Xingdoms ; as was too fenfibly felt in that fatal Year 
1 7 20 ; and therefore that a Man, who has no im- 
mediate Concern in thefe Securities, inay, notwith- 
flanding the Letter-zuriter s Aflertion to the contrary, 
zvrite OY /peak, provided he writes or /peaks only 
what is iruct on thefe Subjcdls, without any bad De- 
fign ; but whoever, either by his writing or /peaking^ 
endeavours to perfuade the publick Creditors, tlwt 
their Securities are, at any Time, worth more than 
they really are, I will be free to declare (as this 
Author cxpre/Ics it) that he mu/l do it with a verj 
infamous Dejign,

But what can he poffibly mean by laying, that the 
only Enemies i whom we can be fuppfed to have to dif 
wfthf can give no Interruption to our Commerce to 
any great Degree ; as may be plainly fhewn, ifOccaJtorf 
requires? I fhould be very much obliged to him, if 
he would be pleafed to Jhew me This plainJf\ fincc 
I think the prefent Occafion does very much require it i- 
for are we not likely to have to do with Spain ^^ 
and will not our Spnnijh Trade ( which has been con- 
ftantly thought, of all other, the moji vafuable) be 
not only ft opt by fuch a War, but al fo be in great 
Danger of being, in a confiderable Degree,. loft for 
ever, by its taking another Channel \ as well as by 
the Encouragement that will be certainly given to 
ManufaSiures in thofe Countries ; which,, when onc^ 
eftablifhed, will, in all Probability, be for ever after- 
wards fupported ?' 

It is too well known that our Woollen ManufaElure' 
in the I^orth and Weft does already feel the Mifchiefs 
of Interruptions in Trade, The RuJJsan Army, which 
ufed tO: be cloathed by us^ have, for fome Years paiV 
contracted with the King of Prujfta for the fame 
Commodities. We fee. that the Manufactures in all 
Parts of Germany improve daily ; that they likewif« 
fpread in Polandt Ruftia, &c. and, which is ftill worfe,. 
that ' thofe Nsitions under/ell us. What can be the 
Reafon. of This, but that our People, being loaded 
with heavy Duties on the feveral Materials neceflary 
to the Woollen ManufaBure, cannot work fo cheap ? 
and yet the Author of the EJfay is far continuing, 
thefe Duties for ever. 

But what will be the n.nural Effea of This ? If fa 
many heavy Duties render it impoflible for our Coun- 
trymen to work as cheap as the People Abroad ; if, 
in Confequence of This, Manufadlures are fet up and 
fupported in foreign Parts, ours at Home muft, fufFec 
more and more every Day in Proportion. By thcfe

every Diminution of our ManufaSurcs ; for the Icjs 
People get^ the IcJs they will h-ive to fpend^ and tfie 
Produce of Land mull link in its Value for want of 
C'.?ifuviptlon 

What renders this Aflertion of the Letter-toritifr 
ir.it a War w'.tb Spain tuill give but little Interrup- 
t'cn to cur Trdde, the more unaccountable, is, that it 
.r..jx.ir5, as I am informed, by the Cuftom bostfe 
.i;Oi>k;, that in the Year 1717 (which was the Year 
ht fere our Lift unhappy Difference with Spain ) our 
.Lxt'jrts thither amounted to the Value o( /even Hun- 
(Ire.'y forty nine Thcufand ^ one Hundred y ninetj-eni 
l\unds I whereas, in the Year 1719, they amounted 
f^nly to one Hundred forty-eight Tboujand 9 fiven 
Hundred, forts-one Pounds ; fo that the Exports in the 
laft of thefe Years was diminiihed by fix Hundrei 
*rhoufandyfour Hundred and fifty Pounds ; and I wifli 
this Author could plainly fit^ew us, that the fame, or 
a like Difference, will not happen again in the {kso!^ 
Circumftances. 

I need not mention the Encouragement, which \% 
slways given, at fuch Times, to the Prafticc of Pri- 
%'/iieering ; nor that the Subjcdls of fome Powers in 
Alliance with us may, perhaps, clandcftincly engage 
in this lucrative Employment. 

This extravagant AiTertion (whether it proceeds

There is another Sort of Management fometimes 
pradlifed wich monied Societies, by givmg them feme 
JBa'gain, which may be more valuable to Them, and 
more detrimental to the Publick, than really and o^enlj 
to give ^'v, fix^ or even ten per Cent, on thcLp<7»/. 

May nol falliesytwYi ch Q^rry y I. per Cent, only in 
Appearance, be difpofcd of with as much Intcrcll due 
upon them, as may make the Rate of Intereft equal to 
4 /. or ^ I. per Cent, to the Party, who receives them ? 

As to what he fays about buying Stores on equal or 
Better Terms th m any Trader or Society of Men ; it 
38 well known that the Navy and Vihualling Bills 
carry an Intereft 'xx.five per Cent, and though the In-^ 
tBreft does not commence for the firft Jix Months, yet 
^bis is, and has conftantly been, allowed in the Pri- 
ees, which is juft thtfanre as if it did commence. 

He ends, as he begun, in a very extraordinary 
Manner, by telling u?, Aat the Proprietors of the 
fublick Del'ts have, for their Security of the Pay- 
ment of their Frincipal,^ well as Intereft i the Lands 
and ManufaSlures, Trade and Afis of Great Britain i 
which is indeed very true ; but it is at the fame time 
fo melancholy a Confideration, and fo heavy a Mort* 
gage on the Eftates and Induftry of every Briton, that 
a prudent Author would have chofen to pafs over tliis- 
Circumftancc in Silence, fince it can tend oxJjr to 
create t//?^/7/?/f^ in the Minds of the People..

My Friend Alvarez (a Man not unknown to many 
here, by his frequent Journies to England) did fome 
time fince make me a Prefent of a Perjtan Manufcript, 
which he met with while he follow 'd the Fortunes of 
Meriweis. An exaft Traaflation of the firft Chapter has 
been made, at my Requell, by the learned Mr. Solomw 
Negri, and is as follows. 

Tbe Brft Vifion of Camilick. 

IN the Name of God, ever merciful » and of Haly 
his Prophet. I flept in the Plains oi Bagdady and 
1 dreamed a Dream. I lifted my Eyes, and I (aw a 
vafl Field, pitch'd with the Tents of the mighty, and 
tlie flrong ones of the Earth in Array of Battle. I 
obfcrv'd the Arms and Enfigns of either Hoft. In the 
Banners of the one were piftur'd a Crown and $ccpu 
trc ; and upon the Shields of the Soldiers were en- 
graven Scourges, Chains, Iron Maces, Aires, and aQ 
kinds of Inftruments of Violence. The Standards of 
the other bore the Crown and Sceptre alfo ; but the 
Devices on the Shields were the Balance, the Olive 
Wreath, the Plough- Share, and other emblematical 
Figures of Juflicc, Peace, Law, and Liberty. Between 
thefe two Armies, I faw a King come forth» and figp 
:i\2ixgt Roll of Parchment I at which loud Shouts of 
Acclamation were heard from every Quarter. The 
^(p/Zitfclf flew up into the Air, and appear'd over their 
Heads, enf ompafied with Rays of Glory. I obferved 
that where, ever the fecond Army moved, this gjori^ 
(;us Apparition attended them ; or rather the Atmy 
iccmcd only to move, as That guided or diredted^ 
Soon after, I faw both thefe Hofts engaged, and iYA 
w hole Face of the Land overfpread with Blood. I 
£ivv the King* who had fign'd and broken that facni 

Cbarteri.. 
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Charter, drink out of a golden Cup, fall into Con- 
vulfions, gaip and die. 

I then faw another King take his Place ; who, in 
the moft folemn Manner, engaged to make the Words 
contained in the Roli the Guide of his Adlions ; but 
notwithftanding This, I faw both Armies again en- 
counter. I faw the King a Prifoner. I faw his Son 
relieve him, and I faw the Chiefs of the other Army- 
put to Death. Yet that vi<Slorious Son himfelf bow*d 
his Head to the Parchment i which now appear'd 
with fuller Luftrc than before. Several other Battles 
enfued, with vail Slaughter on both Sides ; during 
which^he celejiial Volume was fometimes clouded over ; 
but ftill again exerted its Rays, and after every Cloud 
appear'd the brighter. I obferved thofe Heroes, who 
fought beneath it, tho' ever fo unfortunate, not once 
to abate their Courage, while they had the leaflGlimpfc 
of that heavenly Apparition in their View ; and even 
Thofe, whom I faw overthroyvn, pierced with ghaftly 
Wounds, and panting in Death, refign*d their Lives 
in Smiles, and with Eyes caft up to that glorious Ob- 
ledl. At laft the long Contention ceafed. I beheld 
DOth Armies unite and move together under the fame 
divine Influence. I faw one King twelve Times bow 
down before the bright Phaenomenon ; which from 
thence-forward Spread a Light over the whole Land ; 
and, defcending nearer to the Earth, the Beams of it 
grew fo warm as it approach*d, that the Hearts of the 
Inhabitants leap'd for Joy. The Face of War was no. 
more. The fame Fields, which had fo long been the 
Scene of Death 'and Defolation, were now covered 
with golden Harvefts. The Hills were doath'd with 
Sheep. The Woods fung with 'Gladnefs. Plenty 
laugh'd in the Valleys. Induftry, Commerce, and 
Liberty danced hand in hand thro' #Le Cities. 

While I was delighting myfelf with this amiable 
Profped, the Scene entirely changed. The Fields and 
Armies vanilhed ; and I faw a large and magnificeivc 

Hall, 
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Hall, refembling the great Divan or Council of the 
Nation. At the upper End of it, under a Canopy, I 
beheld xhtf acred Covenant y ihining as the Sun. The 
Nobles of the Land were there aflembled. They pro- 
ilnted themfelves before it, and they fung an Hymn. 
Let the Heart of the King bt gladi for bis People are 
kappy f May the Light of the Covenant be a Lan thorn, 
t'j the Feet of the Judges ; for by This fball they fepa- 
rate Truth from Faljbood- O Innocence rejoyce ! for by 
this Light Jhalt thou walk in Safety \ norfball the Op- 
prejjlr take hold on thee» O Juftice be exceeding glad! 
for by this Light all thy Judgments fhall be decreed 
with VVifdom ; nor Jhall any Man fay thou baft erred* 
Let the Hearts of all the People be glad! for This have 
their Grandfathers died ; in This have their Fathers 
rejoiced ', and in This may their Poflerity rejoyce ever- 
more ! 

Then all the Rulers took a folemn Oath to preferve 
it inviolate and unchanged, and to facri£ce their Lives 
and their Fortunes, rather than fuffer themfelves or 
their Children to bc deprived of fo invaluable a Blef* 
fmg. 

After This, I faw another and larger Affcmbly come 
forward into the Hall, and join the fir ft. Thefe paid 
the fame Adorations to the Covenant ; took the fame 
Oath ; they fung the fame Hymn ; ^nd added a fo- 
lemn Form of Imprecation to this eiFcft. Let the 
Words of the Roll be for ever in our Eyes, and graven 
on our Hearts ; and accurfed be He, who layetb Hands 
on the fame- Accurfed be He, who fball remove this 
Writing from the People ; or who fhall bide tbe Lato 
thereof from the King, Let that Man be cut off frem 
the Earth. Let his Riches be fcatter^d as tbe Duft* 
Let his Wife be the Wife of the People, Let not bit 
firft-born Be ranlM among the Nobles* Let bis Pa- 
laces be deftrofd. Let his Gardens be as a Defart, ba- 
ving no Water. Let his Horfes and bis Horfemeu 
be overthrown ; and let bis Dogs devour tbeir CafcaJ^ 

fist 
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jes ! — In the midft of thefe Execrations enter'd a Man, 
drefs'd in a plain Habit, with a Purfe of Gold in his 
Hand. He threw himfelf forward into the Room, in 
a bluff, ruffianly Manner. A Smile, or rather a Snear, 
fat on his Countenance. His Face was bronz*d over 
•with a Glare of Confidence. An arch Malignity leerM 
in his Eye. Nothing was fo extraordinary as the Ef- 
feft of this Perfon's Appearance. They no fooner 
faw him, but They all turn'd their Faces from the 
Canopy, and fell proflrate before him. He trod over 
their Bacb, without any Ceremony, and march'd di- 
r£6lly up to the Throne. He open'd his Puife of 
Gold ; which he took out in Handfuls, and fcattered 
amongft the Aflembly. While the greater Part were 
engaged in fcrambling for thefe Pieces, He feiz'd, to 
my inexpreflible Surprife, without the leafl Fear, upon 
tiie Sacred Parchment itfelf. He rumpled it rudely 
up, and -crammM it into his Pocket. Some of the 
People began to murmur. H« threw more Gold, and 
they were pacified. No fooner was the Parchment 
taken away, but in an Inftant I faw half theauguft Af- 
fembly in Chains. Nothing was heard thro' the whole 
Divan, but the Noifc of Fetters, and Clank of Irons.

<lropt it ; but then too, in the very fame Moment, He 
hinifelf dropt with it to the Ground. That and the 
Date of his Power at once expired. He funk, and 
funk for ever. The radiant Volume again rofe ; agaia 
Ihone out, and reaflumed its Place sbove the Throne; 
the Throne, which had been darkened all this Time, 
was now filled with the Effulgence of the Glory, 
which darted from it. Every Chain dropped off in an 
InlUnt. Every Face regained its former Chcarful-

KT is wonderful to obferve the VUiJji- 
• tude and Rtvoltithns of all Thing*. If 
[ we look into Nature, the moft minute 
i Particles of Matter arc in a perpetual 
' '''x, and always pfling out of ore 
m into another. This is beautifully 
i-epvefcnied by the Aiitients under th? Allegory of 
* PnWis, who could turn hinifelf, accoidirgto the Fa- 
ble, into all Manner of Forms and Shapej, in order 
to avoid the luiportunitj' of Thofe, who fought hit 
Adi'icc ; by which are fignified to us the rarioas Mu- 
tations of Mittcr, and the Folly of Thofe, who pry 
too nicely into the Secrets of Nature. 

Siate?j Kingdoms, and Empires, are fubjed to the 
Uvwa Vuiptudcs ; and, lite the great Mafs of all 
Things, undergo various JUvdulioni in their llvii, 
Mjiincrs, Policy, and Religion. Thofe, which, in the 

Ecceding Ages, v/ciefne Statu, are now funk into the 
rcgs oiSlaveni and others, which formerly groan'd 
under Bondage, liave fuicc fliafeen off their Sntiitudi, 

* lUt Sir Fr»ntis BaconV ^iWoy nf ihi Jndtwii. 
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and enjoy at prefenf the BleiUngs o^ Liberty, Several 
Nations, which were of old the moft fimous fcr Lear- 
ning and Politenefs, are now degenerated into Barba- 
rifm and Ignorance ; whilft others again, where no- 
thing formerly prevailed but Savagenefi and BrutaLty, 
are, in our Days, become the moft civilized^ and the 
greateft Nurferies of Letters j fo that we may fay of 
Kingdoms, as the Scripture fpeaks of Mankind, that 
^hey flee as it were a Shadow ^ and never continue in 
one Stay. 

The firae Inconftancy is likewife to be obferved in 
the Opinions of Mankind, and the Pra6lices of diffe- 
rent Parties ; who will be found, upon ftrid: Exami- 
nation, to Ihift Sides, and mutually interchange their 
Meafures, together with their Principles, in certain 
Courfes and Revolutions of Years. 

Nothing is more evident from the whole Tenour of 
tlie New Teftamcnt, from the Writings of the primi- 
tive Fathers, and the Confent of heathen Antiquity, 
than that the Chriftian Faith was firft promulgated as 
a Go/pel of Peace '» and ordained, by its divine Found- 
der, to be propagated only by Perfuajlon and gentle 
Methods, in the fame Manner that he had inftituted it, 
and proceeded to propagate it, whilil on Earth ; but it 
is equally certain, that the Chriftian Religion was no 
fooner eftablifhed by thcfe gentle Meafures, and had 
brought the temporal Powers into its Intereft, than her 
corrupted Followers, elated with Succcfs, began to de- 
viate from the Example and Precepts of their great 
Mafter, by turning the Engines of this World againft 
Thofe, who did not immediately own the Light of the 
Gofpel, 2i\\di kx.uwgyx'p the Sword of the Fie jh. In O'^- 
polition to the Sword of the Spirit i which our blefled 
Lord had appointed to be the only Weapon made ufc 
of in the Caufe of his Religion. 

On the other hand, the Impolture ot M, hornet, 
which was firft founded in Blood, and propagated by 
llie Weapons of this World, feems to be grown a pa- 

I ciiick 
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c!fick Religion, and to fiipport itfclf by the fame Me- 
thods, by which Cbrijiianity was firll cftablifhed. We 
Icidoin hear of any Periccutions fet on Foot in thofe 
Countiics on a rclieious Account; nor do we find in 
their Hiftorics any great MafTacres, Crufedocs, and 
confccrated ButcliCrics committed there, for the Pro- 
pagation of their Faith, fmce the firft EftabliQiment of 
it by thofe Meafurcs ; but, on the contrary. They 
Hem to allow of great Liberties in Matters of Religi- 
on, and to grant a free Toleration to all Seds of Cbri- 
Jiian^f ^ot the Excrci.e of their Faith, upon no very 
hard and unreafonable Terms. 

\\\ this Reaped, therefore, the Chrijlians and Ma^ 
hov:etans fcem to have changed Sides ; and however 
Tiicy may continue the fame in Points oifaithy (which 
pcr'iaps might alio he difputed) They certainly run 
counter to their rcfpcctivc Leaders, and mutually de- 
part from the Examples, which They left them, for 
the Propagation of their different Faiths. I need not 
obferve on which Side the Advantage lies ; nor put the 
Reader in mind who have changed y^r the better ; but 
ih.ill only take Notice, that all Chrifttan Perfecuticns, 
r.s well as every Species and Degree of them, on Ac- 
count oi Religion, are heighten'd with this Aggrava- 
tion, that they are dirc6lly oppofite to the pkinell Z)/- 
rcPJcnsy as well as the Example of our blefTcd Lord; 
wh-:reas the Deviation oH Mahometans y from Force and 
Severity to Lenity and Moderation, feems to be unat- 
t cried with any pofitive Injundion of their Leader to 
tiie contrary. 

Tiic f\me Vicijpttudes mry be alfo traced in civil 
Affairs^ and the Condudl ok pcliticdl Fa^ionsi whofe 
Principles and Opinions will be found to revolve in 
certain Periods ; and, by imperceptible Degrees,*fix In ' 
oppofite Extremes. The Minds of the moll rigid Par- 
tifms and State-Bigots are fubjeft to the fame Revolu- 
tions w idi other Men, and fluduatc from one Opinion 
re another, in the fame Manner that Matter appcaff 

under 



under different Shapes, and paflcs through a Variety 
of the moft oppolite Forms. This is a notorious and 
undeniable Truth ; of which every Man will foon be 
convinced, who looks narrowly into the Hiftories of 
all Countries, and takes a ftridl Survey of the feveral 
Parties, which have prevailed in them » of their Pro- 
feffions, Conduft, and the Meafures, on which thejr 
have proceeded for feveral Years together, under dif- 
ferent Circumltances, and in different Situations, ac- 
cording as They have prevailed, or been overpowered 
by oppofite Faftions. 

Of all Nations in the World, the EngHJh is moft re* 
markable for its Ficklenefs and Inclination to change. 
We are always in a Flux of Opinions, and never con- 
tinue fixed in any long together ; which is the Reafon 
that we )xxse undergone fo many Shocks, Convulfions, 
and VicLffitudes in our Conftitution ; perhaps more 
than any other People whatfoever . Whether this pro- 
ceeds from that Liberty^ which we enjoy beyond 
other Nations ; or from the natural Inllability of our 
Climate, (as fonie have imagined) feems to me a need- 
lefs Enquiry j but it may not be improper to give a 
remarkable Inllance or two of what I have been fpeak* 

ing. 

To go no farther back than the Reign of King 
Charles I. — The two great Fadlions, which at that 
Time divided the Kingdom, were the Puritans and the 
Cburcb-Party, i\iQ former oiw\iom diftinguiihcd them* 
felves by their laudable Zeal agamft the exorbitant Mea- 
fures of the Court ; the Incroachments oit\\e Prcrogativei 
and manifold Invafioiis of the Liberties of the Subjeft 
both in Church and State ; of all w^hich Grievance* 
they deinalided a ReJrefs, and defired that Matters 
might be fettled on a better Foot for the future. On 
the other hand, the Church-Party or Royalijis went 
fervilely into the Proje£ls of the Court, and undertook 
to maintain the Grandeur of the prerogative againft 

I 2 what 
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what they called the republican Schemes and De- 
mands of the Puritans. But as foon as an End 
wjs put to thefc unhappy Contefts by the prevailing 
Strength of one Party, and the tragical Death of that 
rnfortunate Prince, Things immediately took anothtr 
Turn. The viclorious Puritans began to opprefs in 
the fame manner \\\x\i Thofe, whom they had fub- 
dued ; and the humbled Royalijis, in imitation of 
ihcir old Antagonifls, grew very clamorous Advocatci 
for the Rights and Immunities of the People. 

At the ReftoratioTii the Tables were turned again- 
The Royalijis, under the new Denomination of Ca- 
z-aliersy or the Court-Party, and afterwards of Tories, 
refumed their old Spirit of exalting the Prerogative, 
when they were again exalted in Power ; and the 
Puritans, now called the Country- Party or Round- 
Hea:bj and fometime afterwards Whigs, became onct 
more the popular Advocates and Sticklers for Li- 
berty. 

Since that Time, thofe two great Bodies have fc- 
veral Times chopp'd about, and reciprocally chrangcd 
Sides, juft as their Leaders have happened to be in 
or out of Power. 

I believe, it would be no hard Matter to prove, 
both from Hiftory and Reafon, that great Number* 
of Men, who now flourifh in Wealth and Favour, 
imder the gracious Denomination of ftanch Whigs^ 
would, for the fame Adions, have been efteemed ar- 
rant Tories about forty Years ago ; and that others 
are branded with the odious Appelktion of Tories un- 
der this Government, for the fame PraSiices, by 
■which the Whig-Party made themfelves popular in 
former Reigns > 

I defign, in fome future Paper, to prefent the 
Reader with a Syftem of ancient Wbiggifm, as it 
ilood in the Reign of King Charles II. in Oppofition 
to the Syllem and Meafures of the Tories i from 

whence 
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whence our modern Whigs miy judge of their own 
iiikenefs to the Whigs of thofe Times, and deter- 
mine how far They may think it proper to recognize 
the Principles and i Radices of their Predeceflbrs. 

In the mean Time, the Reader will draw this In- 
ference from what I have already obferved ; that it 
is Time to caft off the Delufions of Party, and t^ 
be no longer fatisfied with Names inftead of Things. 
Let us a6l like wife Men ; and remember that L/- 
berty is the fame divine filefling, whether it be tiif- 
penied to us under a Whig or a Tory Adminiftration ; 
and that grbitrary Pozoer, or any Degree t)f it^ can- 
not alter its Nature ; but is equally pernicious, and 
equally deftrudlive of the Britijh Conftitution, by 
whatfoever Hands, or under whatfoever Shapes, it 
ihall be impofed on iis. The Effe^s will be equally- 
felt, though the Means may be artfully concealed. 
And it farther deferves our Conlideration, that al- 
though this Evil is equally mifchievous, as to its real 
Effe6b, by whomfoever it is obtruded on us ; yet it 
receives fome Aggravation, and becomes circumftan- 
tially more grievous, when it is introduced under the 
Difguife, and by the pretended Champions o^ Liberty » 
becaufe, in that Cafe, the Invalion of our lights i» 
attended with the grofleft Affront on our Vnderftand^ 
ings ; and we are treated, at the feme Time, like Chil" 
iireny as well as Slaves.

This gives me an Opportunity of difcourfing upon 
Jronys Innuendoes, and doulle Meanings ; which, I 
hope, cannot be thought unfeafonable at this Time ;

Can any Body, without the moft apparent Folly or 
Impudence, calls this a Libel upon the Minijlry ; who 
are all juji Stewards ; gracious Magijlrates ; uncorrupt 
Adminiftrators of publick Money ; endued with a pro- 
per Mixture of the Serpent, and the Innocence of the 
Dove ; and, in every Part of their Charadlers, quite 
the contrary to what I have endeavoured to expofe ? 

Let Thofe therefore, who truly deferve it, bear 
their Difplcafure ; Thofe, who, by explaining inno- 
cent Meanings into Scandal, and by drawing imagina- 
ry Parallels, have proftituted their great Names in 
the Mouths of Libertines and Buffoons. 

The Reader will obferve, from what I have already

When a Wretch,, without Uciit 
or Farts, finds Favour ix the Byes of a grtttMMn, and 
is taken into his Service, he muft become an abfidale 
Creature to his Will, and {tick at nothing to cuty oa 
his Deiigns i for it wii on this Account ofllir» that he 
was promoted above Men of Virtue and tindeiflail^ 
ing. He mull afTert Falfhoods, maintain Abliw^de^ 
and reconcile Oooiradiflioni. He mnft be m Kmp» • - 
Farafite, and a Bm^oon, as Occaikm Teqtdrci, lb

feftly unprejudiced, and fpeak without any Attachment

If you ask their Opinion of any publick TranfaSii- 
ox, or of a new Book, which has any Thing of a poli- 
tical Nature interfpers'd in it, they will either totally 
decline any Anfwer, till they have a proper Cue given 
them ; or hsefitatc, fhrug up their Shoulders and de- 
mur.

Their Difcourfe 
tunfJ on a certain zvortby Gcfitlcrfian^ who had very 
much encunibcr'd \\\i Eilate by fcveral vexatious Law- 
fuitfs and the bad Management of his principal Ser- 

Eoth Parties profeiTci an equal Rcfpedl for him ; but 
oneofTht.le, \vho fccm'd to be moll heartily and 
truly his Friends, began to bewail his Circumflanccs, 
and hoped that the Experience of his paft Conduft 
would induce him to retrench his Expcnces ; to live 
more 7icizhb(iUi'!s ; a^'d eiidcavour by Ir:,7al!ts to re- 
cover his Al^aii--. — To which one of the Creatures rt- 
ply'd, with Tome Vehei.-icnce, that he was of a diffe- 
re::t Opinion, r.nd thought tiie bell way for his Friend 
to ^et out of Dcbty was to borrow mo^e Money i live 
jiiil in thQ/{t;;:e Manner ; keep the fame Serz'ants ; and 
^(^0 to Law with every ]M»r, who gave him the leafl 
P^ow'cation.— — Tho (Joir.pany began to Hare at 
T'l ; upon \vhich, faid he, 1 know. Gentlemen, that 
t !•.">; A Portion mL".y feem fon-cwhat odd to thofe Per- 
i'oj-, who arc not thoro'.ic:hly r.c^juainted with thcfe 
Subj(.6is, nnd have not accuilomed themfelves to this 
Manner of Reafcni.-.g ; but I Avill undertake to dc- 
monRr.itc the Juilncfs of it to the meanell Capacity; 
whereupon b.e cii'/d for a Pen and Ink, and icrawl'd 
f)ver a Slic'ct of Paper, with Figures, Schcjncs, and 
Calculation !.s ; by which me.ms he puzzled the Undcr- 
ilandings ot tlie Company in fo mallerly a Manner, 
that his OppoHv'nts were obliged to give up the Point, 
and drop the Difpule. 

This made him rrojctd with more Freedom and 
Alacrity, by alTuring us that it v/as undeniably a great 
Advantage to any Gentlciuau to be in debt^ and mort- 
gage 
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gAge his Eflate ; becaufe, faid he, it keeps thofe Per- 
Ibns, who lend the Money, in a conilant Dependance 
on him, who borrows it ; and flrengthens the T^itle to 
his Eftite, by lodging his Securities in other Hands. 

The lame Gentleman was plcas'd to obferve, that 
the Practice of Stock-jobbing, as it Teems to be ella- 
blillied in this Kingdom, was one of the greatell 
Bleffings, which a Nation can enjoy ; as it makes Mo- 
ney circulate, by confining it to a fezu Hands ; en- 
courages Trade ; promotes InduJIry ; and is of great 
Advantage to the woollen ManufaEitire. 

He told us farther, that the befl Form of Govern- 
ment in the World is That, where the moft abjolute 
and unlimited Confidence is repofed, not in the Prince 
himfelf (which has been a common Error in Politicks) 
but in his Minijlers ; and he did not fcruple to aflert 
that E7Jgland always profper'd moft, and made the 
great^^ITTigure under thofe Reigns, in which the 
Prime-Ministers have been known to prefide over 
their Sovereigns. 

I was quite thunder-ftrack with fuch extraordinary 
Maxims, and went away full of Admiration of our 
northern Machiavel. 

Now I am upon this Subje6l, I muft not forget to 
take Notice with what great Dexterity thefe Gentle- 
men can invert their Opinions, and chop about with 
every Breath of State-Wind ; for it is one of the main 
Branches of their Duty, not only to fay any thing to 
ferve a Turn; butlikewife, if it be found expedient, to 
tinfay it again and maintain the other fide of the Qac- 
ftion, with equal Confidence and Vigour ; a Part^ 
which I have often had the Pleafure to fee them a6l, 
with the utmoft Facility, and without any Marks of 
Shame or Remorfe. 

I need not go far back for Inftances of This. Al- 
moll every Body can remember the Time, when an 
Alliance between Britain and France was reprefented, 
by certain Gentk VHUf as the moil unnatural Conjunc- 

K 2 ■ tion 
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tion in the World. It cannot be forgot what Pains 
were tikcn to demonftrate This from the very Cli- 
Tnate and Situation of the Country ; from the Genius^ 
M.Jif.crsy 7radi\ and MNm/fii^ures o^ the "People; .but, 
alovc all, from tkit o/d, innatey here.iitary Enmity ^ 
which they have been found to bear to this Nation. 
N.iy, they went fo far as to brand them by wholefale 
r.s a profligate Race of Men, who were incapable of 
Fjiendjhip and FideLty to any of their Neighbours. 
The b na fides of France was become as proverbial as 
the Pufiirk Fdith of old, and efteemed a fort of Para- 
dox in Politicks ; infomuch, that it was judg'd unfaft 
to put any Confidence in their moft folemn Affurances. 
I could not, at that Time, approve of fuch general 
Reproaches on a brave and great Kingdom, which I 
looked on as too violent and partial ; and I blefs God 
f :)r fparing my Life fo long, as to fee thefe zealous Pa- 
trip ts convinced of their Millake, and fully fatisfy*d 
that the French Nation is capable of being a true and 
faithful Ally to Great Britain^ 

But we may ftill bring this Afiair much nearer to 
the prefent Times — What was more talk'd of, about a 
Year ago, than the formidable Strength of the King of 
'Prujfia ? We were told, by fome Pierfons, that he had 
fuch a numerous and powerful Army on Foots fo well 
officer 'd and difciplin'd ; that he was 2\mo^fingh able 
to meet the Emperor in the Field ? — ^What his Majefty 
of Pruffia has done fince to forfeit the good Opinion 
of thefe Gentlemen, I know not 5 but it is plain that 
their Language is ftrangely alter'd of late. Indeed 
they ftill own that he has a large Army ; but then it is 
chiefly compofed o^ forced Men \ is fo ill paid i and 
there is fuch Danger of their revoltingy that his Af- 
fiftance is now fcarce worth our Acceptance. 

On the other hand, Gibraltar feem'd to lofe Ground, 
at the fame Time that his PruJJian Majefty flourifh'd 
in their Efteem ; for it is well known who were in- 
duflrious, about a Year ago, in reprefenting that For- 

trcft* 
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treft, efpecially in the City, of much Ufs Importance 
than it was generally efteem'd i but now Things are 
quite alter'd. The King of Prujfia is grown inconfi" 
de'rable ; and Gibraltar is thought of the utmoft Con- 
fequence to Great Britain* 

The fame almoft may be faid of the Oftend Trade ; 
which has been alternately reprefented as a Matter of 
very great and of no Importance^ at different Times, 
for fome Years paft. It is certain that, at one Time, 
ten thoufand Pounds was efteemed too high a Purchafe 
of it. But, I think, the Abolition of it is now ge- 
nerally allow'd to be of y&ry great Importance — to the 
Eaft-Jndia Company, 

Before I conclude, it is proper to ol>fervc, that 
thefe time-ferving Wretches form all their Notions 
of Mankind, according as they are in or out of Fa- 
vour with their Patrons. For this Reafon, it is no 
uncommon Thing to hear a Man extoll'd in their 
Difcourfes as an Angel one Day, and degraded into 
a Dtemon the next. Not only his Probity, but his 
Abilities alfo, which were before univerfally acknow- 
ledged, ihall immediately Icffen in their Eyes, and 
fhrink up like a Gourde as foon as the InHuQpce of the 
Court Sun is withdrawn from them. Experience e- 
very Day gives us fufficient Proof of This ; which is 
{q true, that I remember, about fix Years ago^ I 
happened to be in a publick Coffee-houfe, where I 
heard one of the greateft Orators of the Age, who 
was at that Time under a little Cloud, reprefented, 
with the general Approbation of the Company, as a ' 
mere Babler. 

It is farther obfervabfe, that wh<n any Perfon, from 
a true Zeal for hjs Kitg and Country, thinks himfelf 
obliged to oppofe jtfcc widoed Views of z^eat Men, 
thefe abandoned Proftitutes.are always ready with the 
cry of Difaffe^ion, ill ti'ejigns. Change of Principles » 
D if appointments and Revenge ; which they would 
iMve itgarded as a full Anfwer to the ftrongeft Rea:- 

K 3 fons 
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ons and Reprefci ons ; for judging of others by 
^hcir own fordid Views, they think it impoffible for 
any Man to be aduated by any other Prmciples than 
Sclf-Ifiterefty Ambition or Refentment. 

By theie Means they hope to difcountenance Truth, 
and bring Publick-fpiritednefs and Patriotifm into con- 
tempt- 

But fuch kind of Reproaches come very awkardly 
oat of their Mouths at prefent j iince they were fo 
lately confuted by the Pradlice and Example of One, 
(whofe Authority, with Them at leaft, is nndifputcd) 
who, within the Memory of almoft every Child, did 
himfelf take the Liberty to diflent from his Superi- 
ors, in the moft publick, violent, and { I might fay) 
outragious Manner ; and, fpeaking, at that Time, like 
a Coiifitry Gentleman, exclaim'd very loudly againft 
fuch Reflexions as unjuft, unparliamentaryy and tend- 
ing only to eftablifh an ahfolute Dependance on the 
Court. 

What I have faid, on this Head," can only relate to 
bad Miniften and unworthy Dependants ; for a great 
Man, who has nothing but the Good of his Country 
at Heart, has no Occaiion for fuch' Tools, and wouM 
fcorn to make ufe of them ; from whence it is natnnl 
to infer, that we may, at any Time, in a great Mca- 
fure, judge of the Defigns of State/men from the Fs- 
vourites they chufc, and the Inftruments they employ.

is very melancholy to confider the 
J great Dicay of Learning, which is, at 
I prefent, univerially complain'd of ; £0 
' nothing can be more provoking, ilian 
I to hear the Ibrry Excufe, which is made 
for it, by imputing it to loanl of E«- 
Kuragemint ; a Pretence fo falfe and idle, that it can 
proceed from nothing but the Unwillingnefs of all 
Men to acknowledge their own Deficiencies ; which 
makes them apologize, in this ridiculous Manner, for 
the prefent Dearth of Wit and Learning, by the 
pretended want of Patronage and Favour. 

They endeavour to impofe this Aflertion upon uj 
for Truth, by telling us that folitt Literature is a. 
tender fort of Plant, which ihoois up and flourilhes, 
whilft it feels the warm, enlivening Beams of the Sun ; 
but pines, languifhcs and dies, when it is left in the 
Shade. 

Now, though This fliould be admitted to be true, 
M much as it contradifls an old Maxim, that Wits are 
always torn fi ; yet the Inference, which they draw 
from it, in Defence of our modern Dulnefi and Stu- 
tidity, is fo notorioully falfe and unjuft, that nothing 
but the great Regard, which I have for fome Men in 
Power, could induce me to confute it in this pub- 
Idck Manner. 

Indeed, for my part, I am fujjy againlt the eU 

verit and firmly bdieve th<it the Smiles and Fa- 

7r» " ■^«" 
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vour of a Court tend as naturally to promote Learn- 
ing, and excite the Induftry of Mankind In coltivatJiig 
their Parts, as the Influence of the Sim does to ripen 
and improve the Fruits of the Earth. As ridiculous 
as This may fecm to fome fto^, yet Tho^ who 
have had as much Experience as mj felf, and have 
made the fame Obfervations, which I have done, will 
find that it generally holds true. For this Reafoni it 
is my Opinion, that nothing can be a neater Encou- 
ragement to ufeful Learning of all Kindly than to fee 
Men of great Abilities and liberal UndettaktiBgs sli- 
ced at the Head of Affairs, in all die great Bmplof- 
ments of the Kingdom ; who, to ihew th^ own 
good Senfe, will ^ up- the inferiour QCom^ which 
are in their difpofal, with Perfons of known Ab9ii^» 
Merit and Service ; and always prefer fuch a Man to 
one, who comes to them with no Qtwlifigrtiam ar 
Pretentions whatfoever, unlefs it be a rovnd Stm ef 
Mmry, or the Intereft of forae near Rdttimp wte is 
perhaps as worthless a Tool as iiiaiielfy 

When Thingsare feen to go on in tkii Mu»er» 
it fpreads an Air of Chearfuhiefs aad hniilhSHon 
over the Face of a Kingdom; giwssLifeand Yigiam 
to the Induflry of its Inhabitants ; and qMktkt ihe 
Application of all Thofe, who have no tirtdiier WjKf 
todillinguifh themfelves in their Conaby^ tlMll fey 
Worth, Capacity, and Knowledge. i 

And though, even under fuch a joft and lomMrtill 
Diflribution of natioaal Favours, (one wbuld bt Mi 
left to repine under D&ppoiotments andAuir'dM^ 
Ie6l, becauieno GovenmMiit is large eooogk fptiiilii* 
fy the Neceflities and Bzpe6bitioai of dl f y«t it 
would, in a great Meafiire, filenee their MuriMibfi 
and Complaints, when they faw this Meduid 4' ^ 
ed, of always having a Regard to Merits and 
not objeft that Foo/s or undeferving CuiOMru i 
vanced zboYc Them.

Whereas, when the contrary Method prevails ; 
when no Regard is had, in the Difpofition of Offices 
and Favours, to the Fitnefs or Unfitnefs of Men ; 
when Abih'ty, Merit, and former Services are of no 
Weight in the Scale \ when all ufeful Arts and Scien- 
ces are held in Contempt ; when the Mufes piiie in 
Obfcurity, and Learning is looked on as a Difqualifica- 
tion, rather than a valuable Endowment ; when, in 
fhort, the Favours of great Men are heaped only on 
Themfelves, their own Relations and immediate De- 
pendants ; when all Places of Truft, Honour, and 
Profit center in two or three Families at moft ; when 
Penfions, Prefents, Grants, Patents and Reverlions 
are either fold or engrf>fs*d ; and every thing runs in 
the fame foul Channel of Corruption and Self- Inter eft \ 
then, I fay. Men of Merit and Ability have juft Rea- 
fon to complain, remonftrate and proteft ; and it is ri- 
diculous to expeft that Arts, Wit or Learning fhould 
flouriih, in any Degree, under fuch a rapacious, 
felfilh and ufurious Adminiflration. 

I have formerly feen fomething too much like This 
in England ; but, I blefs God, That melancholy paft 
ProfpeB is now vanifhed ; and we have the particular 
HapjMnefs to live under an Adminiflration , which is 
not only compofed of the ableft Headsy and moft 
uncorrupt Hearts in the Kingdom, but hath alfo been 
conftantly obferved to fhower down their Favdurs on 
thofe Perfons only, who pofFefs the fame excellent Ta- 
lents and Diffolitions with themfelves. Ignorance 
and Infufficiency, joined with a fordid, complying Spi- 
rit, are no Recommendations in thefe halcyon and 
truly golden Days ; but Probity, Capacity, Know- 
ledge and Learning are, of themfelves, the beft Pre- 
tenfions ; and Merit, of any Kind, is the certain fore- 
runner of Notice and Diftin£lion. 

Let the moft inveterate Malecontent, the moft ma-

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all our late ecciefiaftical Promotions ; whether they be 
of the right reverend Fathers the B i s h o p s, or 
of other inferlouf Pallors and Curates. Let him » with 
the fame ftri6b Eye, review our civil Offices^ where 
the Bufinefs of the State is more immediately 
tranfad\cd ; and I will defy him, with all His Spleen» 
Dinippointments and Prejudices about him, to infUiice 
by Name one individual Peribn, of either ibrt, who ,| 
does not feem, as it were, cull*d and fekded from the 
whole Nation, as the moft/rv/irr Manto.exflcuteand 
adorn his refpedive Fundion or Brnployiaeiit. 

Let him afterwards turn his Eye to the- Cominoft- 
wealth of Letters ; and I wiU <:haIkQge him, wifh 
the fame Confidence, to inftance any Period of Tine» 
when Wit and polite Literdtun were iBOve openly 
and amply encouraged than at jprefent i not-eacq>ti]ig 
even the two famous Reigns of Augujhts and Lmis k 
grand. How many Men of Wit could I nentioai 
who have been lately advanced to Pofti of greM Pro- 
fit and Honour ? What a multitude of ^enecons Pre- 
fents, Pentions, and Stipends oould I caumence, if I 
thought it agreeable to the Modtfly of the Sdnon? 
Methinks I behold a Meestnas, « P^UU, a Smers^ «r 
an Halifax in almoft eveiy great Family. Bat hoir 
am I ibuck with Raptures, when I caft ay S^Mt oi 
H I Id, who fits at the Helm, and does a«t dikUia^o 
patronize the Mufesj at the &me Tine ijut \^ k^ 
ports and adorns the State ? Let his mmt immm d 
Poety who is himfelf a Witnels and Putakar dt Ui 
Munificence, finghis Praife, to which I Ald~i|qF(df 
unequal.

This Complaint, therefore, ef cutvf ef EmemNg f 
ment, is fo ridiculous and umeafeoafal^ tiiiit:it.eiiit « 
proceed only from a few littfe mt-mntih fcM^

diftinguilh themfelves, have recourfe to this poor Re- 
fuge, and are willing to ftreen their own Incapacities 
under fo plaufible a Pretence ; for the zvant of En- 
€Ouragement to real Wit and Learning is fo far from 
havhig any Foundation in Truth, that we have, for 
feme Years paft, feen the greateft Encouragement 
given to the Sound only, the Shadov/, and the Ec- 
cho of them. What fqueezing and crouding have 
there been at the Raree-fhews of Harlequin and Sea* 
ramouch ; at the Entertainments of Madam Violante, 
her Tumblers and Rope-dancers ; at the ftrange Tricks 
of Pofture-mafters and High German Artlfts ; beiides 
fome other Diverfions, which I chufe not to mention ? 
Nay, I am told, that we may foon expeft a new Sett 
of Comcedians from Lapland ; who are coming hi- 
ther, under great Protedlion, to divert the Nobility 
and Gentry of this happy Kingdom ; and will, it is 
faid, excel every Thing, which was ever yet feen on 
the Britijb Stage. 

This is a fufficient Demonftration to me, that there 
will be no Encouragement warning to Men of Wit and 
Learning, when I fee mofl of the greateft Perfonages 
in the Nation hugging and careiling the dull Apes and 
and Mimicks of them, in fo extraordinary a Manner. 

I hope thefe dilTatisfy'd, repining Spirits will at 
leaft allow that, however other Parts of Learning 
may have been negle6led and defpifed, yet no Encou- 
ragement has been wanting to fat irical Writings ; and 
if they do not foon produce fome excellent Pieces of 
tbij Kind, I think they will be fairly left without any 
Excufe, and i (hall be willing to give them up to all 
the Severity of the Patrons of the Jncients. 

Indeed, we have had fome very good Specimens 
of this fort of Writing already publilhed ; one of 
which feems to lafli Mankind in too fevere and general 
a Manner. However, as there is a great deal of IFit 
io that Book ; fo I am forry to fay, for tiie Sake of 

human 
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human Nature in genera], and of my own Country 
in particular, that, I am afraid, there is too much 
Truth in it. 

I heartily wifh that all Books of this Kind may have 
their EfFeft, as far as it is for the Intercft of this King- 
dom ; and I doubt not that they will convince 
fome Gentlemen of the fond MiHake, which they feem 
to have long entertain'd, and of the Truth of my 
Lord Sbaftsbun's Obfervation, viz. That if Writers 
are of no Confequence to the Publick, it muft be tbeir 
own Fault. ^.

inr, wliich a Mortj] can enjoy, and 
e of the farcl Marks of publick Fc- 

• licity t for when i Man poffeflei the ge- 
neral Love of any Community, it is natural to infar 
that the Community e!leem him thi:rr ge;ieral Bene- 
failor J and certainly ao Refpeft, Honours or Re- 
ward, which the People can befloiv, are too great 
to teftify their Gratitude to Him, who approves 
himfelf worthy of that Ciiarader. 

Popularity therefore, in this Senfe, on this Foun- 
dation, and under thefe Rellriftions, is due to every 
true Pal riet {^ Charafter, indeed, fomewhjt fcarce t ) 
and is a good prefumptive Proof of the Happinefs of 
that Nation, under which it is obtained. But thli 
d«firable Bleffing is fo often acquired by falfe Means, 
bellowed on worthlefs Objeds, and apply'd to bad 
Eiids, that an honell: Briton cannot be too cautious 
on whom he confers it, nor how he is influenced hy ir, 
wJien conferr'd by others. The vulgar Multitude 
j"udge honeftly of publick Afiairs, as far as they come 
within their Knowledge ; and, having no Hopes of 
Jhsringin the Ad mini ft rat ion themfelves, dcfue only 
to live quietly and eafily, in the free Enjoynieat of 
what they daily earn ; incumbered with as few Taxes 
■nd Drawbacks, as the real. Neccffities of the Pub- 
L lick 
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lick wHl admit. For this Rcafon they always re- 
fpedl, and, in a manner, venerate Thoie, who feem 
to confult their Intereft, and endeavour to prdcrv^ 
them in the fecure Poffcffion of their Rights and Pri- 
vileges. But they are fo liable to be impofedon by falfe 
Shews, and artful Pretences, that we are not always 
to look upon their Favour as the Badge of real Patrio- 
tifm, atid a truly puUick Spirit ; for, on the contrary, 
we (hall find that it is too often acquired by finifler 
Methods, in order to carry on fomc crafty jtod per- 
nicious DefigD. The wifeft and beft conlhtuted Go- 
vernments of old (efpecially the ^rnous Republicks 
of Greece and Rome) were fo fenlible of This, that it 
was made criminal for any of their Members to afied 
uncommon Popularity^ and conciliate too much the 
Winds of their Fcilow-fubjefts. Accordingly we find, 
in their Hillories, feveral Inftanccs of the moft emi- 
nent Patriots, who were baniflied, and otherwife treat- 
ed as Enemies to their Country, only for rendring 
themfelves too much beloved by general Largeflbs and 
Donadons, or other extraordinary A6ls of publick Be- 
neficence ; for which Severities thofe Nations have 
been often reproached, by fucceeding Ages, with In- 
juftice, Barbaritjr, and Ingratitude ^ but if wc examine 
their Condufl, m this Particular, with Candour and 
Impartiality, i believe we ihall find that they aAed a 
very prudent and commendable Part. They feemcd 
to judge very rightly of human Nature. They 
Itnew the Temptations of Towery and how Popularity 
is apt to turn the wifell Heads, and corrupt the pureft 
Hearts ; for which Reafon, they thought it impoli- 
tick to let the moft dcferving of their Fellow-fubje£b 
poflefs a Po^vcT, which he maght turn agamft them« 
or truft their Liberties to the private \^rtue and In- 
tegrity of any Man whatfoever. 

Indeed, the Hillories of all Nations, as well as of 
theirs, abound with fo many Inftances, in which the 
Favour of the People has been moft tndlerouilly abu- 

fed 
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fed and perverted to wicked Purpofes, that, to a fc-» 
rious and thoughtful Mind, their Condudl flands in 
need of no Juftification ; for whenever we read of 
any great profefled Patriot, who ftUs under iignal 
Difgrace or Punifhment, on Account of his popular 
Intfereft and Eileem, though acquired by the juftell 
Methods, we ought not to interpret if as proceeding 
from any ill Will to Virtue or publick Good ; but as 
the Effe^ of political Precaution, and of the Jealouf/ 
ot 2. wife People for their ancient Ri^ts and Li- 
berties. 

But there is another fort o^ Popularity ^ which is in- 
Hnitely more dangerous than what I have been fpeak- 
ing of, and has been more {ludied> in thefe latter 
Ages, _ by ambitious and defigning Men. 1 mean Fo" 
puiarity among the chief P erf ins of any Nation ; 
which becomes ftill more dangerous and vile, when 
it is cultivated by v^nal and corrupt Methods. This 
is indeed the moll comprehend ve Method of becom- 
fi% popular^ as it faves abundance of Trouble in ca-^ 
joling the AfiefUons of the Vulgar, and fboping lo-i, 
thoi&nd little pleaiing Arts, to which feme modem 
great S^ts do not care to fubmit. 

A Man, who fets up for a difflilive and uQiverfil 
■Love of the People, muft put himfelf under feveral 
nneafy Redraints in his Behaviour, and guide tYtry 
Adlon of his Life with the utmoft Caution, Tender- 
nefs, and Circumfpedlidn. He muft be courteous^, 
afiable and generous ; mull fubmit to the wayward 
Tempers of a fickle Multitude, and adapt himtelf to 
every Chara£ler. He muft be all Things to all Men^ 
and humour them in all their various Appetites, dif^ 
ferent Views, and fantadical Opinions. He muft 
humble himfelf to the Pride of the lofty ; confolt 
the Intereft of the avaritious ; and conform to the 
Intemperance of the Libertine. He muft drink or 
pray, whore or cant, be a Saint or a Sinnen juft as 

L s %m 
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his Company (hall pleAfe to prcfcribei or fet him an 
Example. 

Whereas a Man, wha is Mailer of the other com- 
pendious Method, and has it in his Power to put it 
in Praftice, will find no Occafion to ftudy the Incli- 
nations of the People, nor even fo much as pretend 
to a Zcal for their Intereft. He knows a much fhorter 
Way to compafs his Defigns, by bringing over a 
^vholc Borouybj a C/Vj, or a County at once into his 
Jiitereft ; and obtaining, by thefe Means, the general 
yMilnt of the Nation to his own ambitious Defigns. 
\\z becomes, in this Senfe, \try popular^ at the fame 
Time that he is univerfally odious, and retains the 
Vc^ Popnli on his Side, in fpight of their Teeth. 

Nor is it at all difficult to accomplifh fuch a De- 
lia n, in a vicious and depraved Age, when Profufe- 
r.el-, Extrav.igance, and a general Spirit of Liberti- 
i \'Ax\ grew predominant in any Nation ; efpecially 
iiiio. g Pcrfons of a fuperiour Rank, who are intruded 
v/ith the Rights and Liberties cf the People s for 
^vhen once Luxury has fix'd a deep Root in their 
Minds, it will foon get the better of iheir noble Fa- 
cilities. It will cmafcuhte, foften and melt down all 
rhofe flubborn Virtues, which are the natural Efie£ls 
of Temperance and Frugality ; the Confequencc of 
which is, that a Man thus debauched and effeminated 
will, in order to fupport himfelf in the fame vicious 
Almner, fall into any Meafures, which are diflated 
to him with a Profpedl of Advantage, and facrifice 
the mod valuable Rights of his Country for a faihio- 
iiable Town-houfe, a fplendid Equipage and an ele- 
gant Table. 

But as it is very eafy for any Man in Power to 
acquire this fort of fipular Affection ; fb it is hardly 
poflible to withftand its Influence, or difappoint its 
iDefigns. 

There arc fome Hopes that a Man, who arrives at 
Fopuhritj, by Court eoufnefs. Affability, and a mu- 

niflcent 
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nificeitt Spirit, may really be in earneft, and exert 
thefe amiable Virtues from a natural good Difpofiti* 
on, and without any private View ; for it is poffible*, 
at leafl, even in this Age, that a difinterefled Zeal fosc 
the publick Good may be the prcvailmg Paffion ia 
fome Breads ; and that there may ftill exift a few par* 
ticular Men, in whom the innate Love of their Coun- 
try remains uncorrupted with any fordid and mcrce* 
nary Confiderations. There may be ethers, who( 
though they have not the fame noble and Ancere Af- 
fe6lion for the Publick, yet are fond of Pdpu/dnty, for 
the fake of Popularity f and find their Ambition fuifir 
ciently gratify'd by the Shouts and Acclamations of a> 
numerous Multitude. Nay, even fuppoHng that 9> 
Man endeavours to infinuate himfelf into the popular 
Favour^ with a bad Dtlign r yet, if he does not at- 
tempt it by corrupting the Leaders and Guardians of 
the People, the Danger to the Publick is not very- 
great ; for it is4mpoffible for the cmftieft Brain to 
impofe very bng On the Majority of a Nation. He 
nay, for fome Tiine, reign in Eileem, and trapaa 
the Affiedions of his Countrvmcn by plaufible Preten- 
ces, artful Declarations, ana a feeming Concern for 
their Service ; but when his latent Defigns appear, 
( as at length thej muft ) the People will withdraw 
their Affcdions ; his general Popularity will be tum'd 
into a general Odium ; and he will feel the Refent- 
ments and Indignation of Thofe, whofe Favour he 
has abulbd. 

But the Cafe is quite otherwife with Thofe, who 
make themfelves popular by venal and corrupt lAfi* 
thodi. Money, the Root of all Evil, is alfo the\ 
ftrongeft Cement in the World. It binds together 
P^rfons of the mofl oppofitc Complexions, and is a 
more lading Tie than Honour, Friendihijp, Relation, 
Confanguinity or Unity of AfFe6lions. When any 
Ferfon therefore takes an annual or other Salary for 
giving his Opmion ^t tlack is tubitty it is in vaii> 

L 3 for 
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*or us to endeavour to convince him of the contrary. 
Perfuafion to fuch a Man is of no effedl, and Reafon* 
ing is thrown away upon him. The ftrongeft Argu* 
ments leave no Impreflion on his Mind, and the clear- 
ell Truth has no Charms in his Eves. He is inlifted 
in the Service of his Patron, and muft alwavs fight 
on that Side, let the Caufe be what it will, from 
which he receives his Pay. It is ridiculous to talk of 
Jligbt to a Man, who is prse-engaged, and hired to 
judge zvrortg ; or to argue about Juftice, Confcience, 
and Equity with one, who has tailed the Sweets of 
ailing upon different Principles. 

It is a Labour more difficult than any, which Her- 
§uUs overcame, to prove that there is any inherent 
Malignity in a good Place ; or that any A6lions can be 
Bnjull, or any Arguments invalid, which are fupport- 
ed and inforced with the Rhetorick of a t^cuf and Pounds 
a Tear. 

Ambitious and ill-defigning Men, in former Ages, 
were not ignorant of This. They knew how precari- 
ous, as well as troublefonle, that fort of Popularity is, 
which fubfills only upon the Foundation of worthy 
Actions ; and how permanent That, which is eftablifti* 
cd upon Self intereft. Bribery and Subornations 

Tacitus informs us, that ^ar^«^//j paved' his Way to 
Dominion by thefe Methods ; for having laid afide the 
Title of Triumvir, and taking upon hunfelf only the 
Charafler of Confuh under a fpecious Pretence that 
he had nothing at Heart but the good of the People 
fvvhofe Favour he at firft cultivated by feveral generous 
A<^ions,) He grew injoient by Degrees, and at length 
ingrcffed the whole Power of the Empire into his 
own Hands — Infvrgere fnulatim ; mitnia finatuSy ma* 
giftratuum, legum infe trabere, nullo adverfante \ cmn 
firocijlimi per acies ant projcriptione cecidijfitit ; catm 
nobilium, quanto quis fcrvitio promptioTt opibus £^ 
konoribus extollerentur ; ac novis ex rebui auifif tMta 
k^ prafciitiay quam vncra l^ periculofa r/uiUent. Ne* 
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qut pravlncia ilium rerum fiatam ahnuihant, fufpiStt 
JimatSi, pepitlique mperh ab certamina pottntium ts" a- 
varitiam magtftratuam i invaliio legum auxilig, qaa 
vi, amiiltt, foftremo Pecunia turbabanlur. 

We had, not miny Years ago, an Inftanco amongft 
ourfelves of a gnat Man, who fupported himfelf in 
Power, for feveral Years together, by the fame Me- 
thods > the moft fliining Part of whofe Charafler con- 
iilted ID an eafy, inAnuating Addrefs, and his skilful 
Management of fepiilar JJimblies. He was particu- 
larly famous for a certain happy Talent at finding out 
the wfak Stilts of Mankind, and hia Dexterity in ap- 
plying a Bribi i for having been ufed to take Money 
himfelf, in a corrupt Manner, before he was in Poweri 
he knew by Experience the molt genteel and egretabli 
Method of offering it to others. But Hiliory in- 
fotms us that, notwithAanding the Aifillance of im- 
menfe Sums oi Money, which procured him great Ve- 
neration in a eertain Plate, whilft living ; yet hi» 
Death occafioned a general Joy, even among K>mc of 
Ins moft abandoned Creatures (who, at length, grew 
weary of his Yoke) and the Memory of his Name and 
Adiooa haih been ever fince held in univeifal Abhor- 
rence, ji. 
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' i);/ Ulem terris aftrliu Fe&m ! Virg. 




»S then mnft be, in all 

a Variety of Officers, in a due 
[ Subordination one to anodier, for the 
( MuiagemcDt uid carrying on the Bnfi- 
£ nefa of the Publick i lb the Natojc ind 
' Power of thefe Offieen twv, in difie* 
rent Nation*, according to the dificrent ConOitntknu 
of their refpefitve Governments. For thia Reefoo, 
in abfdute Monarchies, we generally £nd ■ Peribn 
invefled by the Prince with the fole Management and 
DiieJlion of all his Athira, under the Title of Pkiuk 
Minister ; who it, by Virtue of hit Office, aa he 
commonly proves himrdf to be by hia Actions, an 4r> 
tilrary ficcRay or Deputy Tw^nt- But the Power 
of fucn a Minijltr feenis to be inconiiftent with the 
Nature of i/ree Stalt, whether a CtmmfntrtMltb Or a 
limited Monartbji (unlels it be upon citraordinary 
Occaftons ; as the hmatt DiSatwrt were created of 
old] bcMufe the abfblute, uncoatroutable Will of *m 
Matt hai been generally Antnd to end in the I>eftruc- 
tion of Liberty in genera] g ud though it may be (aid 
(hat a limitid Maaareb cannot delegate m«rt Ptatr 
than he is invelled with himlelf, and therefore cannot 
make any of his Miniftcrt abfilaee i yet every fuch 
Prince has Im mash Fawer to be repofcd in the Hands 
of any of his Servants ; for Eiperience fhews us, that 
a worl'e Ufc is commonly made of the Rfgal Atttb*- 
rity, when in the PoiTeflion of a frivati Sulijta, 
thui under the DirtCUon of the Frivti himlelf i and 
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there feems to be an obvious Reafon for This ; fince 
^ King, who is poflefled, during Life, of all the Pow- 
er, Pi-erogative, and Jurifdiftion, which are agreeable 
to the fundamental Laws of the Country over which 
he reigns, and has the fame Rights in tailed on his 
Pofterity, cannot, without being a Man of very HI 
Principles, have any farther Views ; becaufe his true 
Interefl, upon a little RecoUedllon, will infbtA him 
to confine his Thoughts within thefe facred Barriers. 
Whereas a Minifter^ who is in great Power to day, 
and perhaps afraid of lofing it to-morrow, (efpecially, 
if he be a Man of a fmally paternal Inheritance) will 
be tempted to amals exorbitant Wealth by indireft 
Methods, and aggrandize his own family at the Ex- 
pence of the Publick. Nay, even fuppofing the Cafe 
of a bad Prince, who, through the Inftigations of 
Ambition, or a cruel, tyrannical Difpofition, fhould 
be inclined to opprefs hi"? Sabje6ls, I believe the Bulk 
of the People would be much my)re &^{y under any 
Hardfliips, which could be laid upon them by their 
Sovereign, than fuch as they fhould fuffer from one of 
their Equals. 

This is fufficient to fhew, that the OiEce of a 
Prime Minifter is, in its Nature, of dangerous Con- 
fequence to a free People ; but there is another Con- 
fideration, which, though it be not of the fame Im- 
portance, ought to make every rational Briton join his 
Voice and his Intereft againft fuch an over-grown 
Power in any of his Felloto-SubjeSis i for. 

When a Prince referves the rrerogative in his own 
Hands, or divides it amongflr JPcertain Number of his 
Subjedls, to be adminiiler'd in an equal Manner ( as it 
has been moll ufual in this Kingdom) the royal Smiles> 
Favours and Honours, as well as the Offices of the 
Kingdom, both great and fmall, are commonly diftri- 
buted m the fame equaUiA impartial MajoiCr. Where- 
as, when the whole Power of the Crown has been 
lodged m ^Jingle Hartd^ wc may obfcrvc that Grants, 

Titles 
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Titles and Preferments have been ga^erally mtMpo- 
Hzed, and the whole Bounty of a Court thought little 
enough to fatiate the craving, hungry Aj^tites ^f 
'0ne Family. 

Nay, we have fcen this Spirit of Rapine and Vo' 
racioufnefs carried to fuch an heighth» under fome 
Adminiftrations, that» not content with all the Crown 
lias ImkI in its Power to bellow, they have attempted 
to engrofs the Favours and Suffrage of the Pei^e ; 
nor do I want Inftances to ihew, tlm oppofing ^nly 
the Weljb Coufin of a great Man has been caUVl ^ 
tfing the Miniftrjj and look'd on as a Madt o£ ,M»^ 
Ugnancy and DifaffeQim* 

As inconikienble and iHf-interefled' as this Obfer- 
vatkm may feem, yet it certainly ou|^t to Juve fome: 
Weight in a free Nation ; for the prefent moft excel- 
lent Bifhop of S a ru m very juftly obferved, in an- 
fwer to one of his Opponents in a late*&mous Con* 
.troverfy, that, altho* no Man has a natural I^giff t9 



flace at Caurt ; yet every Man has a Right ^« ^4/ 
jenet if be can. .And, if the old, bcaton T(^)ick Qta]! 
ihi^ Wbig^foriters can be juftify'd, that^sJQpg^om 
^as ne^ made fir one Man^ me»iing the Pkimcii, it 
could not fundy be defigned only to gratify ^ PiWcu 
Avarice, and Ambition of a Private Suvjbct. 

But as fuch a Power in any Minifter rs contrAqr 
to the true Intereft of the Ihepie ; (b it is aHb ^ 
dangerous Confequence to the Prince hintfkifl efpe^ 
cially in a limited Government. . 

An abfolute Monarch indeed, i^abnnderno-Re- 
ilraint but his own Wi$ may raife a Favourite to wbat 
beighth of Power he pleafes, without being undor 
any great Apprehenfions from his Treacheiy or Am* 
bition ; becaufe he can puU him down, when he be- 
gins to grow infolent, with the fame high Hand that 
lifted him up. ^ut a limited M.nareb, who> in Older 
.Co reign happily,*^ is obliged to prefcrve an Hannqny 
Iftd good Unde^andii^ with lus People, ( who u!^

dize$ any of his Servants, or ttnfts thij Pov^er out of 
his own Hands ; becaufe a Minifier, Who has the Dif- 
poiition of F refitments and Honour s^ may Ibttigth- 
«n himfelf fo much by Cabaify Aliianceh Obligd- 
tionsy and immtnfe Wealthy that it may bccottie-dan- 
£crous for the Prince to difplace hhn \ even though 
he fhould be, perfinaUj^ as ill-beloved hy bimfeiff^ 
lie is by the Generality of bis SitBjeiis. 

I have now before me a little Book, intidcd. Rules 
tp/'GovERNMENt 5 or, a true Bdllance between So- 
vereignty and Liberty ; faid to be written by a. 
P erf on of Honour, immediately after the late civil 
War; and now publijbed (in 1710.) to prevent ano- 
tber. Though this Treatife is chiefly written in' an 
Higb'Churcb Stmn^ (which I prefume, will be no 
Obje<5lion to its Authority at tbis Time) yet it con- 
tains fome honeft Diredlions upon this Subjeft, which 
I beg leave to tranfcribe. 

He tells us, in one Place, ( fpcaking of Counfelhrs ) 
tbat Overgreathefs in one, or over-fir iS Combination in 
a few, may be botb dangerous to a Prince. In another 
Place he fays, that it is a great Fault in a Prince " to" 
«* look upon no Man bimfelf, but through a Glafs ; 
«* or as the Image of a Man is reflected unto him 
** from a Favourite y or fome great Officer % for This is ^ 
•' to flrengtben tbeir Rooty and weaken bis own ; for 
<* here, though' the -Guilt is hiSf the Obligation is' 
** another's. This makes him have maf^ Attendants 
** but few Servants > for Servants, placed about him 
'«« by great Men, are rather tbeir Spies than bis &r- 
-•* vants^ Such Unconcernednefi as This, who are 
«< about lum, makes him appear like a Town blocked 
*^ up. He can freely receive no Provifions he ftands 
« in need of; and his own Servants are difheartened, 
-*< by perceiving If r<f 4/ Mens Friends or Setvants every 
•^ Day preferred or gratified before them. This 
^ •• Courfc 
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« Courfc chills all Publiek-fpiritednefs ; for Men, in- 
« troduccd by Favourites, think they fhall laft no 
** longer than their Patrons, who arc often changed, 
« or in the Wain ; and fo they come unto a Court 
" like Harveji-Men, who ferve only in a fliort Timo 
** to reap That, which others plowed and harrowed i 
** or they work only in fair Weather, and when the 
** Corn is carrying into the Bain. 

The fame Author gives as wholefome Advice to 
Minifters of State, in the following Paragraph ; which 
I do, by thefe Prefents, humbly beg Leave to re- 
commend to the ferious Coniideration of all great 
Men in the feveral Courts of Europe- 

*' A wife Counfellor, fays He, will not engrofs toe 
** many Affairs into his own Hands, nor encroach 
** upon other Mens Offices ; nor be apt to undervalue 
** them in it, to raife his own Credit by the Lois of 
<* other Mens ; for he that does good Offices to others, 
" is in the beft way to make hearty Friends to him- 
" felf ; and he muft be patient to hear other Mens 
" Advices ', nay, with fome Refpeftfulnefs, bear their 
' * Follies ; and he muft be unconcem'd when his own 
** Counfels are not com ply 'd with, or are laid afide. 

I fhall leave thefe wholefome Dircftions to Thofe, 
wliom they may concern, and conclude with obferving 
in general, that the Office of a prime Minijler fecmi 
to be calculated for an ahfolute Government % though, 
in my Opinion, even fuch a Government would fare 
much better, if the Prince v^uld vouchfafc to manage 
his Affairs himfelf. But the Power of fuch an Officer 
is entirely repugnant to the Safety of a free State i 
which is fo fully demonflrated by Hiflory and Expe- 
rience, that I need not infift upon it any ferther. In 
Governments purely popular, I cannot, at prefent, 
recolleft any Inftance of fuch a Minifter i unlcfs it be 
of the famous De Wit in Holland ; whofc terrible 
Fate will, in all Probability, deter others from at- 
tempting fuch a Power. In England wc Jmvc been 

oftea 
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often pefter'd with thefe over-grown, rapacious Sufc. 
Letcbii, in former Times j but for leveral Years pafl 
we hive been pretty free from them ; the (iril great 
ViLLARS, Duke of Buckingham, being ihe lall Mi- 
nifcrof that fort in this Kingdom; and I Jiope, the 
laft we (hall ever fee here ! — I have already prefented 
the Reader with fome of thofe excellent Inflructions, 
which were given him for his Behaviour in that Jiigh 
Station, by that great and good Man Sir Trends Ba- 
tcn, in the Infancy of his Power ; and I dcfign very 
fpeedily to Jliew what an ill Ufe he made of them, in 
a fiiort Review of hb Life and OinduB r which will 
farther corroborate what I have laid in thii Paper, and 
prove that fuch an exorV'tant Power, as is before de- 
fcribed, is prejudicial to the Liberties of this Nition ; 
tja the Honour and Welfare of a Britijb King; and to 
the true luteteft of a Minister himlelf.

cover thofe Foibles or ill Defigns, which it fhould be 
always the Bufinefs of a great Man to conceal. 

When fuch an over-bearing Spirit gets the better of 
a. Man of an honefl and worthy Difpodtion, it is a 
real Misfortune to the Puhlick ; but when it poilcffes 
a corrupt Mind, we ought to congratulate the Society 
in which it prevails ; for Experience teaches us to 
look on Rage, Choler, and Impatience of Oppolition 
as the lall Struggles and Convuhions of an expiring 
Minifter- 

Some Men are bom with this violent, imperious 
Prame of Mind.; which feems to have been the Cafe 
erf" Cardinal Wol5Ey ; who was naturally a Alan of 
ilich ^n arrogant, domineering Temper, that he could 
not keep it from breaking out in the grofTell, perfonal 
Infultg, 6ven upon his Ro^al Mafterr who had honour- 
ed and aggrandized him with Power and Wealth in 
the moft pvtial and extravagant Manner; and as liis 
own Intereft and mod immoderate Ambition could 
not reftrain it, fo it occafioncd that grievous aird ignor 
ipinipus Difgrace, i^ider which he afterwards fell. 
But th^re iU'e others, who^ bemg naturally. Men of a 
mpreplacidj courteous and. affable Difpoiition, have 
been betrayed, intp the fkme Vehemence and injol'ent 
Behaviour by a long Run oi Power, Profperity, and 
Succefs. Whilfl the Sun fhone upon them, and the 
Ship faird briskly before the Wind ; whilft mod of 
the P^engers approved their Condu^, and flattered 
their Abilities, you could fee nothing but Smiles on 
their Faces, and the utmoft Coniplaifance in their Be^ 
haviour. They preferved an Eafe, Serenity, ^Mid out- 
ward Qenevolence in all their Deportment ; vvnich ex- 
tended even to thofe few, who dilfcnted from the 
Majority, and com^ain'd of their Management. But 
as fpon as Things took another Turn; when the 
Clouds began to gather, and thjs Billows to rife about 
them i when m^ People wqre (ei;;ed with a f amiick»

murs and DiTcontcnt ; then their Behaviour wis feea 
immediately to change ; and from the mofi obligingi -

Thtmhk Brfiman goes pii thus. " -He was pf 
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ing an3 provoking other Men ; and had too much 
Couraje in offending and incenling them ;.but, af- 
ter hwing offended them, he was of fo unhappy a 
feminine Temper^ that he was always ip a terrible 
Fright and ApprehenCtcn of them. 
And juft after, He fays, " That he quickly loft the 
Chara6ler of a bold^ ftmt and magnmimws Man ; 
which he had been long reputed to be -in worft 
Times ; and, in his moft profperout Seafony fell 
** under the Reproach of being a Man of hig Lookr, 
•** and of a mean and aljeff Spirit, 

" To conclude ; all the Honours the King con- 
ferred upon him ( as he made him a Baron, then an 
Earl, and Knight of the Garter) could not make 
him think himfelf great enough. Nor could all the 
•* King^s Bounties^ nor Hs own large Aceeffions raife 
** a Fortune to his Heir ; but after fix or iight Years 
** fpent in outward Opulencjy and inward Murmur 
•* and Trouble that it was not greater s tftcr vaft 
^ Sums of Money, and great Wealth gotten^ and ra- 
*' ther confumed than enjoyed ; without anv Senfe or 
Delight in fo great Profperity, with the Agony that 
it was no greater ; he dy'd unlamentftd by any ; bit- 
terly mentioned by moft, who never pretended to 
love him ; and feverejy cenfuredand complained of 
by Thofe, who expeded moft from him, and de- 
ferved befi of him ; and left a numertas Fami^p 
*^ which was, in a fhort Time, toom out^ and yet 
•' out-lived the Fortune that he left behind him. 

I am fennble> that I have, in fome Meafbre, de- 
parted from the firft Defign of this Paper, which was 
to expoTe the Abfurdity and Folly of Paffion and Fehe- 
« fftence in publick Minifters. But there ia fometliing 
fo particukr and remarkable in the Charader of this 
great Man, that I could not avoid the Opportunity of 
being fomewhat drcumftantial in my Rdation ol it 
from fb mafterly an Hand. It cannot however befng- 
gefted, with ai^ Rcafon> that I dwek fo long upoo ^ 
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in order to draw any invidious Parallel ; (which has 
been, of late, objeded againft fome of us political 
Writers) becaufe I know no Man at prefent in being, 
in whom all thefe Circumftances can be fuppofed to 
concur. To put an End therefore to this Digreflion, 
without any Apology, I will humblv beg Leave jcill 
to obferve, that fuch an haughty, bluflring and impe- 
rious Behaviour is in no Place more unbecoming than 
in a popular AJJemhly ; where all the Members, confi- 
dered as fuch, are equal to one another, however 
their Circumftances may differ in other Refpedls, as 
to Wealth, Favour, Titles or Power. It is therefore 
highly derogatory to the Honour and Privilege of fuch 
an jijjfembly for any Perfon to prefume fo far on any 
extraneous Superiorityt as to infult, menace, and brow- 
beat the reft of his Brethren ; which difcovers a Ib-ong 
Intimation that he thinks his di£latorial Voice ftiould 
always be uncontradidled and definitive ; and that they 
meet there together in order to jump unanimoufly in- 
to all his Opinions > to gratify his Pride only i and 
facilitate his Deftgns. 

Caius FnbiuSi the famous Roman Tribune, was a 
Man of this hot, infolent and ungovernable Temper ; 
but it ought to be conftdered, in his Excufe, that in 
. liim it was a natural Infirmity ; that He was feniible 
of it himfelf ; was aftiamed of it ; and endeavoured, 
by all Methods, to keep it under ; as appears by the 
following Story, recorded by Plutarch* 

This Author tells us, in the Lives of thofe two ce- 
lebrated Brothers, Tiberius and Caius, " That the 
** one was fmooth and fedate ; the other rough and 
** paffionate ; even to fuch a Degree, that often, in 
** the'midft of his Orations, he was fo much hurryed 
** away by his PaJJion^ even againft his own Will, 
** that he oefcended to give ill Language, and ftrained 
*« his Voice in fuch a Manner, that he could not pro- 
*< cced m his Speech. For a Remedy to this Excefs, 
it He made ufip of an ingenious Servant, one Licinius 

z *• ^y 
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•* by Name, who flood conftantly behind him with 
•• a Pitcb-pipCf or mufical Infhument to regulate his 
•* Voice by ; and whenever he perceived hisMaflcr's 
•* Tone alter, and grow harfh with Anger, he breath- 
** cd a foft Note with his Pipei at the hearing of 
•' which, Caius immediately bated the Vehemence 
•« of his Pajpon and Voice i grew mild ; and was cafiJy 
•« recalled to Temper. 

I have often lamented that no Author has thought 
fit to give us a particular DeTcription of this curious 
Inllrumcnt, for the InflnidUon and Ufe of Pofterityf 
and as often wondered that none of our ingenious Ma- 
thematical InHrument-makeri have attempted fome- 
thing gf that Nature. I am fiire it would amply 
reward all their Pains and Labours ; efpecially if they 
could obtain a Patent for the fole makinc and vending 
thereof ; which could not certainly be cteny'd to the 
Reviver of fo ufcfiil a Machine in an Age, which feems 
to ftand in great Need of it. But till tl^t is done, I 
would humbly recommend it to be confidercd, whe- 
thc Opera might not be made ufeful to the Scat«, by 
placing the celebrated Sig. Sinefino and other itMiian 
Artifts behind fome of our popular Orators, in order 
to foften and modulate the Tone of their Voice, and 
thereby prefenc a Moderatitm and Deeenty m our pub- 
lick Debates. jf.

The World is perfectly convinced of your humane ' 
and companionate Temper; of which the Appoint- 
ment of yoijrt Stewards^ from Time to Time, are cer- 
tain Demonflrations ; but then yot>r own Intereitand' 
the Eafe and Satisfadlion of yowrTenanU fecm to have; 
been very little, if at all, confidered. - 

I am infbrm'd that one of your'Plantatiom will ad- 
mit very great Improvements, having fome thoufand 
Acres of manurable Land belonging to it, which has 
hitherto been negledled and uncultivated. Is it n«t 
your Intereft to fend over an able, judicious Perfon to 
manage it ; one that unde»llands the Nature of Soil; 
who has fome Knowledge in Trade ; and will be at the 
Pains of looking into former Mifmanagments, and rec- 
tify them ; one, who confiders Mankind as his Fellow-' 
Creatures; and tho he has a Superiority over your Te- 
nants, yet will not treat them as his Vajfals^ and invade 
their jaft Rights and Properties, in manifeft Breach of 
the laudable Precepts of your Family ? 

It is reported, that fome of your Tenants had taken • 
a Refolution of acquainting you with their Grievances,

It is almoft incredible, 
wh ,t v:ift Improvements he has made on them within 
a few Years ; for however ftridHy he purfues the rigid 
Maxims of his PredeceffirSi yet he juiUy confiders that 
the only Way to make them fiouriih, is to grant his 
Tenants and Servants fuch Priviledges as may induce 
ihem to go over and fettle there. By fuch like Me- 
tliods his Plantations thrive to that Degree, that want- 
ing more Land, he makes no fcruple of running to his 
rext Neighbour, who is his Uncle ; and ^tis thought 
that in Time he will joftle him out of the Whole. If 
he ufcs fo near a Relation after that Manner, what may 
you expcft, whenever it is convenient for him, or he 
Ilis it in Ym Power ? For whatever Profeffims he makes 
to you may h^onXy grimace • Very few of your Friends 
imagine him to bt/incere; or that he has any real va- 
lie for you- In fhort, Mr. D'Anvers, I don*c like 
the Principles of that young Gentleman, who has made 
fuch early Difcoveries of the fame Temper and Dif- 
pofiiion, which his Grandfather vi^^ cA \ and He wa 
:<b litigious an old Gentleman ; that 'tis well known he 
was all his Life at Law with his 'Neighbours ; that he 
fcldom had lefs than tzvo or three Suits at a Time, up- 
on his Hands, and fome times /even or eight i and 
tJiat he bore an implacable Enmity to your Uncle, 
wl o had the Goodncfs to fupport Thofey who were 
not otherwifc able to go to Law with hun, in Defence 
of their juft Rights and Properties, 

As I have been at his Plantation^ as well as youn, 
I intend hereafter, if I find it will be acceptable, to 

give 
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give you fome other Hiiits,which may be ufcfal ; for I 
have Reafon to believe that you have very imperfedt 
Notions of them, as well as your domeftick Servant StMn- 
der whofe pirticular Province they are ; either through •- 
the Multiplicity of other Affairs, which ^ngfoffes fo - 
much of their Time, that they cannot give the Atten- 
tion which is ilcceflary ; or the falfe Reprefentation« of • 
yowT Stewards abroad, to cover thtir ovfnJtnift&Defigns* 
It is no new or imcommon Thing, when they find ' 
their Schemes for enriching themfelves, at any Rate* 
meet with Oppofitiofi, to load jovly Tenants vfixk Terms, 
of Reproach ; as /editions f turbulent Spirits, Jaco'* 
bites, and fuch other opprobrious Names, as they im- 
agine will render them obnoxious to your Self or - 
your Domefticks. Notwithflanding This, I dare ven- 
ture to affirm, that no Paf t of Mankind can be mcn-tf • 
fteadily and heartily attached to your Perfon and In^ 
tereft than they are ; nor are they wanting in fuch ' 
Demonftrations as are in their Power,or their remote ~^ 
Situation will admit of. They are indeed tenacious 
of their Rights attd Liberties ; but, as they claim no o- 
ther Privileges, than what they enjoy 'd in their native 
Country, and pay the Obe^ence,, which is due tor 
you as their rightful and lawful Landlordj it* 
cannot be fuppofed that theit iniifting ujpon whW the^ 
are intitled to by Birtb, will be difagreeable, wheH 
it is underftood, that This is their only Aim and. 
Defigo, and that they contend for nothing more-

If all, that I fbalt thus conununictte, fltould 
cot happen to be thought Subjefb of loftnifBon, 
yet I hope at leall they will be looked on ai Matter! 
of innocent Amufemeat- 

When 1 firft fet forth in the World, and wai capa- 
ble of making any Refleftioni on pablick A&in, thb 
Miimanagement and Coirnption of King Cbarlts the 
Sietttd't Reign fumifh'd the commott To^cki of 
Coavn£itioa ■ and. 1 very well icincfflbcr, that no- 
thixg 
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thing gave keener Difguft, or was mentionM witlv 
more Afperity by the Whigs of thofe Times (who 
ftiled themfelves the Country Party ) than that unna- 
tural Conjun^ion, as it was then called, of the Pow- 
crs'of England and France to deftroy the Republick of 
Holland ; which was a Circumftance of fuch Import- 
ance to Europct that it occafion'd many and various. 
Speculations on the Rife and Progrefs of thsit popular 
State ; as well as on the great Danger, to which it 
was reduced, of being entirely fub verted by that 
War. 

The Counfels of England took this unhappy Turn, 
as it was then generally efteemed, and began to fwerve 
from their true Intereft, as well as from their former 
Condudt, under the Adminiftration of Sir Thomas 
Clifford, who was at that Tinve at the Head of 
the Treasury ; a Man of a voluble. Tongue, but 
of a bold and enterprizing Spirit, without Knowledge 
or Capacity, equal to his Defigns. He had, in feveral- 
Inftances, difcover'd hi& Enmity to that State, be- 
fore it broke out into Meafures of Hoftility. He be- 
gun with complaining of Incroachments upon Trade, 
and fpirited up our Ea^- India Company to bring 
Remonftrances againft them ; which were, in that 
Reign, made Uf6 of as the Pretences of War, and as 
conftantly laid aiide, upon Conclufions of Peace. Sir 
William Temple fays (in aXctter to his Father upoa 
this Occafion) that our Pritenfions upon the Bi'finefs 
of Surinam, and the Eaft-India Company have grown 
high-, and been managed with Sharpnefs between us and 
the States, and grounded (as Monjieur dc Witt con-, 
ceives) more upon a Dejign of fi>ewing them our ill Hu- 
mour than our Reafon. The Minifter reprefentedT 
thenxas treating even the Person of the King iU, 
and endeavoured to render them odious to the Peo- 
ple, by fetting them forth as treacherous in all their 
Negociations and Profeffions. Nay, he went fo far 
as to practice upoa. Sir. WMam Temple to join with 
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him in ^Mchfaffe Reprefentatiom as would bcft ferve 
his pernicious Purpofes ; a Method, which has been 
too common under bad Adminiflrations ; but it was 
rejected with Scorn by that able and honeft Ambaf- 
fador, as we may find in the fame Letter before cited, 
where he fiys, that being very hardly prefs'd by Sir 
Thomas Clifford to refume the Affair of Surinam and 
the Eaft-India Company ; and, in cafe of the Non- 
compliance of the Dutcbf to let the King and all the 
irorld know hoto bafely and unworthily the States bed 
ufcd him\ and to declare fublickh bozo their Minifters 
fi'iff a Company of Rogues and Raicals, and n$t ft for 
his Majcfty or any other Prince to have any Thing to 

do zvith He anfzoered very calmly ^ that be was 

7:ct a Man fit to make such Declarations. 

This ez'il Minifter was fo intent upon another War 
\\ ith Holla 7id^ that He refolvcd, by any Methods, to 
pick a Quarrel with them, and provoke them to fome 
Adl ion, which might be made the Pretence of juftify- 
ing it to the People, and reprefenting them as the 
Authors of it. Accordingly, within a Year after this 
unwarrantable Attempt upon that great and worthy 
Man, he bethought himfelf of another Stratagem ; 
which, in his Opinion, could not fail of producing 
the defired EfFcft ; for the fame Author informs us, 
that a Yatcht being fcnt over to Holland to bring 
home his Lady and Family from the Hc^ue^ the 
Captain received publick Orders from Courts that if 
he came in fight of the Butch Fleet (which was then 
Hoating in the Channel) he fhould fail thro* them, 
and fire at thofc Ships, which were next him, till he 
imdc them fir ike Sail, or till thty fibot at him again. 
He pafTed, it fecms, into Holland, without iedng 
them ; but as he returned (with the L^y Tefnplevrd 
lier Children aboardj he met the Fleet, and purfned ' 
his Orders, by failing through them, and making ft* 
z'cral Shot at thofe near him ; upon which, the Dutch 
Admiral ( not fufpedting the Rcafon ©f fuch. an unat- 
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countable Procedure, and believing them to be in fonae 
Dtftrefs) immediately fent a Boat aboard them, and 
went afterwards himfelf to enquire into the Occafion 
of their firing ; and being acquainted by the Captain 
with his Orders, he faid it was a Point they had re- 
ceived no InftruAions about from their Mailers, and 
did not know how that A^n was agreed on between 
his Majejiy and the States ; but though it were fettled, 
yet, as he juftly obferved, the Captain could not ex- 
pedl that the Fleet and Admiral ihould flrike to a 
Tatcb, which was but a PleafureBoat, or at leaf! 
ferved only for Pnjfage, and could not pafs for one oP 
the King's Men of War- To which the Captain re- 
pjy'd, that he had his Orders, and was bound to fol- 
low them. However, the Admiral let them pafi 
Mt\y through his whole Fleet, without offering any 
return of Hojlility ; and thereby, in a great Meafure, 
defeated the quarrelfome Defign of the Englijb Miniftry. 

But Clifford was determined on a Rupture ; and at 
laft flruck a Blow, which put it out of the Power of 
the Dutch to prevent it, by attacking their Smyrna 
Fleet, and thereby commencing a War, the fatal Oon- 
fequences whereof have been ever fince felt in Europe^ 

About the fame time, it was obferyable that this 
daring Minifler was created a Peer, and made Lord 
High Treafurer, for propofing the Expedient ofjhut- 
ting up the Exchequer ; which was the laft Shift he 
had left, defperate as it was, to fupport his Mafter un- 
der thofe Difficulties, in which he had involved him, 
by fuch precipitate and extravagant Counfels. 

I cannot forbear taking Notice in this Place (which, 
I hope will not be efteemed an improper Digreflion) 
what an infuperable Antipathy and Rancour the Ge- 
nerality of the People of England, and efpecialljr the 
whole Body of the fVbigs, had conceived at that 
Time, and have ever fince retained, till very lately, 
agaiaft the French Nation ; as if an Alliance, or even a

*< of A u s T R I A •, it being the Policy of the French^ 
<* to reprefent that Houfe as impotent- o^t powerful j as 
** Enemies or Friends to the P r o t e s t a n t s, ac- 
*< cording as the prefent Turn is to be ferved by it. 

And, in another Place, he fays, *' Tho' I fhall ne- 
*< ver contribute to the Infraftion of any Treaty with 
<* any Prince whatfoever, I fhall always have an Ab- 
<* horrence for a French Interefty fo contrary to that 
" of England, " 

I could cite a Multitude of PafTages to the feme 
EfFed, out of this Book ; which is indeed full of 
them, from the Beginning to the End. Nor is He 
the only Author of this Kind ; for it would be an 
cify Task to prod'ace a Cart-load of Books, Pamphlets' 
and-Ioofe Sheets, publifhed by Men of the fame Stamp, 
fmce the Reft or at ion ^ in order to inculcate the fame 
malevolent Principles of Averfion to France into the 
Minds of the People of this Kingdom. 

For my Part, as I always difapp roved of thefe ge- 
neral Invedlivcs my felf, even when they were moft 
current and fajbionable ; fo I cannot help declaring 
my Agreement with a late ingenious and courtly Wri- 
ter, who very jufUy obferves, ** that 'tis not the 
** Emperor^ nor France^ nor Spain^ nor this; nor 
5* t'other Potentate, to whom we mufl keep up a 
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perpetual Oppofitiony or grant a coTtftant Affiftance* 
Power will always be flu&uatlng amongft the Prin- 
" ces of Europe! and wherever the prefcnt Flow of it 
" appears, there is our Enemy i there the proper 
*« Objedl of our Fears. 

But, to return. I muft obfcrve that however the 
State and Circumilances of Afiairs in Europe mzj 
have lately altered j and however Parties may run 
at prefent, it is certain and demonfijable, that our 
Alliance with France^ in King Charles IPs Reign, 
was, to give it the fofteft Name, a manifeft Blunder 
in Politicks ; fince that War, thus unjuitlv and unad- 
vifedly .entered upon, raifed France to fucA an Height, 
by joining with Her to overrun the Ifetberlands^ 
tliat it was the chief, if not the only Occafion of 
the two laft confuming Wars, ( which cofl us fo much 
Blood, and involved us in fo much Debt ! ) and had 
very near deftroyed that popular State^ which had, 
in its Rife and Progrefs, furprized the whole World ; 
a State, which, by its excellent OEconcmy, not <mly 
raifed it fclf to that Height, in which it once flouriih- 
ed, and to which it is now, in feme Mcafure, reflor- 
ed ; but has alfo furniihed, by their Example, fome 
excellent Inftruftions to all free States^ for their 
Conduft, (making proper Allowances for the dlfie- 
rent Conftitutions of their Governments ) which I 
beg Leave te tranfcribe from Sir William TemfU. 

One Circumflance, which he mentions as an oc- 
cafion of their Greatnefs, •* was the Simplicity and 
" Modefiy of their MagiftrateSy in their way of Liv- 
" ing ; which is fo general, fays hey that I never 
** knew one among them exceed the common, fru- 
** gal, popular Air J and fo great that, of the two 
<* chief Officers in my Time, Vicc-Admiral de Rui" 
ter, and the Penfioner de Witty (one generally 
e deemed by foreign Nations as great a [Seamanp 
and the other as great a State/man, as any of their 
*« Ag^) I never faw the Firfi in Cloaths better than 
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'* the commoneft Sea Captain, nor with above one 
***Man following him, nor in a Coach ; and, in his 
** Houfe, neither was the Size, Building, Furniture, 
«* or Entertainment at all exceeding the \](t of every 
** common Merchant and Tradefmsm in this Town» 
* * For the Penlioner de Witty who had the great In- 
'* flucnce in the Government, the whole Train and 
Ex pence of his Domefticks went very equal with 
either common Deputies, or Miniflers of the State ; 
** his Habit grave, and plain, and popular ; his Ta- 
** ble, what only ferved turn for his Family or a 
*< Friend ; his Train (befides CommifTaries and. 
** Clerks kept for him in an Office, adjoining to his 
•* Houfe, at the publick Charge) was only one Man, 
** who performed ail the menial Service of his Houfe 
*' at Home ; and, upon his Vifits of Ceremony, put- 
** ting on a plain livery Cloak, attended his Coach 
^ abroad j for, upon other Occafions, he was feen ufu- • 
'* ally in the Street on Foot and alone, like the com- ' 
** monell Burgher of the Town. Nor was this 
** Manner of Life afitdled, or ufcd only by thcfe 
pArticular Mea ; but wis the general Falhion and 
Mode among all the M.igiftratcs of the State ; for" 
I fpeak not of the military OlHcers, who are reckon- 
** ed their Servants, and live in a different Garb, 
** though generally modeller than in other Coun- 
•' tries. ' 

He cQncludes this Head, as I will this Paper, witk 
the following excellent Obfervation. 

" Thus this ftomachful People, who could not 
" endure the lead Exercife of arbitrary Pow^r or 
** Impolitions, or the Sight of any foreign Troops 
*' under the Spanijh Government, have been fmc*i. 
<* inured to all of them, in the higheft Degree, un- 
** der their own popular Magiflrates ; bridled with 
^ hard Laws ; terrify'd with fevcre Executions ; en- 
" vironed with foreign Forces ; and opprelTed with 
•^ the mofl cruel Hardfhips, and Variety of Taxes, 
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" that was ever fenown under any Government. But 
« all This, whillt the Way to 0#rt and Aulherily 
" lies through thofe ^elilU:, which acquire the 
" general Eftcem of the People ; whilft no Man ia 
" exempted from the Danger and Current of the 
" Lavis i whilft Soldiers are confined to Froalier- 
" Garrifons, (the Guard of inland or trading Towns 
" being left to the Burghers themfelves) and whilll 
" no grtat Rkhe! are fecn to enter bj piibliei Pay- 
" mints into fTtvate Purfei, either to rai/e familits, 
*' or to feed t\ie prodigal Enftncts of van, eitrava- 
** gant and luxurious Men ; but all puilici Moniti are 
" applied to the Safety, Greatnefs, or Honour of the 
*f State ; and the Magijirates themfelva bear an t^ual 
** Share in all the BartheDi they impofe- " 
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B F all the Diftemperj, which are inci- 
"f dent to a State, nene feenu to be of 
a niore dangerous Confequence thau 
ivhat may properly be called a P o L i- 
TiCAL Lztharcy; which Uy» 
' all the noble Faculties, generous PaiE- 
•na, and fociaJ Virtues, as it were by Ofitim, in a 
prcrfbund Trance j and thereby leaves publick Wini- 
fleri at their Difcrction, and under a ftrong Tcmpta- 
lion to do whatever their AmbitioH di£Ut« with Im* 
inmity, am} wuhont Obfcrvalion. 
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When the generality of any Nation are feized with 
this Malady, it ftupiiies and benumbs all their Senfea 
in fuch a Manner, that they cannot feel the moft a^ 
cute Pains, nor perceive the heavieft Burthens, the 
iharpcii Calamities, or the moft grievoua Ihdignities* 
that are impoTed upon thcnv. A Man in a Lethargy 
is, to all Intents whatfoever, whilft it continues upon 
him, a dead Man ; having no more Notion of Health 
or Sicknefs, of Pleafure or Pain, of Riches or Po- 
verty, of Liberty or Sbvcry than one, who has laiii 
a Year in his Grave. 

A political Lethargy is, in every Rcfpe^l, like a 
natural one f with this Aggravation, that whereas 
the latter afFedls only Individuals, by rendring the 
World joylefs to them, at the fame Time that* it exr 
empts them from all Senfe of Pain, Lofs and Irapofi- 
tion ; i\iQ former i befides thefe Influences on private 
Perfons, extends it felf to the Publick, and makes 
Pofterity feel the E&£ts of our Infenfibility. 

This popular Difeaje proceeds, like other Dillem- 
pers, from different Caufes, and may be difcover'd by 
Various Symptoms j which it behoves me, who pro- 
fefs my felf a political Fhydcian^ to point out to my 
loving Countrymen. 

Sometimes it is, in a Manner, ii^^orn and arifeft 
from a natural Coldnefs^ and f^l^matick Temper oC 
Mind, uninform'd with any publick Principles, ox any 
Regard for the Honour and Welfare of the Commu- 
nity. When This happens to be the Cafe, and fuch 
a languid Difpofition is mixt with the Blood, and in- 
terwoven with the Conftitution, (which will appear 
by a profcfs'd Neutralitji and Indifference in all pub. 
lick Affairs) it is in vain to apply any Remedy, or 
endeavour at a Cure. The ftrongeft Reafons, and 
moft urgent Exhortations will have no more Effeft > 
upon fuch a Man, than upon a natural Idiot or Luna^ 
tick y with whom he ought to be Uid afide, and dif- 
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regarded by the Publick, as a Defcd in the Creation^ 
and the ufeleis Lumber of a Commonwealth. 

Sometimes it proceeds from PuiiUanimity, or Indo«- 
lence ; from the Fear of Oppofition, or a falfe No- 
tion of Quiet and Tranquility. There are many 
Men, who do not want Abilities to difcern the Grie- 
vances of the Publick, nor Inclinations to fee them 
redrefs'd ; and yet through a mean and daftardly Spi'- 
lit, and a Dclire of living eafy, as it is callM, chuic 
lo fit down contented, and patiently fubmit to any 
Oppreffion, rather than ftir a Finger againfl the Op* 
preffor, or run the leaft Hazard in the Caafe of Vir- 
tue and Liberty. As they have too much Senfe and 
Integrity to concur with the publick Enemy in any 
of his pernicious Deiigns ; fo they are very free, upon 
all Occafions, to exprefs their hearty Wiihes to fee 
them defeated and overthrown; But they are (b much 
tcrrify'd with great Names and bluftring Speeches^ 
that they are not only difheartned from appearing a- 
gainft them themfelves, but do all that lies in their 
Po wer to difcourage others, by magnify 'd Difficulties 
and frightful RepreCentations. They feem to diftruft 
the Judgment of all Opponents, at the- fame Time 
that they applaud their Zeal i and look upon them, at 
bed, as a Sort oi frantick Enthtifiafts for Liboty^ 
and vfell-meauing Madmen* 

If fuch Principles fhould ever prevail, and theGe*> 
nerality of Mankind fhould imitate the Condu£l of 
thefe negative Patriots, what an hopeful Condition 
would the World be foon in ? There would, no Doubt, 
be excellent Manigement, and mofl bleffed Meafures 
purfu'd in all Nations, provided Minifters were left, 
in this Manner, to do every mng which flnmli feem 
good in their o ton Eyes^ without any Oppofition or 
Animadverfion t 

By the fame Method of Reafoning, it would be 
eafy to prove, that it is ridiculous to infift on the- 
fir ft Obfervation o^ any moral or chrijlietn Duties^ 
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whim there is To general a Current againfl them, and 
fo little Probability that any Preaching or Pains will 
ever be able to banifh Vice and Wickednefs intirely 
out of the World. Yet as the Prevalence of Immo- 
rality will not excufe the Clergy from being zealous 
in their Exliortations againil it ; fo it is equally unju- 
ilifiable, and lead of all becomes Men of that Funflion^ 
to difcountcnance publick Virtue and the Love of 
their Country, by reprefeiiCing the Pradice of them 
either as dangerous or romantick | and Improving, by 
thefe Means, on the flaviih Dodlrifte of pajjive Obe- 
dience t by extending it even to the toorft of Mini* 
fters. 

But as it is the Duty of every honeft Man t© ftand 
up, and contend, upon all Occaiions, for the Riehts> 
and Liberties of his Country, however powerhiHy 
they may be, at any Time, invaded j fo I have the 
Satisfaction to obferve, that we do not want In{bnce» •, 
in Hiftory, Where a fmall Oppoiition, vigoronfly car- • 
ried on and maintained with Conikncyr has been' 
found to prevail over the ftrongeft Combinations, 
Even Defpair fometimes infpires Men with fuch Re- 
folution as makes them forget all Danger, and fur- 
mount all Difficulties, kadirtg them on to VlAory and 
Triumph. This feems to haVe been the Ckfe of the 
Locrianu as J^ftin relates it, who marching into the 
Field, with only ffteen Tboufand Men, againft the 
CrotonianSf who had no lefs tiian an han^^d and 
twenty Thoafand, and giving over all Hopes of FiBory^ 
relblv'd to fall bravely in Battle, and unanimonfly a^ 
greed to light it out to the lafl Man r defpair having 
infpired every one of them With lb much Ardour, 
that they efteemed an hmonftthle Death a kind of Vic- 
ury But this glorious Refolutibrt had Jinothcr EfFeft, 
and cftdcd in th^ Defeat df their Enemies^ notwjth- 
ftandiilfg fo grttit a Difiktrity in Numbers. Bufft fnori 
hoftcfte fustntfff, fclititer vlccmnt ; nee aKd caufa 
nl&ori^ fkJt^ fiMm f^tod M^txirttvinU 
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The (aaie Author, in uo'-lttr Plfcei tdll ' «l ditt 
the CrtltMitMj being foon after innded tqr Dinjf^at, 
with great DUidnatage on ^drSU^ wdea inoie- 
obftioate and fnccefrfd Rgfitbnoe- wSh « fi^fffVlmar 
ber of Meniguaft a vtJt Jrmt tlwi UCT.did be-

There ue fenunf InAuicei of ike .fiqwKlad t»- 
be met with in the RtmMn and Grtnit» Kifioneif- 
as well at in the Annalt of moft other Natiooi, that 
it wonldlo*k like Fcdantt^ or puerile Onenialion lo 
quote an^ more. Nor do tliefe Things depend on- 
uie Vcracitj and Auihotity of aniient Writer:, but 
ve fuffictently confiim'd by the Hiflory and E^ipc- 
rience of later 'Hmcsi which will futnifli us with 
Jeveral Exatn]dea of the moll powerful and formi- 
dable SuftritritUi in Nomhcr, which have been over- 
come b7 the Ummimity, Vigour and ftefolulion of 
inftri*r Patthi. 

The R^pnblick of Holland w» reduced to fuch 
IKftr^ fomewhat above Fiflj Years ago, by the 
iinited Aiou aT EngUnd and Francf, as 1 mentioned 
in. mw lafi £(per, that the Lords of Amfttrdam af- 
femblcd toge^eri in order to confuJt wlutMeafures 
%) t^ke.. .Jt even became a QucHion in Debate, 
wbitbtr tbij Jhmld not Jtni their Kiji « the French. 
King Mt Utrecht i and we are aflliied that Ibme of 
them were fomuch intimidated and poflefled of fuch^ 
cowardV Tempera, that they were not aihamed n 
argue pnblickt}*, in that AiTembly, for the Affirmo- 
livt i- which perhaps might have been carried, if it 
had not been prevented by Monfieur- Tulip, (one of 
the Burfgomafters, a Man of a brave, invincible Spi- 
Ht,} who nn to the Window, and vow'd if they did 
ut b^'afide'ull Thoughu of fubmitcing tg Framt^ 
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he would call out to the People ( who were croud'- 
ing about the Stadtboufe) and have them torn to- 
Pieces ; which put an^ End to that fcandalous Dif- 
pute. 

Thus that great State was, in a Maimer, refcu'dr 
frcmi immediate Deflru6lion by the Magnanimity of 
one Man ; as it was afterwards fully fecured in the- 
Pofleffion of its former Liberties by the heroick For* 
titude and Condudl of the young Prince of Orange, 
(that immortal Deliverer of his own Country, as* 
well as of ours ) to whom only it is owing that they^ 
have ever lince- continued to make- a Figure amongit 
the Nations of the Earth. 

Thefe Examples, and a Multitude of others, with 
which ev ery Man's Reflexion will fupply him, are: 
Sufficient to ihew, that the ftrongeft Confederacies 
of Power, or the moft violent Torrents of Corrup- 
tion ought not to difcourage us in the Caufe of 
Virtue, nor induceus to defpair of Succefs. I (hall 
therefore only add, under this Head, that as thofe 
fneaking, timorous Semi- Patriots, who dare not open- 
ly avow their Opinions^ or adl according to them,, 
are always treated with Contempt by the Enemies 
if their Country y whofe Meafures they have not the 
Courage to oppofe ; (b they ought to be look'd ou 
in the fame Light by the Ajfertors of Liberty^ whom- 
they meati\y forfake, and not to reap any Advantages 
from the Manumiffion of their Country, (when that 
is effedled ) to which they were afraid to contribute 
theirAfliftance. 

Such Men defer ve the fame Rebuke, which Sti 
John gave to the- luke-warm Laodiceans. 

I know thy Works, that thou art neither cold nop 
hot. / would thou foert coldi or hot. 

So then becaufe thou art lukewarm, and neither 
cold nor hot, / will fpue thee out if my Mouth. 

But to return to the Caufes of 2i political Lethargy i 
which, is occafioned by nothiog more commonly oy 

more: 
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more efFedlually than by a general Spirit of Luxu.y 
imd Profufion ; or a prevailing Appetite to foft ef- 
feminate Inventions and wanton Entertainments. For 
as thefe Things tend to enervate the Mind» fo they 
have always been Found to engrofs the Attention, and 
divert the Thoughts from refle£ling on other Matters 
of the utmolt Confequence 1 which* under fuch an In- 
fatuation, ceafe to give us any Satisfafiion or Concern. 

When the Spirit and Morals of a People are dif- 
folved in Voluptuwfnrfsy and its conftant Attendant, 
C'.rruptiont they give themfclves up intircly to the 
Purfuits of private Pleafure, and care not how the 
^M-eat Affairs of the World go on, as long as they can 
proceed, without Interruption, in the full Enjoyment 
of their favourite Diverfions. 

And thouc^h ill'defigning Minifters^ in all Ages, 
have conftantly made ufe of thefe Methods to throw 
their FeIlow-fubje6ls into fuch a Lethargy as I have 
been defcribing, in order to carry on their wicked 
Dcfigiis with Safety, and many ilourifhing Kingdoms 
have been thereby deftroycd ; yet fuch a deceitful 5/- 
r^n is Pleasure, and has fuch an alluring Power 
over thofc Minds, in which it has once found Ad- 
mittance, that it is a Matter of the utmoft Difficulty 
to free Mankind from its Tyranny, or convince them 
of their Danger, till it is too late to avoid it. 

It is well known that the Subverfion of the Romnn 
Commonwealth was chiefly occafioned by ftich a pre- 
vailing Diflblution of Manners ; which was too nearly 
our own Cafe, in the luxurious Reign of King 
Charles II. 

But it is the peculiar Blefling of this Nation at 
prcfcnt, that we live under an Adtniniftration* which 
does not ftand in Need of any fuch Arts to blind the 
K,yes of the People, or lay us afleep in Luxury and 
Indolence ; for, on the contrary, they fecm to be fo 
confcious of tlieir Integrity, and the Juftice of their 
Caufe, that they nwkc ufe of all Methods to awsJech 

out 
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our Attention, and encourage us to examine their 
Condu6l. It is well known under whofc Diredlion a 
latefamoHs Book was written ; and by whofe Autho- 
rity it has been difperfed through the Kingdom 5 
which, being an AppEALto the Publick, gives e- 
very Man a Liberty to make fuch farther Enquiries 
into the Matters which it treats of, as he thinks pro- 
per ; iince it is ridiculous to fuppofe that any Perfons 
fhould pretend to fubmit their A£lions to the Judg- 
ment of the People, and at the fame Time not fuffer 
the People to deliver their Judgment. .We cannot 
therefore have any Apprehenlions of Danger, whHft 
Affairs are conduced in fo candid and impartial a 
Manner ; nor fufpeft any ill Dejigns in Men, wha 
have condefcended^jr/? to toll the Alarm-bell ; which 
may poffibly excite others to raife it, and ring it 
§ut in the Ears of the Nation. D.

L':v;n rcnJ'ng tlio Meriorial^ lately prcfented to his 
Al-c'y by Munli'-'ur ^'t' V.\ lm (for which that Mi- 
iiiiUr h:i.s leeii juf'ly difinils'd) I was extremely fur- 
Y iz/d to r.nd L.inriurf^v? us'd in it, which would have 
ap'tjard indecent between G^»//f/37r» ; and is much 
lacic fo bciucen cr.i<;n'd Heads. This fccms the 

more 
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more extraordinary from his Imperial Majelly, be- 
caufe the utmoll Refped his been paid to his great 
Character ; and, whatever the Zeal of feme private 
Gentlemen might urge them to fay, yet no hard 
NiV/ieSt unprinceiy Epithets, or inflaming Language 
has been publickly made ufe of, in the Height of all 
our juft Indignation againft him. But my Surprize 
ceafed, when I was inform'd, that this Memorial wa« 
pcn'd by a German Bi/hop, in conjundlion with a Re^ 
Tiegado French Jefuity who has as much Influence o- 
ver Himy as He has over fome Minifters at that Court. 
Thefe two Perfons are, as I am told, employed at pre- 
fent in drawing up the Anfwer, which is promised ia 
the Memorial^ to the Enquiry lately publifh'd here, 
and fo often mentioned in this Paper. 

But as the only Hopes of our Enemies fecmed tor 
confill in the general Difmclination of the People to 
new Wars, Debts and Taxes ; and the chief Defign 
of tills infolent Memorial was to cxafperate and in- 
flame the Kingdom againft the prefent Minijlry, by 
reprefenting them as the fole Authors of the Diflur- 
banccs of Europe ; fo we have the Satisfadlion to fee 
them grievoufly mifl:aken and difappointed in then:

SuchHtraordinaryManifeflations of Zeal, SaEitfic- 
tion, and Concurrence with Thcl'e at the Hdm will, 
I doubt not, extingnilh all the vam Hopes of our 
Snemiei, and give the greateft MorLification to thii 
frelatleal Iniiuditrj, when He fees all hia vile So- 
fhilby rejedcd by the united Voice of the People, 
aa it haa been already condemn'd by chclr Reprefenta- 
tivci aUcmbled in Parliament. 

This Trtlait, it ftemi, had obftrufled his own

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Cburcbman, he determin'd to try his Fortune as a 
Politician ; and has fince wholly neglefted fpirituH 
for the Sake of temporal Affairs. , 

I cannot forbear obferving, upon this Occafion, that 
nothing does Religion more Prejudice than to feie 
Thofe, whofe Profeifion and Duty it is to inculcate 
a Contempt of this World for the fake of a better, bu- 
fying themfelves in worldly Cares, and promoting 
Differences and Animofities among Mankind j for it 
is plain that fuch Churchmen have no Notion of any 
other future State, than that of Translation. 

When Ecclefiafticks thrufl themfelves into the 
publick Affairs of this World, their Adllons are ge- 
nerally rafh and cruel, and their Language unmanner- 
ly and fcurrilous ; for as, like Ladies, they are by 
their Petticoats protefled from the Confequenccs of 
Railing ; fo, like them too, they commonly make no 
fjnall Life of that Privilege- 

But, farther; a Churchman, who meddle th with 
State-matters toitbout knowing them^ muft be a weak 
Man ; and He, who does know them, muft be a dif- 
honeft Man, becaufe he muft have beftovved that Ap- 
plication upon them, which was only due to his own 
Profeflion. I look upon fuch a Man to be guilty of 
Sacrilege in the higheft Degree ; for inftead of ferving 
at the Aitar, by which he lives^ he robs the Altar, at 
which he does not ferve^ 

The late Bifhop Burnet, who conccm'd himfclf in 
thofe Affairs as much as any Man, and underftood 
them better than moft modem Churchmen, was ib 
confcious of This, and fo fenfible that fuch Matters 
did not belong to him, nor become his FunSion, that 
in his Works we frequently meet with the fevereft 
Cenfures of fuch Pradlices ; which the Force of Truth 
extorted from Him, at the fame Time that they in- 
cluded the ftrongeft Condemnation of Himfelf vsA^v^ 
own Anions.

SIR, 

ADifcourfe on Operas, and the gayer Pleafures of 
the Town may feem to be too triffing for the 
important Scene of Affairs, in which we are at pre- 
sent engaged ; but I muft own my Fears, that they 
will bear too great a Part in the Succefs of a W a r, 
to make the Confideration of them foreign to it. A 
very little Refledioti on Hiftory will fuggcft this Ob- 
fcrvation ; that every Nation has made either a great 
or inconfiderable Figure in the World, as it has fal- 
len into Luxury or refilled its Temptations. What 
People are more dillinguifla'd than the Ferfians under 
^rus, nurs'd up in Virtue, and inured to Labours and 
Toli? Yet (in the fhort Space of 220 Years [1]) 
Th«y became fo contemptible under Darius^ as i^rce 
tc give Honour to«che Conqueror's Sword. The

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i>piirtansj and the Long- rulers of the World, the Ro- 
n.iniy fpeak the Time Language ; and I wifh future 
Hillory docs not fumifh more modern Example*. 

When the Mind is enervated by Luxury j the Body 
foon falls an c\fy VidUm to it ; for how is it poffiblc 
to imagine that a Man can be capable of the great 
and generous Sentiments, which Virtue infpires, 
whofc >iind is fill'd with the foft Ideas, and wanton 
Delicacies that Plcafure muft infufe ? And were it 
pofliblc to be warm'd with fuch Notion*, could it 
ever put them in Execution ? For Toils and Fatigues 
would be Difiiciilties unfurmountaUe to a Soul dif- 
folvM in E.ife. Nor arc thefe the imaginary, fpccula- 
tivo Ideas of a Clofet ; but fuch as have been the 
Guide and Policies of the wifeft States. Of This we 
have the moft remarkable Inftancc in Herodotus* 
" The PerfidfiSj after their great and extended Con- 
** quells, defircd Cyrus to give them Leave to re- 
** move out of their own barren and mountainous 
•• Country into one more blcft by the Indulgence- of 
" Providence. But that great and wife Prince, re- 
•* volving the Effedl in his Mind, bid them do as 
** they would ; telling them, at the fame Time, that 
for the Future they muft not expeft to command, 
but obey ; for Providence had fo order'd it, that an 
** effeminate Race of People were the certain Pro- 
**^ duce of a delicious Country. " What Regard the 
great Hiflorian had to this Opinion may be ofily col- 
leftcd from his referving it for the Conclufion or this 
excellent Piece. And the Cafe is dire^Uy the fame, 
whether Fleafures are the natural Produft of a Coun- 
try, or adventitious Exoticks. They will have the 
fame £§c61;, and caufe-the fame extended Ruin*. How 
often have they reveng'd thoi Captive's Caufe, and 
made the Conqueror's Sword the Inftrument of hii 
own undoing ? Capua deftroy'd the braveft Army» 
which Italy eyer law, flufh'd with. Conqueft« and 
tommanded by Hannibal. The Moment Cafua 'was. 

tufilk 
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taken, that Moment the Walls of Carthage trembled. 
What was it that dcilroy'd the Republick of Athem, 
but the Condu£l of Pericles ; [2] who by his perni- 
cious Politicks firft debauch'd the People's Minds with 
Shews and Feftivals, and all the ftudied Arts of Eafe 
and Luxury ; that he might, in the mean Time, ic- 
curely guide the Reins of Empire, and riot in Do- 
minion ? He firft laid the Foundation of Fhilif^ 
Power ; nor had a Man of Macedon ever thought of 
cnflaving Greece^ if Pericles had not firft made them 
Slaves to Pleafure. [ 3 ] That great Statfman Tibe- 
rius clearly faw, what was the fureft Inftrument of 
arbitrary Power ; and therefore refus'd to have Luxury 
redrefled,when Application was made to him in the Se- 
nate for that Piirpofe. Artful Princes have frequently 
introduced it with that very View. Daviia tells us, 
that in an Interview and Semblance of Treaty with 
the King of Navar^ Catharine of Medicis broke the 
Prince's Power more with the infiduous Gayeties of 
her Courts than many Battles before had done. But 
there is a fingle PaiTage in [4] Herodotus, which 
will fupply the Place of more Quotations. <* When 
** Cyrus had received an Account that the Lydians 
** had revolted from him, he told Crcefus, with a 
** good deal of Emotion, that he had almoft deter- 
** mined to make them all Slaves. Crcefus beg'd him 
** to pardon them ; but, fays he, that they may no 
^ more rebel, or be troublefome to you, command 
" them to lay afide their Arms, to wear long Vcfts 
** and Buskins. Order them to fing and play on the 
*< Harp ; to drink and debauch ; and you'll foon fee 
** their Spirits broken, and themfelves changed from 
** Men into Women ; fo that they will no more re-

*« bel, or be urieafy to vou for the future, *• And the 
Event anfwer'd the Advice, They are puny Politi- 
dans, who attack a People's Liberty direfdy. The 
Means are dangerous, and the Succefs preeanouff. 
Notions of Liberty are interwoven with our very 
Being ; and the leaft Sufpicion of its being in Dan- 
ger fires the Sod with a generous Indignation. Rut 
He is the Stateirnan formed for Ruin and Deftru^- 
on, whofe wily Head know* how ta di/gu^e the 
the fatal Hodk with Baits of Pleafure, which hie 
artful Ambition difpenfcs with a laviih Hand, and 
makes himfelf popular in undoing. Thus arc the ca- 
{j, thooghtlefs Crowd made the Inflruments of 
their own Slavery ; nor do they know the fatal Mine 
is laid, till they feel the goodly Pile come tumbling 
on their Heads. This is the fini(h*d Politician ; the 
dariing Soil of Tacitus and MachieveL 

But, thanks to Providence, tltc facred Monuments 
of Hiftory extend the fhort contrafted Span of human 
Life, and give us Years in Books. Thefe point out 
the glorious Landmarks for our Safety ; and bid us be 
wife in Time, before Luxury has made t#o great a 
Progrefs among us. Operas and Mafyuefddes, with ill 
the politer Elegancies of a wanton Age, are much left 
to be regarded for their Expence (great as it is) than 
for the Tendency, which they have to deprave onr 
Manners. Mu s i c k has fomethmg fo peculiar in it» 
that it exerts a willing Tyranny over the Mind» and 
forms the du^l Soul inta whatever Shape the Melo- 
<ty directs. Wife Nations have oWerved its liiflo«nce» 
and have therefore kept it trnder proper RcgnltCions. 
The (5) Spartans* vigilandy provident for the Peoplcf*s 
Safety, took from the famed Timotheni^ Harp tlie ad- 
ditional Strings, as giving his Mufick a Degree of Soft- 
nefs inconfiHent with their Difcipline. The divine

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P/ato is exprcfly of Opinion, that the Mujick of a 
Country cannot be changed, and the publick Laws re- 
main unafFefted. Heroes will be Heroes, even in 
in their Mufick. Soft and wanton are the warbled 
Songs of (6) Paris ; but (7) Achilles fmgs the God- 
like Deeds of Heroes. A noble, manly Muffck will 
place Virtue in its moll beautiful Light, and be the 
mod engaging Incentive to it. A well wrought Sto- 
ry, attended with its prevailing Charms, wili tranf- 
port the Soul out of itfelf ; fire it with glorious Emu- 
lation ; and lift the Man into an Hero ; but the foft 
Italian Mufick relaxes and unnerves the Soul, and 
fmks it intoWeaknefs ; fo that while we receive their 
Muficky we at the fame Time are adopting their Man- 
ners. The EfFefts of it will appear in the ftrongeft 
Light from the Fate of the People of Sybaris i a Town 
in Italy, ftrong and wealthy ; blefied with all the 
Goods of Fortune, and skill'd in all the Arts of Lux- 
ury and Eafe ; which they carried to fo great an Ex- 
cefs, that their very Horfes were taught to move and 
form themfelves as the Mufick direded. Their con- 
llant Enemies, the People oiCrotona^ obferving This, 
brought a great Number of Harps and Pipes into the 
Field, and when the Battle began, the M\iick play'd ; 
upon which thefe well-bred Horfes immediately be- 
gan to dance ; which fo difconcerted the whole. Army, 
thit 300,000 were kiird, and the whole People de- 
ftroyed. Though this Story fcems a Xix.'dt fabulous^ 
yet it contains, at leaft, a very good Moral. — ^What 
Effedl Italian Mufick might ha^ve on our polite War- 
riors at Gibraltar^ 1 can't take upon me to fay ; but 
I wifh our Luxury at home may not influence our 
Courage abroad. O. 
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WHOUGH you hive not pubElhei, 
T according to your Promife, an Acewtnt 
I of tbt whit Affair >f your Man Koviiti 
y asijbe Mttlvii, tobicb induttd jw* ta 
\ fraceed, in a gtstle Mannfr, with ft 
u»iraitfiil end refraHorj » Servant i 
I it is Tcry pleafing to your Friends, [h« they c»ii 
' fafely commaricatc their Thoughts, fince yon 
have ordered your Lecicrs to be tiken in bjr yoar 
Bookfeller. Indeed, Mr. D" Aimers, it wu aa fnull 
Grievance to have them intercepted, and flsfled, u 
they were very frequently before ; for, how OuJI your 
poor Tmann and Servants be redrefs'd; wheo th«^ 
arc injured, if the Cbaimel, through whieh. their 
Complaints ire to be convey'd, is intenuptad or 
{to^«d up? 

To give yon one Inflance of the Candonr of jom 
Servant!, and their Regard to the Inteicft of your 
TenMti, amongft many others, which may be enu- 
merated. They were often applied to, in relatioii to 
fomc Jifs ef Violence, committed by the Count Phi- 
LiPEAUx's Servants, without receiving any manner 
of Sdiisfaflion, except fair Speeches, and Fromilct, 
which tlkey au very bountiful in beHutving. Yet, I 
am informed, thai they \a.\cjince m»de Ufe of thofe 
very Camplainti, upon fome ottier Difitrencet be> 
tween you and that Gentlemui, which are like to end 
in a troublefome and czpenHvc Lte-jmiti not that 
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thofe unhappy People will be in any wife the belter 
for it f but it ferves a Turn at this prefent Jundlure. 
Had They advifed you to refent thofe Abufes in 
time, it might have prevented fome other Injuries, 
which you have fufUin'd ; for M/inkind are apt to im- 
poje on T^hofe, who tvill either bear it, or make the leaft 
Concejjion* 

It has often grieved me, when I was at one of your 
Plantations, which is efteemed the moH confiderable 
of them all, to fise the ruinous Condition it was in, 
and the little Care that was taken to improve, or 
keep it in order ; for it was over-run wirii Weeda^ 
and the Enclofures vjqxc all broken down ; (b that im» 
Man's Property could be diftinguiihed, or aflerted. 
The Neighbours Cattle ranged in the Corn-Fields, 
and Meadows ; and your Tenants were daily infulted, 
nay plundered, without being able to obtain any kind 
of Redrefs. Your Stewards and Servants at home, as 
well as Thofe abroad, were too intent upon their 
own private Affairs, to have any Regard to thofe 
OpprciTions, or indeed to your Honour and Intereft, 
which were afie£led by them ; and how can it be o- 
therwife, when your Plmtatisns are generally under 
the Diredion of inJigent and ignorant Perfons ? Can 
you reafonably expedl to be better ferved by fuch Men; 
or that your Intereft, in thofe Parts, can be improved, 
or even preferved from Deftruftion, unlefe more Care 
is taken of them ? What Complaints are daily made 
.of the infoient Behaviour of fome of your Domefticls^ 
and the corrupt PraBices of others ? If They, whp 
are under your Eye, behave in that manner, is it 
not reafonable to lay Thofe under a greater Reftraint, 
who are at a dillance, and vefted with Powers too 
extenfive to be repofited in the Hands of any Mor- 
tal J the Generality of Mankind being Tyrants in their 
Nature, and not to be trufied with an unlimited 
Power ?

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I could wifh, ^/>, tliat you would now and then, 
of an Evening, come ijiccg to the publick ColFce- 
hoiifcs, as frme of your PredecefTors have done ; for 
then you will be truly informed of the Opinions and 
Sentiments ot' Mankind, who cannot be fufpefted of 
any fmiller Defigns, fmce you will, by thofe Means, 
be unknown to thfm. 

It was plcafant enough, the other Day, to hear one 
(.i^ your menial Servants, (a Creature of Robin's) af- 
ter many Inveftives, and bafe Infinuations, afTert, 
with a confident Air, that you are not the Author of 
the Craft/man ; but that thofe Papers arc written by 
fome of your dif carded Servants, to vent their Spleen 
and Malice ; and that they impofc upon the World, by 
prefixing your Name to them. Nay, he had the Af- 
lurance to mention fome particular Perfbns, who are 
not only incapable of any low Defigns, but are as c- 
mincnt for their Wit ^n^fne Parts, as for their Pre- 
ilty and ufitainted Virtue. 

I cannot help making one Obfervation more. Since 
you appointed Dr. King Phyfician to your Family, 
and recommended his Nojlrums to the World, your 
Servants, and fome of your Tenants in Staffordjhire 
are fo wonderfully fond of his Prefcriptions, that they 
Jock on Thofe, who are not of fo happy a Conllitu- 
tion, as to be able to fwallow or digeft them, either 
difaEcdcd to your Perfon, or to be in an ill Habit 
of Body ; for my Part, tho' I have a very great per- 
fonal Regard for you, and perhaps may allow the 
D'j^or to be an ingenious Gentleman ; yet, njethinb, 
'tis very hard that a Man muft be abufed, or fuffcr 
in his Chara6ler, becaufe he has not the fame Opinion 
of your Operator.

In order to make This the more plaulible, a great 
deal of Pains hath been taken to diftinguilh between 
Calumny and jujl Accujalion ; which are, no doubt» 
very eiTentially different from one another, as a cer- 
tain worthy Author judicioufly obferves, when he 
fays that *' In one Cafe a Man muft produce his 
'*, Evidence ; name his Witnejfes ; give his Reafons ; 
be particular as to Per/on Sy Places, Times, Circum- 
fiances. In the other, you will meet with little 
elfe than Innuendos \ general Pofit ons ; meer Af- 
*' fertions without Proof ; Failings magnified inta 
'* Faults ; Ove fights reprefented as high Crimes , 
the Circumfi nces of Things over-looked ; odious 
and invidious Caies put ; different Times compared, 
without the Difference of the Circumfi ances of 
** Things, Cifr." from whence it is inferr'd, that no« 
Man ill Power ought to be accufed, but in fuch a 
publick, open and judicial Manner ; and that all 
other Methods of expofing or attacking his Reputation, 
however jullly, are bafe and fcandalous, and ought to 
be reje6led with Contempt as meer Obloquy and 
ScandaU 

I fliall make but one general Reply to all this deK \ 
cate Reafoning, and leave thofe political Cafuifis, for 
the future, to ring the Changes on the fame darling 
Topick, as long as they pleafe, without any Inter- 
ruption. 

In the firft Place, I abfolutely deny the Truth of 
this Charge ; or that I ha ve any other Dcfign in my 
prefent Undertaking than to cxpofe fice in general

nnii vindicate the Honour of my Country, without 
alljding to particular Perfcns. But if two Cafes 
happen to be To much alike, that the generality of 
the World will compare what I relate ofjormer Times 
to the prefcnt ; or if any great Men will apply bad 
ChA rafters to Themfclves, I do not think my felf an- 
fwcrable for fucb Applications ; fince I cannot direft 
the Opinions 'of the Publick, nor prevent the Re- 
flcdtions of another Man*s Confcience. 

In tlie fccond Place, I cannot agree with this Au- 
tlior that all Methods of accnfing great Men, except 
ii a judicial Manner, arc either mean or uvj^ftifiablc ; 
for 1 muft here take the Liberty to dlftinguiih, 
in my Turn, between AccHjations of private Perfonsy 
r.nd of Me?i in Authority. In the fotmer Cafe, xhc 
Laws arc always open ; and the Party injured may 
rc- ibnably expcft Juftice, without any Apprehenfions 
from the Power or Riches of the Crimmal ; which 
:Ti;.kcs all otlicr Kiftds of Accufation impertinent and 
iCcMidalous ; but in the lattery we muft not always 
rtly on the moft cquitible Proceedings or the jufteft 
Determination ; for great Men have frequent Oppor- 
ti'.nities of fcrecning thcmfelvcs, in fuch a Manner, by 
Cabalsy Alliances, Corruption, or the Favour of an 
■indulgent Prince, that it is commonly very difficult to 
faring them to condign Punifhment ; even when they 
are guilty of the moll notorious Oppreffions, and are 
|:.ib:ickly complained of as the Nuiianccs of their 
Countiy. 

As there are Times for all Things, fo there is more 
fripL' inlly a proper Seafon for bringing great Offenders 
to in nice ; which ought not to bcundertaken laflily and 
iiiiaavifcdly, but with due Deliberation, and at fit Op- 
portuiritie^, when there is a general Cry for Vengeance 
.:ii 1 Redrefs. Things mull be firft fet in a true 
r/'[.,ht ; the Eyes of the People muft be opcn'd ; the 
Force of Prejudice muft be overcome ; the Influence 
'.\ Fjwer juuft be withdrawn; and feveral pepan- 

tory 
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tory Steps are neceflary to be taken, before an over- 
grown Criminal can be brought to a fair Tryal, or Ju- 
ftice can be done to an injur'd Nation. 

To accufe a publick Minifter in the Zenith of his 
Power, would be Madnefs or Folly ; becaufe fuch a 
fruitlefs Attempt muft end in his Triumph and the 
Completion of his Defigns. Accx)rdingly we may 
obferve, that feveral wicked Minifters, when they 
have found themfelves waining in their Authority, 
have defy'd their Adverfaries with mor» than ordina- 
ry Infolence, and endeavoured to provoke them to a 
publick Accufntion^ before Matters were fufficiently 
ripen'd for it ; well knowing that an ab^tive Im- 
peachment would ferve their Turn as well as the 
mod comprehenfive AB ^Indemnity. 

But it has always been a Prai^ice, under the moft 
corrupt Adminillrations, to quote Examples and draw 
Parallels out of Hiflory, in order to prove what Ef- 
fe6l the fame Male-pradices have had on different 
States, or on the fame States in former Ages ; nor 
can This be look'd upon as diiingenuous or a Libel 
on the prejent Minifter s of any Kingdom, any more 
than a Comment on the T^en Commandments can be 
called a Libef on every notorious Sinner in the Parifh. 

I grant, indeed, that it would be more honourable, 
as well as more ufefuU to write without Difguife, 
provided it were equally fafe. But would not any 
M;in be eHecmed a Lunaticky who fhould, in plain 
Terms, attack fuch a Monfter as Wolfty or Bucking- 
hamt in the Plenitude of their Power ; efpecially, if 
he has any parallel Inflames at Hand ; or can throw 
the fame Thoughts under Shades and Allegories ? I 
appeal to thofe Gentlemen, who feem moil difturbed 
at this maimer of Writing, whether they thought it, 
in any wife, difingenuoiis, when they praftifed it 
themfelves, with great Freedom, both in the late and 
the prefent Reign.

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It" fuch Objcclors were to put their Meaning into 

[lain Eugl'jhi it would run much in this Manner. 
•' For Cic'cl's like, Gentlemen, why don't you fjpcak 
** out, a'^d iul.jf ft ^ourfclvcs to tbcfe Penalties^ which

«* lifinynt'i'fus i-« you to iculk behind the Laws^ and

Sucli a Complaint of Dipngeniitj is very extraor- 
dinary at this Jiin61ure ; for it fcems highly unrea- 
fonahlo to txpet^l that any Mjn (hould fpeak or write 
on thcic S.ibjeds, without Refervti at a Time, when 
cwn fupfofe I Jronicsy imaginary Parallels^ and for- 
cid hiH:.cu'-f,i are, by fomc Perlbns, thought not to 
1 c LXtinpt fioiii tiie Peniltiesof the Law. 

However, if ihcfe worthy Gentlenaen, who fo 
coi'.rictnilly iini:e us to h;y our felves open to the 
W^i-.y o\ peat V.in, will undertake to obtain a far- 
ther Extent ion of the Liberty (jf the Piefsi or pro- 
cure a fu.ijcient Warrant for writing with Impunit)', 
:^A^A without any Reilraint, on thefe Subjefls; Idon't 
know wh;.t I may be tempted to do ; but till I am 
n^l'urcd of fuch an Indemniiication, I ihall content my 
'iC:^ vvirh publifhirg thcfc plain, general, inofieniive 
Le('iures i>i politic i^l Murnlit Si for the Difcharge cf 
r:y o\%n Ccnfcience ; and leave my loving Country- 
men to make, or not to make, any applications, as 
they ihall judge proper. 

The moft extraordinary Objeftion againft me is, 
that I have prefumptuor.lly advanced ievera] un- 
t jwardly Arguments againll publick Corruptiofit and 
I ci verfely endeavouied to lecommcnd Frugality as a 
n.itional Virtue ; but I have This to urge in my Ex- 
cufe, that howe\er the /i/zv^r may prevail amongft 
uj ; ar.d houever the Iti'ttcr may feem to have been 
difcoiintenanced ; yet {o much Decency has been hi- 
therto prefer ved, that no Perfon, except the Author 
of a l«:e Pamplilet, intituled, Clodius and Cicero, 
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has thought iit openly to defend the one or explode 
the other- 

Thefe, it feems, were mean, prevaricating Com- 
pliances, ia the Opinion of this Writer ; who refolved 
to be more ingenuous himfelf ; and, (corning to 
mince Matters, or conceal any Truth, hath not been 
afhamed to fpread Abroad in the World a publick and 
avowed Defence of Briberyt Corruption^ and Ve- 
fiality. 

He tells us very frankly that ** Some publtck^ Cor- 
ruptions there are of that Strength and Prevalence, 
that, hov^tvtr Jhameful 2indi pertiicious they may be, 
they muftyet be fuffered to remain y''^ and feems 
to infmuate (at leall by a ftronger Innuendo^ than can 
be charged upon my Writings) that, fucb is the Sf- 
tuation of Thin7s, that Meafures ftri6lly Virtuous 
would bring prefent Confufion ; r4nd that an endeavour 
to reform would overturn the Conftitution, 

In order to enforce thefe worthy Tenets, he pro- 
duces feveral Examples of great Men, who have pe- 
rilhed in the Defence of popular Liberty y and in thefr 
Attempts to remove publick Corruptions and Enormi- 
ties , viz. the two famous Gracchi \ Agis and Cleo- 
nenes. Kings of Sparta ; and the fecond Brutus ; 
from whence he feems to draw this Conclufion ; that 
no Man, for the future, ought to make the like At- 
tempts ; whereas, methinks, the proper Inference of 
an honcft Briton ihould be, that we ought to follow 
the Example of thofe noble Patriots, in ajferting the 
Liberties of our Country, and not to he deterred by any- 
Difficulties, or tven Death it f elf, from pur filing the 
fame glorious Caufe. 

He then, with an infulting Air, puts the follow- 
ing Queftions. " What have availed all om fumptu 
" aryLaws? What all Thofe againft Gaming ind 
" Duelling f What Thofe againft Bribery ? Only to 
** demonftrate how much more Force there is in Lux- 
5* ury, and Vanity^ and Avarice^ than there is ih 

" Laws

He endeavours to diTcoungt fKiliik Fn^M/itf 
{ ivhich he acknowledges to be aa txt^laa firtiu) in 
the lame manner that: he-p>troaixa ttMft Cimf- 
tia.t (which he allows to be a Jtsmefiu wd permiimi 
Fue) by telling us that it wu the Smm of the Em- 
peror GaiAa, who was murdeted by las Soldien ibr 
refullng to iriif them ; upon which he oUerwik that 
" the R»ma»i were then come to tkit pifi of Sm- 
" diinejs and Vmaliij, that th^ would SBC do t^tn 
" Duty ; no, not fave their Coontry witboilt £Mm. 
" and Wagit txtrstriinMj. Thit ww a, wwtwwM' 
<• £cjV; but it was ff;^^«7 1 for nn/Awf.iib. tJkSwe 
" could aatfuijijl. 

I need not explain the Dellniit, which is imply'd 
in this Parjigraph; lince it is fo very obvious, tb^tit 
cannot poflibly efcape the (hallowell Apprchenfion. 

I will conclude with one more Objefllon to thek 
Papers; which is, that fuch general InveSivii (» 
they are called] might be cqLially applied to am Mi- 
nlfiers, however bmifi and virtuoui ; whereas I ihin^ 
it might be much mora llrongly objefled againft thefe 
Writers, that th«r^«i*r<i/ Jpohgin and Panegyricit 
would et^nally Terve to flatter and defend any Aimiii- 
flration, however eormpt ; fur my Pdpers, which coii- 
fill of gtntra) Salirt a£,Liiill wicked Men, will loft 
their Effeft and cettft to be Tevere, when they ate »p- 
ply'd to Perfons, wiio are not guilty ; or, ^t leaA, wt 
generally fuppefed tt bt guilty of the Crimea, whidl 
they condemn i whereis the Writing* of ray Advet- 
£uics, especially of the Autbtr, whom I mcstioM^ 
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lift, are not c.ikulated fo much to prove the Inno- 
cence of ihafi Ferfons, for whofe Service they are 
publiihed, as to ^iSi\iXx cmfrjfed Guilt, and vindicate 
nttmous Cerruption.

valuable Benefit, that we have received for all that 
immenfe Profufion of Blood and Treafure, which has 
intailed upon us fuch an heavy Burthen of Dtbts and 
Taxes * 

As to a late pretended Promife of Reflitution,'which 
the King of Spain infifts on, enough has been faid, by 
a Perfon of great Weight and Authority, to convince 
the World, that it was only a mintfterial Promife ; 
and therefore not obligatory 5 but even fuppofing it 
otherwife, I cannot help thinking it more advifablc 
even to brea{: our Word, for once, with our Neigh- 
bours, (as they have frequently 'done with us) than to 
give up a^ace of the utmoft Confequence to this 
Kingdom againfl the united Voice of the whole 
People. 

Efpecially, if it be farther confider'd, that as it is 
not probable Spain fhould give us an Equivalent ; {q 
the vigorous Defence and Prefervation of it feems to 
be the chief, if not the only Reafon, that can make 
the People eafy under thofe extraordinary Expences, 
which have been alieady incunr'd,. and will ? be -far- 
ther incurred by our prcfcnt Mifunderfianding (for I

No, I thank God, Experience hath taught us moi« 
Wit, and Providence hath given us more Honefty ; 
fo that we have the juftcft Reafon, for the future, to 
exped that the Brit ijb Arms will be employ 'd only 
in the Caufe of Britain i that we fhall fight only our 
own parrels ; defend our own Rights 5 and let our 
Enemies have the Glory of becoming the heroic 
Dupes and ^/>^NChampions for the Liberties ^f 
Mankind. 

With what uncommon Joy, Exultation and Tri- 
umph muft it fill the Heart of every honeft Briton^ 
when he refledls on the royal Warmth, with which 
-his Majefty had the Goodnefs to recommend to h» 
Parliament the Support o^ Gibraltar, i juftlycalBng 
it of infinite Advantage and Security to our Trade ^nd 
Commerce ; when he confiders the remarkable Zeal 
and Vigour, which both Houfes expreffed in their 
Concurrence with his. Majefty's Recommendation ; 
and that extraordinary Spirit of Loyalty and Rcfolu- 
tion, which his dutiful SubjcAs have difplayM in 
their Addresses, upon this Occafion, from all 
Parts of the Kingdom ; not only profeffing their chear- 
ful Acquicfccnce under thofe Burthens, which they 
feel at prcfent, but their Williifgnefs to fubmit to 
much greater ; and fome even to give up all, and fa- 
crifice their Lives and Fortunes^ in the llrifteft Senfe,

fufficient to defend it Abroad ; for though, perhaps, it 
may be the natural Intereft Qvtn of our Friends to wifh 
that Fortrefs in any other Hands ; yet I will never 
believe but that it is thtirJ>oIitica/ Intereft to maintain 
it in its prefent PoiTefTion ; and notwitliflmding the 
Suggeflions of evil-minded Men, nothing fhall induce 
me to entertain the leaft Diftruft of their Fidelity ; 
efpecially if it be true that a great and extraordinary 
Mini/ler did make himfelf anfwerable for the French 
Faith in a Flace, where he could not be underllood Co 
trifle or prevaricate. 

In This only will their Fidelity appear ; for as we 
are fenfibly concerned only about Che Prefervation of 
this Place ; fo they can have no Opportunity of dc- 
monftrating their religious Obfcrvation of Treaties fo 
much, as by contributing their utmoft and ynmediate 
Affiftance towajds raifing the ^iege and defeating the 
Attempts of our Enemies. 

I have, in this Paper, purpofely declined to enter 
into the Particulars of the Importance of Gibraltar^ 
defigning them for another Paper or two, which fhall 
be publiihed very fpcedily, in order to animate the 
Zeal of my Countrymen in its Defence, and con£rni 
them in that high Opinion of its Value, which they 
have io juftly conceived.

« with, that Parly endeavours to hU<kiw and 'Jftrfi

" Perfo'i with Calumny, in tlie grofleft Manner, 
" without Refpeft 10 tlic Disai'y or ^tlilj of hi*

It often happens, and indeed 'tis natural to bc^ 
lieve, that it is generally^ if not uviverfally io ; that 
this is done to fmother the real Caufes and De- 
** feSis in the Party, from which thofe Perfons drata 
off', that the Knavery, which could not be compli- 
ed with ; the Lengths, which could not be run ; and 
the many fecret PraSiices, which were diJlilCd, and 
the DiJIike of which may have been the real Caufes 
of declining the Service they were in, might be 
*' concealed. 

** Gentlemen in high Pofts in the Government, 
and in the Adminiilration of publick Affairs, may 
find themfelves uneafy in their Employments, upon 
;nany Accounts ; (too many to mention here) and: 
may chufe rather to quit their Emplovmcnts, thin 
to ferve in the Manner and with thole Vneafineffes 
they fuffcr'd ', and yet it does not follow, that they 
have the lenft Deficiency in their Loyalty to 
their Prince ; who, perhaps, i^ not at all the Caufe- 
*' of thofe Uneaiinefres, nor any way party to them ; 
** but 'tis very hard that Thofe, who really were the 
*'* Caufe, and whofe Meafur&s the Perfons dec4inin^ 
** chofe rather to quit the Profits and Honours of the 
«* Service, than to comply with, ihould be at Liberty 
" to f addle the Offence, given only to thofe Men, upon 
" their Master j and reproach thofe Men with want 
of Duty, who really wanted only to be able to 
ferve, without fubmitting their Judgments in Cafes,. 
which they could not thmk it reafonalle, or for 
their Mafters Service to comply with. 
<* In a Word, 'tis a Scandal in the higheft Degree 
unjuftifiable, that when Differences may happen a- 
mong the Managers of publick Afiairs, the Perfons, 
*« who quit the Service, muft always be charged with 
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•* DiJIoyaltj and DifaffeSiion ; and, which is vmrfe, 
«* with Designs; which is the f!ezo Ca/umny nAkd 
•< upon the Perfons now to be fpoken of. 

(Page 9 ) " Before I enter into the Labyrinth of 
*« Words without Meaning, which cram'd this cla- 
•* raorous Libel, it is decent to enquire one Thing of 
•* its Author, viz, whether it was Forgetfuhefs or a 
** Senfe of the ItnpnffibiHty of performing it, which 
** was the Occafion that, throughout his whole Book,

the Minifter differing and faithfully reprefenting the 
Reafon of his Judgment, may have, perils, no 
** Misfortune in his Judgment, but That of being over^ 
ruled ; which, in fofneCafes,vMY be as much a Misfor- 
tune to his Country, as to him/el^ and more too. 
(Page 16)" Now whether this was the Cafe of the 
** Perfons, whom this Libeller defames ; or Whether it 
was not i yet for the Purpofe let me fuppofeit was ;

and may attack all our Trade in general, as the ^t. Ma, 
lo Privateers did in the late Wars, whenever thcr 
fh:Ul find that they can carry home their Prizes with-» 
out Interruption; which is not to be done, unlefj we 
fliould be difpolleiled of Gibraltary and thereby take 
the Bridle, which had hitherto reibained them, out of 
their Mouths. 

Secondly i in Refpeft to our Neighbours ; Gibraltar 
13 fituated in fuch a Manner, that 'it is in the Power 
of the prefent PofTeiTors to cut off any naval Commu- 
nicition, between one Port and another, of each of 
rhofe tzvo very powerful Kingdoms^ with which we 
have had fuch frequent Occafions to be at War fo» 
almoft thefe forty Years paft; who would foon turn the 
Tables upon us, if they fhould recover this Place out 
of our Hands; efpecially in Times of any Rupture be- 
tween us ; nothing being more fclf-evident than that 
it gives to Thofe, who are Mailers of it, the Sover- 
eignty and Command of the Commerce and Navigai- 
tion of the Mediteranean Sea, and makes it impradlir- 
cable for any other Nation to (rade there* without

It wonld be needled to ifeforce this Argumentwirh 
nany other Inftancei, which mighc be given of the 
Advantweof tlu» IWi but it moft not be forfot 
that it! Pienuxity to Cadiz, the great Mart and Cen- 
tre of ahnoft all the Biche* of Americe, gives ut the 
Srtateft QsE^staiUt;^ qi csmmanding that Port, and

and the Trade frequenting it from the Wefl-Indies ; 
which, in Time of War with Spain^ may bcreckojied 
of no fmall Confideration or Importance. 

Whether therefore we look on Gibraltar either in 
a mercantile or a political' Light ; firflt as it ,not on-» 
ly fecures all OLir own Commerce to Italy^ Africa, 
and the Levant^ from the Infults and Annoyance of 
thofe terrible Enemies the Algerines and other Turk^ 
ijb Rovers ; but alfo helps us to the Carriage-Trade 
of feveral other Natioiis ; or, fecondlyy as it cuts ofF 
all Communication between the Ports of our moft for- 
midable Rivals, and thereby renders their naval Force 
xtry precarious and inconfiderable ; the PofTeffion of 
this Place feems to be of fuch Importance, that I am 
at a Lofs to guefs what Equivalent could be given ua. 
for it. I amfure, at leaft, that any one of the fore- 
going Confiderations,takeafmgly, would more thano- 
ver- balance all the Expencc, which the Nation at pre- 
fent (tds on that Account. 

But once more, and to conclude. As the Advan- 
tages of GiWaltOTy which refult to this Kingdom from 
the foregoing Particulars, are fully confirm'd and de - 
mon lira ted by the Experience of many Years paft ; 
fo the Prefer vation of it, at this Time, is of much 
greater Importance than it ever was before, as will ap-^ 
pear by confidering th^ prefent State of Affairs; that 
ManufaSures are fpringing up in moft Parts of Eu- 
rope i and that feveral powerful States are endeavour- 
ing to vye with us in Commerce ind^i Maritime Forces 
which ought to put us on the ftri£left Guard, and 
determine us not to part with a Place, which is mani- 
felUy of fo much Advantage, by fecuring and impro- 
ving our own Trade and Navigation ; as well as by 
defeating the Attempts of our Enemies and Rivals.

Whenever, therefore, I look back on thefe Tranf- 
aftions, I can eafily account for any Objeftions, that 
I meet with in Converlation, againft the Importance 
of Gibraltar 9 or any Reafons that I hear urged for 
its Reftitution ; which, by refledling on paft Occur- 
rences, do not fo much raife my Aftonilhmcnt, as 
they provoke my Indignation. 

But as I have, in my laft Paper, given the Reader 
a ihort and plain Sketch of the Advantages, which; 
we receive from this Place ; {o it cannot be improper 
to examine the Objedions againft it ; which we fhall 
find to be juft the fame, that were formerly made 
Ufe of againft our Pofleilion ol Dunkirk and ^anr 
gier. 

In the ia^ Place, it is faid, by fome ignorant and 
unthinking Perfons, that the Pofleffion of this Place 
puts the Nation, every Year, to a greater Expence 
than it is worth. In Anfwer to This, it is fufficient 
to obfcrve that the whole Charge of maintaining it,^ 
in Times of Peace ^ does not amount to much above 
fifty Thoufand Pounds a Year ; which is no great 
Article in feven or e'ght Millions ^ that are ufually^ 
raifed for the current Exfences of the Government, 
and the Intereji of the Debts; and might eafily be 
fiaved by cutting oft^ only nine or ten u/ele/s Penfionsl 
or fome other unnecejfary Burthens. 

As to its Expence in Time of Wary I think I have 
faid enough in my former Paper to prove, from the 
Importance of it, that let it be what it will, it can- 
not be more than it is really worth ; and if fo, ho^v 
ridiculous and unreafonable would any Parfimony be, 
in this Cafe ? Have we not, for thirty or forty 
Years paft, made War at the Expence of Hundreds 
cf Millions^ and loft half a Million of Men, to ob- 
tain Kingdoms, Principalities and Dominions for other 
Princes ; and fhall we now think much of a necef^ 
fary Expence for maintaining and defending our own 
yift Right 2ixA Property againft Thofe, for whofc Sake

An Ingenious Writer on this Subjcfl makes the fbt- 
lowhg Ojrervalion, eonccrmng the Charge of ihaiti- 
uHiing Gldrnff^r, ind Tach Objcflions sgainft it. 

■ — " Stftnge and Turprhing Idftante of our »iw 
*' Frugality »nd good Heiiixirjf thlt we, who for 
" thirty Year) togelher, havie riottd in Millionj ; 
•• and, till Heaven h]iSe& us with the fftfent Miirl- 
*' Jlrj, never minded what we gave; nor lo whom ; 
" we, who drained the Exchequer, and mortgaged 
" ihe Nation, fliould now, from a Principle of

However, this Evi! might, long ago, have beca 
-Kjncdied, and may ftill be remedied, by (he Probity 
and gi]od Management of the prtjtnt Mitiijteri ; lor 
it ia generally believed that if iheplaccinl«fputeh»d 
been declared i frte Pari, Tike Lfghsrn, on our firfl 
FolTeflian of it, being full as tomfnodious as thit 
fnx Trade ! and if a dpilGsvtnntent had been dh- 
fclilhed there, inftead oT i taiiittirj Ow; it would 
long fincc have maintained itfctf hy a moderate Duty 
on all Goods imported and exported i and would 
thereby have deprived (he neighbouring Ports flf 
Sfiaiit of great Pjrt of their Trade ; by which Means 
(here would have been no Compbint of its prefenl 
Churge ; but, on the contrary, the Profits made by 
its Governors, added to the other Advantages of a 
f'i'e Pert, Would, jn all Probability, have been mart , 
than fufficient to have eafed the Government ai home 
of that Burthen. ' 

But if, for want of fuch a Regulation, theft ind 
tie like Arguments ihall be eftcemed valid, and it i 
fiiould fae thonght advifcable to giw up tkii i

pcTtant Placet in order to avoid Expend ; the next 
bemand, perhaps, which the Spaniard will make 
on us, Avill be to furrender our Colonics in the Weft 
Indies ; then Plymouth, Port/mouth, and fo On ; 
Ivith which it would be equally reafonable to com- 
ply, becaufe we fhould be at a great Expente to de- 
fend them againft their Attempts f and thus we majr 
continue giving 6ne Thing after another, till we b^- 
trome the Seorrrand Contempt of the whole World. 

It is faid farther, that even fuppoling the Spaniards 
fhould take this JPlace, or it fhouJd be delivered up 
to them, we might llill expcdl to have the Advan- 
tage of the Port and Harbour upon all Oa^fioM. 
This is juft as reafonable, as it would be (br a Man 
to part with his Coat off his Back, Or his Sword 
ft-om his Side, in order to borrow them» or beg the 
Ufe of them, when he (lands in need i and, in all; 
Probability, will meet with a Denial. 

Another Objeftion is, that the Spaniards will ne- 
ter be eafy whilft Gibraltar is in our Hands \ and 
therefore it is neceflary to part With it, in order to* 
ptocure a Peace, and fettle the Tranquility of Eu-- 
rope. I have befbre obferved' ( and indeed the whole 
Kingdom has obferved it in their Addreffes) that 
this Place has been yielded to us by folemn Treaties, 
as well as acquired In lawful War 5 and that the 
King of SpaiUy by acceding to the ^adntplt Alli- 
ance, renounced all Claim to it, whether by Prami/e 
or otherwife, which was previous to that Treaty. 
But fuppofing it true, that the King of Spain wiH 
not be contented without it ; muft Peare, as well as^ 
War, be always negotiated at our Expence, and muft 
cur Intertft always be facrificed to the Tranquility 
of Europe!* It is weW known thiit, m the Reign of 
King Charles 11. the Spaniards demanded the Re- 
ftitution of Jamaica With as much Importunity as 
they now demand That of Gibraltar ; yet by oWU- 
nate Rcfu^ (tnn in that Re^, wluch waa none 

of 
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of the. bed) and long PofTeifion, we feem to have 
filenced them on that Head; as I doubt not we 
might Toon do on the other, by the Exerciie of a 
little publick Virtue and Conflancy to our Country. 

The fame ingenious Author, before cited« has a 
Tcry.juft Remark on this Occaiion. 

** Has any Englijb Mintftryy fayiB he, ever prc- 
'< fumed to propofe to the King, to deliyer up the 
«* Dutchies of Bremen and Verhden^ in order to 
*« procure a Peace in the North ; to fettle the fo 
** much defired Balance of Power there ; and to 
«* prevent the Charge to England of fending out 
«* annual Fleets at a very great Ezpence ? And yet, 
«* it is faid, his Majefty, before the laft Treaty witk 
•* Sweden^ pretended no Title to thofc Countries, 
** but a Mortgage from a Prince, who had no other 
** himfelf but Conqueft. And dares any one pn>- 
«< pofe to a Britifh King the delivering, to a baffled 
^ and fubdued Enemy, the moft important Place in 
« the World to the Trade and naval Empire ' of 
" England ; the Key of the Mediterranean ; the 
«* Terror of our Enemies ; and the beft Pledge of 
•' our new Friendjhipt ; and This too, after wc have 
<< an undoubted Title to it ; to which thoje Nati9m 
** are Guarantees, who have the greauft Intireft to 
** wreft it out of our Hands ? 

Indeed; fome Men have been fo weak as to make 
This an Argument for its Rellitution. We mufi, 
fay they, con fen t to deliver it up, becaufe even our 
friends and Allies join with our Enemies in this De* 
mand. " I confefs, fays the fame Author^ there 
*' are many Reafons why ^hey Ihould defire it ; 
** {particularly the French ) but they are unanfwirMi 
" Reafons too, why we ihould hear fuch a Propo- 
** iition with Horror. 

I muil beg Leave to quote one more Pailage from 

this Writer. " God has now fent us a Miniftry* 

^ who will mend all thofe Faults, which They were 

the 
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** the firft to condemn. The Intercft of the Publick id 
*< their Intereft. They have no ficret Purpofes to 
** ferve by dark and Jhameful Treaties. — In fine, they 
** have no defperate Game to play, to defend them 
*' from the EfFcdts o^ defperate Meafuresi nor hav^ 
** they, Uke the others, been trepann'd arid out-wit- 
** tei by France; nor have any ungenerous Advantages 
** been taken of their Credulity, when they had en- 
•* gaged Themfelves and their Country beyond Re- 
" treat. 

Upon the whole, we may reft aflurcd, that this 
important Fortrefs ( the Strength and Glory of. Great 
Britain ) will never be given up either by a tuhiiek 
or private Treaty, upon any Confideration wnatfoe- 
rer ; but we may conclude with the Gentlemen of 
Hertfordjhire, that, " whatever the Enemies to our 
" Peace may conceive from the intriguing Schemes 
" of their felfijhy enterprizing Politicians, we doubt 
" not but that good Providence, which fo fignally 
** protects his Maiefty and thefe Kingdoms, will ahah

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J S every Government has undoubtedly 
a Right to defend itfelf ; and fince th« 
wifeft ■mrittin Laws cannot effeflually 
[ provide for its Safety againft all Emer- 
I gencics ; fo it mull be endowed with an 
abfolute unlimitted Power, upon all ei- 
traordiniry Occafions and unforefeen Events ; for with- 
out fuch a referved Power, every Government will 
be continually in Danger of being oveiturn'd by the 
fubtle Machinations of powetful and ill-defignJng Men, 
Bat, on the other Hand, ihis extrsorJinary Power 
ought never to be exerted but upon extraordinary Oe- 
i.ijiaiis, in Times of real Djngar and in Cafes of the ut- 
moft 
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nvjll Extremity; for, if it fhould come to be prolli- 
tuLcd aiul liAckiicyU about upon every little Job and 
pictjnicd Occafi'jn, the Eflence of a free State will 
bo entirely loll, and this grcst extra$rdinMry Pozar 
\\\\\ be turned to the Dcftrudtion of the Fcople, which 
it u AS dcfigncd to prevent. Indeed the the only Dif- 
ference b.etvvccn a (kj^oti.k and a free Governtncnt 
confiRs in Thi:; tliat an arbitrary Governor lias no 
Law but his Will, and therefore always ails by an un- 
i:'*:':ti\Iy c:<tr.iordinary Authority \ whereas, the Go- 
\jrnorof.\ tree People has Rules prefcribed to him 
for his Condud, and is limited by Lawi in the ordi- 
niry Courfe of his Government ; and therefore never 
a^h in an abfolutc, unlimited Manner, but when, up- 
on (xtraofdhi.iry Occafions^ the People think fit to 
iiurull him v.iih fu<.h a Power. Thus the Rman 
DL'iatzrs were never created but on the mateft E- 
nier.:cncie.; ; invcllcd with an abfolute Authority in all 
A.rairs, l^th civil and military; till the Occauon, on 
wiiich they were created, ceafed, and the Dan^ 
irer was over. This Power, whilft it continued only 
A -'^^rz/rvt was the real Security of the State; and, up- 
on I'evcral Occafions, prefer vcd it from Ruin ; but when 
once it hczwwc ordinary, and the Z)/^4V/0r made him - 
fclf pcrpctuali it immedintely fwallowed up the ta- 
lker lies of that glorious People; and the Romatt Com- 
jnoiuvealth relapfed into its antient Tyraniqr tnd Scr- 
\itude. 

In Err/.'fffd, we frequently cxercife this fjtfra- 
crd:?:ary Pozcfsr, in Oppofition to the Urinary 
Ff^rm of our Government; fometimes, by tak- 
ing; ofF the legal Relb-aint upon our Kings, and 
irvtrj.ig them v/ith a S'.Tt of DiSiat^fial Au- 
th )ri:y ; as in the Sufpenfion of the Habeas Csr- 
prs Ad, in Times of a Confpiracy, Rebellion, or 
1 III mi- erit Danger. Sometimes the Legiilature excr- 
ci'fs this Power itfelf (as it undoubtedly has a Right 
to du) by Attainders^ or Bills of Pai«s and Pinal- 

2 ties 
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t'es, ex P'ft f^iSiOi but it has never yet been exerci- 
fed, and I hope never will, but upon great and ex- 
traordinary Emergencies. 

There is another Power of this Nature, which our 
Princes, or Miniflers, by their Authority, exercife 
upon the like Occaiions, viz. That of opening and 
reading Letters at the Post-Office ; which I fup- 
pofe to be one of the antient Prerogatives of the 
Crown ; becaufe I never heard of any Statute- Lazo 
to this Purpofc ; for the Adl Nono Ann/e, intitled An 
Adb for eftablilhing a general Pcfl-Office for all her 
Majefty's Dominions, feems rather to allow of it, 
under fome RefiriSionsy as a prior Right inherent in 
the Crown, than to create and ena^ fuch a Power ; 
as will appear by the following Claufe. 

*« And whereas Abufes may be committed by wil- 
" fully opening, imbcxzermg, detaining and delaying 
" Letters or Packets, to the great Difcouragement of 
" Trade, Commerce and Corr/Jpondence ; for Preven- 
" tion thereof, be it enadled hy^ the Authority afore- 
«« faid, that from and after the faid firft Day of June 
*' one thoufand feven hundred and eleven, no Perfon 
<* or Perfons (hall prefume willingly, or knowingly, 
" to open, detain or delay, or caufe to procure, per- 
'* mit, or fuffer to be opened, detained, or delayed, 
*« any Letter or Letters, Packet or Packets, after the 
^* fame is or (hall be delivered into the general, or 
*' other, Pofl-Office, or into the Hands of any Per- 
" fon or Perfons employed for the receiving or car- 
" rying Poft- Letters, and before Delivery to the Per- 
<* fons to whom they are dircfted, or for their Ufe ; 
** EXCEPT by an exprefs Warrant in writing, under 
** the Hand of one of the principal Secretaries of 
<* State, for every fuch opening, detaining or delays 
*' ing, l^c. 

But as the Exercife of this extraordinary Power 
from whencefoever originally derived, or howfoevf^ 

U autho- 
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authorized, (whether hy any former Prerogative, or by 
the I\;wer in this Clau/e) has never been publickly 
exaiiiinM, I ho-^ c a few Obfcrvations on that Head 
will not be thought impertinent or difagreeable. 

It is agreed on all Hands that, amongft private 
Perjlnsy nothing oughc to be held more inviolable 
than the Communication of our Thoughts by a mu- 
tual Intercourfc of Letters. The tender Concerns 
and reciprocal Endearments of Lovers; the unguar- 
ded Inicirgcnce of intimate Friends ; thz Myfterics 
of Tradcfmcn and yechanicfcs ; the Negotiations, 
Contr<-ds anl Eng.igements of mercantile Pcrfons; 
the Views, Expcdbtions and Purfuits of Some ; the 
Misfortunes and Neceffitics of Others ; and the Se- 
crets of Families in general, of whatfocver Kind, 
which are conveyed in an cpiflobry Manner , are 
Things of fo fx'red a Nature, that, in all civilized 
Countries , it has been efteem'd highly fcandalous 
to fatisfy our Curiofity at another's Expence A 
Man of true Honour will as foon break open a Lock 
as a Letter , which does not belong to him ; and 
pick his Neighbour's Pocket, as foon as difco\^r 
his Nakednefs in this Refpeft ; for a Letter^ being 
the Rcprefentative of the Perfon's Heart, who fends 
it, ought to pafs, without Examination or Inter- 
ruption, to the Hand, to which it is directed ; fince, 
otherwifc, this Convenience will be of little Ufe to 
M.mkind, who would no more communica»'e their 
Thcuglts, in a free Manner, upon many Topicks, 
than they would talk upcn them in publick Com- 
pany. When a Man therefoie has fet down his 
Thoughts upon a Piece of Paper, and put his Signet 
upon it, he ought to be as fafe as if he was pri- 
vately talking to his Frierd in his Clofet; and I can- 
not help thinking that Man a worfc Kind of Eves* 
^rofpery who breaks into this fecret Cabinet, than 
one, who skulks under my Window, or llflens thro" 
the Key-hole. 

What 
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What I have hitherto faid relates only to private 
Per fan 5 ; who cannot, upon any Account whatfoever, 
be juftified in their Violation of thefe Secrets ; but it 
muft not be appljed to the Publick ; which being in- 
vefted, as I before obferved, with a fufficient Power ta' 
defend itfelf, in Times of Danger or Sufpicion, cannot 
be reflrained , in the Exercife of its Authority, by 
little Punflilio's of Honour, or the Niceties of good 
Breeding ; for as the Welfare of tbt People is thefu- 
preme Law, all private Conliderations whatfoever muft 
give Place, and be facrificed to that good End. 

Whenever therefore the Government receives In- 
telligence of any fecret and dangerous TranfafUons, 
which are carrying on either at home or abroad ; or 
entertains any well-gro\rtided Sufpicion of that Nature, 
it is not only juftifiable, but their Duty to examine 
the Mails \ and to ufe all other prudent Precautions, 
in order to difcover and defeat the Defigns of their 
Enemies. Then is their Time to exert this extraor- 
dinary Authority ; in which they feem to a6l under 
the fame wholfome Commiffion with that of an 
old Roman Dictator, nequid detrimenti Refpuhlica 
capiat. 

Indeed this Pradlice of examining the puhlick Cor- 
re/pondence, in Times of Danger, is fo well known i 
and fo many wicked Plots and Confpiracies have been 
difcovered in this Manner, that it is very unaccount- 
able how Men, who are engaged in fuch hazardous 
De/igns, can be fo weak as to carry on their Corref. 
pondence in a Way, which is fo open and liable to dc- 
teflion ; efpecially fince the Art of decyphering is arri- 
ved to that Perfedlion ; which renders it almoft im- 
poffiWe for them to deceive the Enquiry of the Go- 
vernment by any Sort of Figures or Charafters ; nay, 
fuppofing that they coulS find out a Method of wri- 
ting, which would puzzle the mod skilful Adepts in 
this Art ; yet fuch a dark and unintelllgile Corref- 
pondence would raife a fufficient Alarm to make a

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V ill' Minidry (er all their Emiflarles and Engines at 
Work, and wouL! thereby ha\e almoft the i>me Ef- 
fcdl. as if their Meaning were rcilly unriddled. 

Howevc, fmce it is notorious that fomc Pcrfons, 
even ver)' l.itf ly, h.!vc been fo audacious, or infatuated^ 
aft to tninfjcl their detcftable Defigns in this Manner , 
it woll becomes the Care of a vigilant Adminiflration, 
to m ke ufe of th^s Authority, whenever there is any 
jaji and well-grounded Occ.ifion ibr fo doing. 

fiur herein confifts the DiiFcrence between our hap- 
py C'^nlHtution in Fv^/and, andfevcral arbritary Go- 
vcrnr^ents alroad ; m..i. this Power is never ezercifedy 
amonc^ll us^ but when there is Vi real Oecafion, and it 
becomes neceflary for our own Safety- We are never 
fuhjcdl t<) having our Letters ranftcl'd, and the Secrets 
of our Families expofeJ to the Deriiion or Refentment 
of great Men and little Clerks, but when it is in order 
to fccure cur Liberties^ and prefewe us from Ruin ; nor, 
indeed, ought it to be commonly praftifed, on the 
Kings Account, as well as the People's ; bccaafe it 
would, in a great Me.;fure, difcourage Perfons from 
communicating their Thoughts in this Manner, un- 
Icfs on the moft common and indifferent Affairs, and 
thereby greatly prejudice his Majefty*s Revinui- 

For it is obfervable that the Rcafon, given for the 
Cliiufe in the Ad of Parliament before cited, is to 
prevent the dtfcQuragement to TradeyCommera and Coref-- 
pond:n:e ; which I prefume will not be the lefi dii- 
courag'd by Secretaries (f ttate opening Letters, than 
by otber Perfns ; and iherefore even They ought not 
to prn<flile it but upon very urgent Occaiions ; for 
■which Reafnn it is added in this Claufe, that no 
PeHoa ihnll open any Letter, even by a Seere$ittry*9 
Order, urlefs by an E.rprefs Warrant in Writinpfor 
tvERY fuch openiiigy Sec. 'and I am very lotn to 
give Credit to the Sugeftions of fome Men , that- 
This hath been, at any Time, evaded by leaving a 
Sloiik dormant Wammt at the 0£f:e, to pe iiled up 

at 
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at the Difcretion of the Poft-mafier-general^ by the 
Direflion and for the Service of his Principals^ as Oc- 
cafion requires. 

It is, I pre fume, on the fame Account, {vt%, to pre- 
vent 2i^y Difiouragement to Trade, Commerce^ and Cor- 
refpondence) that no Perfon hath yet been, is, or, I 
hope, ever will be thought proper to be placed at the 
Head of this Office, who is known or fufpedled to be 
concerned in any Branch of Trade or Commerce what- 
foever; becaule it would evidently give Him too 
great an Advantage over the Properties and Dealings 
of his Fellow- Subjefts, 

But to proceed. — InJIaviJb Countries nothing is more 
common than the Exercife of this Authority, not to fe- 
cure the Subjetts from Danger, but to- involve them in 
it; to make them give Evidence againfl Themfelves, 
and incur Penalties, which they do not deferve. We 
ihall, in thofe Countries, often find it made ufe of (like 
Auricular Confession) to gratify the Jealou(y, 
Curiofity or Defigns of a great Man ; bv diving into 
the Secrets of Families, and acquainting himfelf with 
all their various Circumftances, Inclinations, Senti- 
ments, Influences and Paffions ; by which Means he 
knows how to condufl his own Schemes ; for he can 
judge from hence who are to be brought over to his 
Intereft, and by what Means ; whether by Money, 
Flattery, Places or Power ; and can fet his Mark o» 
others, whom he finds to be unmanageable. 

A Pojl-Office-General, thus managed, is a fort of 
Microcojm of Intelligences which contrails the various 
Sentiments and Opinions of Mankind within its own 
little Bounds ; and may be compared t^ a glafs Bee- 
hive, through which the qwner can view, at Pleafurc, 
the difFerent Motions, Contrivances and' Employments 
of the little bufy Colony within. 

How unhappy muft ihat Peoplfe be, who live in a 
Country, where fuch an Ufe is* made of this Autho- 
rity f and where an Invention, which was firft devifed 

U 3 for 
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for the Eafe and Convenience of the Subjc£l» is (b ma- 
BifcIUy turn'd to his Injury and Di^vantage ? This 
is a Circumftance, to which thole Nations, who for- 
merly liv*d under Servitude, were not fubjedl ; and 
is much more grievous than even thofe Crowds of 
Spies and Informers, which arc fo frequently com- 
plained of, by antient Hiftorisnsy in the Courts of 
Tyrants, The Slaves of old were only liable to the 
Information of fuch Men ; and were in no 2>anger 
of having their Packets riHed, and their private Cor- 
refpondence expofed to the Sight of jealous Princes or 
revengeful Statefinen ; by which Means an innocent 
Jeft, an impartial Reprelentation of current News, or 
an unguarded Exprefiion to a Friend may be made t 
Mark of Difafie6lion,and the unjuft Caufe of aManV 
Ruin I or at leaft a Bar to all his future Views and 
£xpe6lations. 

The neareft Refemblance to this Practice, which we 
meet with in antient Hiflory, is the Stratagem of a fr- 
mous Tyrant, whofe wicked A6Uons having rendered 
him jealous of all his People, even of hisowaDomeP 
ticks, Privadoes, and Bofom Favourites, ordered the 
Rooms of his Palace to be contrived vk fuch a Man- 
ner that all Sounds might be conveyed by Pipes into 
that Part, where he reMed himfelf ; fo that notbiogT 
could be uttered under his royal Roof, tho' un the low- 
eft Whifpers, which his attentive and fu^pictOW Etfl 
could not eafUly diftinguiih.

IHave, for a long Time, been a filent Obfcrvcr of 
tiie infolcnt Superiority, which yojir Sex has af- 
fumed over ours ; and of the many pretended Advan- 
tages, which they boaft of on their Side. They look 
upon us, for the mofl Part, as trifling Amuiements and 
pretty Playthings to toy away an Hour with ; to di- 
vert the Spleen ;or foften the Fatigues of ordinaiy 
Bufinefs. They allow us atbefl to be good domefBcK 
Drudges only, fit to manage the Aflairs of a Family; 
and excufe Themfelves to their fneering Companions, 
for mating with fuch poor fimple Creatures, by faying 
with a fupercilious Air, that we are necejfarj Evils* 
In fhort they treat us, as if we were of another Spe- 
cies, as well as of another Sex ; and as if there was 
as much Difference between them and us, as be* 
tween the rational and irrational Part of the Creation. 
Nay, fome of the old felf-fufficient PhiIofi)pheri of 
your Sex (for I will not allow that there are no 
Female Philofophers) have carried the Pouit (b far ai 
to maintain that Women have no SouIj-Foot Wretches f 
I laugh at their Folly, as much as I defpife their Ar- 
rogance ; and as wife as they might thinx themfelve^ 
I could eafily expofe the Abfurdity of excluding ut 
from all the Concerns of the Commontoealtb. 

Indeed too many, even among us, through Cu* 
itom. Education and early Impreffions given them in 
their Childhood, look upon themfelves in the fame 
Light. They have been bred up in this Opinion ; 
and being contented, either through Indolence or 
want of Thought, with the humble Station, which 
is aliottied them, jog on in their low Sphere, with- 
out any Ambition, and really imagine themfelvei an 
inferior Sort of Beings to Mankind; poflcfled with 

meaner. 
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meaner Capacities and more confin'd Underftand- 
ings. B ut I, Sir, having flridly examined this Af- 
fair, am refolved to let you and all the World know 
(if you dare to publifli this Letter) that we not only 
have Soulsy but Souls as large and comprehenfive, as^ 
capable of Improvement and of performing great Ac- 
tions, as any cSf you all. 

Were it only the pretty Tupee Sparks and fine Drei^ 
fcrs of the Age, who carefs'd themfelves with this 
Notion, I ihould not think it worth my while to 
animadvert upon them ; for even the w^akeft of our 
weak Sex (as they delight to call us) is more than 
a Match for the wifeft of them. We lead them by. 
the Nofe, and make what Dupes and Bubbles of them 
we pleafe, at the fame Time that they defpife us.. 
But what provokes me thus, is to find that fevcral 
of the be ft Writers of your Sex have the fame def- 
picablc Opinion of us ; one of whom fays, that the 
utmoft of a Woman's CharaRer is contained in a. 
domeftick Life. I deny This with both my Hands, 
and will prove it to be faliej but cannot, by the 
Way, help obferving that, provided it were true, it 
does not become Gentlemen of fo much Honour and 
good Nature (as They love to be thought) to be al- 
ways infulting their Inferiors with Boafls of their Pre- 
heminence ; and continually fhewing their Wit upon 
us filly Women, who are in all Rcfpc6ls fo much be- 
neath them. Methinks this conftant Endeavour t* 
detraft from us, looks like a tacit Confeffion that They 
do not in their Hearts believe there is fo wide a Dif- 
ference between us, as they pretend. 

You fay, that 'in Philofophy, Mathcmaticks and all 
Points of abftrufe Learning, the Advantage is mani- 
feftly on your Side. I grant it ; but it does not fol- 
low that you have better Capacities than we to attain 
thefe Arts, provided ours were equally cidtivated and 
improved.

Books ? 

To upbraid us therefore with your Superiority in 
Lfnrning is juft as reafonable, as if one of us fhould 
pretend to be a greater Genius than Sir Ifaac Newtottt 
Decaufe (he underftands Lace and Silks better. 

In domeftick Affairs^ I think you grant us the 
Precedence. You allow that we are very good Faftrs- 
Cooks i that we are perfeftly acquainted with the 
Mechanifm of a Pudding, or the Strufture of a Pye ; 
that we can mike Jellies or whift Creamy and ma- 
nnge a fe! Dinner with great Order and Dexterity. 
Why even This, as trifling as h may feem, is n ore 
than half the Men in England can do. But is This 
all the Bufinefs of a good female Oeconomift ^ No i 
how many Women could I mention , who have , 
by their wife Conduft and domeftick Policy, re- . 
Iriev'd the diftrefs*d Afiairs of their Spendthrift Huf- 
bands ; fnatch'd them from the y^xy Gates of a Pri- 
fon ; and refcued them from the lafl Extremities of 
Hunger and Infamy ? Does not This fliew fomc Wif- 
dom ? Does it not bear fome Refemblance to itdeem- 
ing the Miscarriages of a weak Government, and fet- 
tling the Diforders of a convuls'd State ? 

Yet fuch is the Ingratitude of Mankmd ; and fo 
jealous are you left we fhould come in Competiticm 
with you for Condu^l and good Senfe { that when- 
ever any Woman, for the Sake of her Husband and 
Family, takfes upon herfelf the Adminiitration of Af- 
fairs, fhe is immediately branded by her Neighbonn 
with the Charadler of a Sbe-Tyrant ; and the 0ood

feHO' nothing is more commonly talk'd 
* of and wifh'd for in Converlatioaa u 
a defircable BleOing, than a Coali- 
tion ef Parliei, and the Extinftion 
' of all thofe mifchicvoiu DiMimifulmu, 
which have fo long kept up our io- 
teltine Divlfions and eiafperated one Part orthe Kbj^ 
dom againft the other ; yet nothing feems to bavs 
been really lefs delign'd,. or attempted by Perioni of 
tilier Side ; vrKofe Conduft and Proceedings an liv- 
ing Contr dtfl oni to their Words and Prafefficmt. 
They are all forward, in their Turns, to tameiit the 
nnhapm' Diltinfiions wh'ch prevail amongftu) ind 
at the lame Time ci^ually contribute their Affiftance to 
promote and inflame them i by bringing eveiyAdion, 
either of a publick or private Nature, to thii Teft, 
■nd deciding the Affain of the World more by Paitf 
■nd Faaion, than by Truth, EeaTon and Equity. 

This Spirit of jisiniafitj and DivijfM is, in iMui- 
Dcr. hereditary and innate i or, at leaA, like the Paf- 
fioo of Levtt it '» eafily kindled in youtfaful Miadi, 
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and often hurries them into Violence and Excefs. 
Young Men are naturally furious in their Purfuits ; 
and having been carefully train'd up in the Belief of 
$ne particular Set of Opinions, and in a ftrong Vene- 
ration for one particular Body of Men, in Oppofition 
to another^ diftinguifh'd by different Names, They 
think that they cannot adhere to their Denomination 
with too much Obllinacy ; nor maintain what are 
called their Principles with too much 2>al and -Ve- 
hemence. The common Prejudices and early Impref- 
fions of Education, join'd with a Deference to the 
Judgment of Parents and Inflxudors, feldom fail to 
produce thefe Effefts. But this Warmth, like the 
Paffion before-mentioned, generally wears off with the 
Advance of Years. We cool by Degrees, as we grow 
old, in our AiFe6lion for empty Names and idle di- 
ftinSlons ; being taught by Experience that One as 
well as the Other is all Vanity and Vexation of 
Spirit. 

There are, indeed, fome Men, who carry both 
thefe Paflions along with them to the Grave, and dif- 
cover all the Violence of Youth in the Impotence of 
old Age ; but what a ridiculous and contemptible Fi- 
gure do They make in either Cafe ? There is, mc- 
thinks, a very near Refcmblance between an old doting 
Partifan and a fuperannuated Lover ; for however 
exculable or becoming thefe Paflions may be, at pro- 
per Seafons, in young Men ; fuch a political Bigot* 
try and fondnefs for Names, without any Meanmg, 
arc as unbecoming Wrinkles and grey Hairs, as Venery 
and Lewdnefs. 

But left Ifhould be mifunderftopd, or mifrcprefcRt- 
ed on this Subje6l, as endeavouring to write down all 
Zeal for publick Good, and difcourage all Diftin6lion 
between the Friends and Enemies of our Country s 
I delign to explain what I mean by a Coalition of Par- 
ties, and how far I could wifli that all Najnes of 
DiftinStion were laid «fide.

are in theyiw* Intereft, and purfuc t^ /tw £«/.

If you aik a inig for hli Of^nion of a Tery, he'll 
tell you, in generai that he it a Jtusiiis or a Papiji ; 
a Friend to ariilrinj Gtoimment, and againft the 
Liitrtia of the People both in Cburcb and StaU. 

Take the Charaaerof a Whig, in Uke Manner, 
from a Tory, and you will hear him defcrib'd to be 
a Wtn of XepuilietM Priueiflti i a PreibyttrUn i and 
a fwom Enemy to the Chiirdk of England, and the 
regal Prerogativt i nay, it will be Well for him, if 
he ij not fet ibrth u a downr^hl Atbiifit or hihtr- 
liae, and an Enemy to «// GtoernTnmt whatfoever. 

But wili cither a Wbii or a Ttrj, if you put the fame 
Qliefliona(eparatelylothem,acknoivlege tliefe Cbarac- 
teri to be juft i or adopt fnch Priit;i,-i!ei as iheir own I 
No 1 there it not, I believe, one in an hundred of 
either Party, who would not deny them in tlia mofl 
Cilemn \&iuier t and cxdaiia very loudly agalnll fuch 
uacha- 
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incharitable Treatment ; the juft Inference from 
vhich is, that as every Man muft be fuppofed to wifh 
or his own Happinefs, and confequently for the Wei- 
are of his .Country ; fo no- Man of common Senfe, 
vho hath the leail Knowledge of the ConUitution of 
:hb Nation, can poflibly efpoufe fuch Frinciples j and 
:herefore it is very unjuft to charge any Perfon with 
maintaining Tenets, which he folemnly denies ; and 
ivhich, being inconfiftent with his own Intereft, he 
irannot reafonably be fuppofed to maintain. 

It muil be confeffed, indeed, that there are ftili 
rome Perfons, who, either from the unhappy Tenden- 
z^ of their Religion, from old inveterate Prejudices, 
or an unaccountable Way of thinking, are fo far E- 
Remies to themfelves, as to wifh for the Subverfion 
of this Government in Favour of a Pop Jh Pretender ^ 
and arbitrary Power ; but Thefe, it is to be hoped, are 
fo inconfiderable for their Numbers, and more fo for 
their Riches and Strefigtb, that their Principles ought 
not to be extended to the whole Body, or even to 
she major Part of the Tories, though thev have gene- 
rally pafi'ed, in our party Contefts, under that De- 
nomination. 

What therefore is to be wifh'd, in our prefent Cir- 
cumflances, is that all Perfons, however diflinguifh'd 
by party Appellations, who are truly in the Interefl of 
the prefent Government, and defire the Continuance 
of it, would confolidate themfelves into a Body, and 
unite in Meafures againft the common Enemies of their 
Country, whether foreign or domeflicki that they 
would forgef all their former unreafonable Animofities^ 
and whilfl they are equally exerting their Endeavours 
to accompllfh the fame End, viz. the Happinefs of 
their Country, that they would not quarrel with one 
another about any Differences in Judgment concern- 
ing the Means, 

Let the true Sons of the Church, and efpecially the 
Clergy^ lay alidc all unncceflary Fears or Apprehenfi- 
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oni of its Danger i and content thcnafelves with thofc 
Kii;Iits, Immunities and Powers, with which the Law 
haiti inveP.cd them, without endeavouring to flretch 
them any farther. Let the Froteftant Dijfenter ac- 
iji-icfcc under that toleration and thofc Privileges^ with 
which the Legiflaturc hath thought fit to indulge 
him. Let the IVb g enjoy his Liberty ^tA Property 
in its fulleft Latitude, without reproaching the Tory 
as an Enemy to both ; and let the Tory^ in his Turn, 
drop all his Bitterncfs and Malevolence againft the 
irbigt as difaffefted to "Monarchy and Religion \ or 
r.Uhcr let the very Names of Whig and T^ory be for 
c\ or buried in Oblivion ; and let there be, for the 
future, no other Diilin€lion known amongft us, but 
of *' ^bojci (as our late glorious Deliverer ezprefsM it) 
•* who arc for the P rot eft ant Religion and the pre- 
•* fcnt Eftnblift?ment ; and of Thofe, who mean a 
** Popijh Prince and a French Governments ** 

I would not be underftood, by fuch a Coalition^ to 
mean a fordid Compliance, at all Times, with the 
Mcafiires of a Court or the Demands of great Men % 
for as Minifters often have private, felfifh Views, fcpa- 
ratc from the Intereft of their Prince, as well as their 
Country, it is the Duty of every loyal Subje£l and 
honeft Briton to oppofe and ufe all his Endeavours to 
defeat them. Cicero very juftly obferves, that fuch a 
mean Subjerviency is ratjfier a Confpiracy thaui a Cm- 
/ition. Si omnia facienda funt, qua Amiei velint, 
von Amicitiae tnlesy Jed Con'^umiones pntan^a/tfjrt' 

Neither do I elleem the ConjunSiion of a few lea- 
D I NO Men on both Sides, for venal 2Jid cemtft Ends, 
to be properly a Coalition of Parties ; or fuch an Um- 
on as is dcfirablc in any Nation ; for, at this Rate, 
Catiline and his AfTociates might have fan6Ufied their 
Ccnfpiracy with the Name of a Coalition^ bccaufc 
there were wicked Men oi all Parties engaged in that 
Defign ; but we know in what Light their detcfb^lc 
Tranfadlions were looked upon by the honell Part of 

the 
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the Rsman People; and indeed 2\\ Combinations, o^ this 
kind, in any Nation, ought to be rejeded and abhor- 
red by the united Body of both Parties ; becaufe both 
Parties are equally dcferted and betrayed by fuch CoM' 
binations. 

In fine, by a Coalition I mean the cordial Union and 
Co-operation of Perfons of all Denominations in the true* 
Intereft and Service of their Country, without any 
Attachment to vain Names ; which can ferve only to 
keep alive our deftrudtive Animofities and promote 
the fmifter Views of ambitious Men, at the Expence 
of our private Happinefs and the publick Good. As 
Yhis is the only Coalition', which can either be defired 
or juftified, fo 1 hope my Countrymen will no longer 
fuffer themfelves to be impofed on by artful Dem9' 
gogues :ind ill deligning Patrons of Fa^iom efpecially- 
fince Experience has, I think, fufEciently taught them 
the Mif chief and Folly p^ fuch Conduct. Inftead of 
dividing ourfelves into oppoiite Parties, and branding 
one another with odious Diftindions, let us chearful- 
ly concur in the common Caufe, and make the Inte- 
reft of Great-Britain the only Rule of all our Adlions. 
Let us not, for the future, run blind-fold into any 
Propofals, however romantick and unreafonable, be. 
cAufe they are offered by one Set of Men ; nor madly 
ihut our Ears to any Obje£lions, however juft and 
well-grounded, becaufe they are ftarted by anvther* 
This will be the fureft and only Method of reftoring 
Peace and Commerce ; of reviving our drooping Ma- 
nufaSiures ; of lefTening our Debts, and reducing our 
7axes ; at the fame Time that it will moft effedually 
fecure us ivorn foreign Science and prote<5l us againft 
dameftiek^Qgr ruction, />.

Portent! and Omens, I am not 
t ifhamed to acknowledge fome Belief in 
fuch extraordinary Appearances, when 
ihey are confirmed by fubfcquent, extraordinary E- 
vents ; which 1 chink cannot be eitirely rejefled, un- 
Jefa we difercdic the concurrent Teftimotiics of the 
belt HiAorians, aniient and modern, ^cred and pro- 
phane; particularly Lit'ji, CUrendan and Echard. I 
fliajl not dwell on ihofe wonderful Apparitions, fo gc- 
Dcrally known, wltich preceded the Afliffination of 
Julias Cajar and the great Duke of ButUngbam i but 
taften to the Point in view, by making fome Obfer- 
Vitiona on thofe equally- furpri zing Omens , which 
happen'd, as it were but yefterdiy, amongft ourfclvea. 
Indeed the lad Year may be jultly eftcemcd a Tear 
if Wonders, not inferior to any recorded in Hiftory ; 
whether we confider it either with relation to thofe 
uncommon, prcter-natural Effefts, whicli have laifed 
tjic Aftonilhment and Curioiity of the Publick ; or 
to thofe extraordinary Events, th.it have fucceedeJ 
them ; the htter of which, in my Opinion, ought to 
be loolKd on as the Coinplctioiu vi Accompli^ents 
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of what the former were defigned to be Typer, Notice 
and PrediSfions, 

It would be endlefs to enumerate all thofe ftupen^ 
dous Prodigies, mifhapen Monfters, ftrange Sights and-* 
unheard-of Wonders, which have been lately exhibi- 
ted to our Eyes. Not to mention the wild human' 
Youth brought forth by an old Oak^ in a defart, un* 
inhabited Foreft abroad ; or the young Lyons whelp'd, 
in To uncommon a manner, at home ; we have feea 
black Swans, white Bears, fix-legged Cows, Men 
with two Heads, flying Horfes, fpeaking Dogs, and 
dancing Elephants in abundance ; which would have 
employed all the Attention of antient Oracles to ex- 
plain. Channel-Row was never fo plentifully ftockedr 
as it hath been for the laft Summer and Winter, with^ 
portentous Rarities of all kinds ; which at the fame 
time that they ferve to amufe the vulgar and igno- 
rant, excite the Curiolity of learned Men, and pre- 
pare their Minds for Event Sy fuitable to fuch ominous 
Prognoftications. 

I fhall confine myfelf, at prefent, to onIy> three of 
the moft amazing Fhanomena^ which have lately 
appear'd amongft us, cz/z. the famous Rabbit-Bree' 
der of Godalmin in Surrey ; the prodigious t h ree- 
led'' d Efjgle, which was taken alive this Spring in the

As thefe feveral Appearances are equally preter-

I muft therefore leave 
it, at prefent, to the Conjeftures of every difcerning 
Reader ; not in the leaft doubting that Time and a 
little Patience will explain it, in. the full^ll Manner,- 
to the moft common Apprehenfions. 

I fhall therefore beg Leave to pafs on to the fecond' 
ftrange and portentous Pkaenomenon, which I have juft 
mention'd and propofed to confider ; namely, the 
monftrous great Eagle with three Legs, which was la- 
tely caught by a Kentifh Shepherd, whilft He was 
committing the moft terrible Ravages on the young 
Lambs y under his Care, in Romney-Marjh* This. 
Omen, I think, may be eaiily underftood, explained 
and apply ed by any Perfon, who hath the leaft Know- 
ledge in Emblems and Hieroglypbicks ; for an Eagle 
being the known Symbol of Empire, as a Lamb is of 
the Britijh Woollen ManufaSlure ; it cannot be doubt- 
ed that, by this wonderful triple-leg' d Bird of Pr^,^ 
ought to be underftood the late Confederacy of Three 
very formidable Potentates, ( viz. the Empersr, the 
Czarina and the King of Spain) in order to fupprefs 
our Manufactures, and deprive us of our Trade and 
Commerce- It is farther obvious to infer (and I ob- 
ferve it with the greateft Pleafure) that as this lordly- 
feather' d Tyrant and ravenous Invader of Property 
was timely furprized in his Depredations, by the Vi- 
gilance and Courage of a careful Shepherd^; fa thofe 
ambitions, ungrateful and daring Monarchs will be 
Ihortly obliged to defift from their exorbitant Demands 
and unwarrantable Ufurpations, by the unfhaken Re- 
folutions and moft incorruptible Integrity of a Britijb

For thrf a fimflt Efquirt, confidered as a Point of 
Heraldry or Precedence, i* but one Remove above the 
Degree of a comveB Geatleiiuiii yet I tuve known 
fcvf. 
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fcveral Perfons decline Titles of much higher Rank 
and Diftindion, rather than fufFer themfelves to be 
dif-efiuired ; and others, who have fubmitted to it, 
with great Reluftance, and after much Importunity, in 
order to carry on fome private End, of to gratify a dif- 
ferent Species of Ambition. Nay, fome Men have 
difcovered fuch a Paffion for this Dignity, that they 
have retained the Spirit of it, long after they have 
parted with the Name ; from whence it comes to 
pafs, t\i2X'' Squire- Knights, "* Squire Lords and ^Squire- 
Dukes are no Rarities in this Country. 

There is, indeed, fomething grand, noble and cap- 
tivating in the very Name and Sound of Efquire I 
which is a popular Appellation, and carries along with 
it an Idea of Liberality and Munificence ; infomuch 
that a Man, who makes his Friend welcome at home» 
or entertains him abroad, is proverbially call'd the 
^Squire of the- Company. 

I cannot pretend, after all my Refearches, fully to 
afcertain the Origin and Foundation of this Saying ; 
but I prefume it might take its Rife from thofe antient 
Times of Hofpitality, when it was the Fafhion for 
Gentlemen of plentiful Fortunes to live chiefly in 
the Country ; to keep open Houfe ; and fpend the fu- 
pcrfluous Part of their filiates in Beef, Pudding and 
ftrong Beer, for the Entertainment cf Tenants, Neigh- 
bours and Travellers ; which is now indeed more po- 
litely beftow'd upon Operas, Mafquerades and Baflet- 
tables ; upon coftly fine Cloaths ; luxurious living ; 
and the extravagant Diverfions of the Town. 

As this Method of Life was generally follow 'd and 
kept up by that Order of Men, who were dignify'd 
with the Denomination of Efquires ; (Knights, Baro* 
nets and Peers, of all Degrees, not being half fo common 
in thofe Times, as they are at prefent) it naturally pro- 
cured them the Love of their Neighbourhood, and 
endear'd their Order to all the infcriour Part of thcia 
Fcllow-fubjcdb.

Nay, this vain Humour is not confined even to fuch 
Men ; but h?.th mixed itfelf with the commoa Mafs, 
and corrupted even the loweft of the People. W« 
have Efquire-Lacqueys, Coblers and Tinkers in Abunr 
dance j nor is it any uncommon Thing to fee a jolly, 
roaring Sailor, who hatl) been fvveltering two or three 
Years in the Weft- Indies ^ or freezing perhaps as many 
in the Balticky where he has gone through all manner 
of Hardlhips, Dangers and Fatigues, fpending the 
whole Fruit of his Labour upon a fordid Crew of dir- 
ty, drunken Parafites ; and at length returning with 
empty Pockets to the fame Drudgery ; fully fatisfy'd 
in his Mind with the Applaufe, which he had recei- 
ved, and the good Charadler he hath left behind him. 

As we have an Order of Men diftmguifhed by the 
Title of Knights of the Induftry\ fo I think Thofc, 
of whom I have been fpeaking, may properly be de- 
nominated Efquires of Extravagance or Prodigality. 
This kind of Vanity is of very fatal and mifchievous 
Confeqaence in private Per Jons ; but in political Mat* 
ters nothing is more dangerous as well as abfurd ; nor 
^n I poilibly pidurc any Thing in my own Lnagina-

** He adled very few Weeks fas my Lord Claren^ 
** don informs us) upoi* this Stage, when he mounted 
** higher ; and being knighted, without any other 
** Qualifications, He was at the fame time made G<?«r 
** tleman of the Bed chamber and Knight of the Order 
•* of the Garter ; and^ in a. fhort Time, (very Aort 
** for {\ich z prodigious Afcent) Hte was madear^r^/^ 
•* a Vifcounty an Early » Marquefs^ and became Lord 
*• High Admiral of England, Lord Warden of the 
** Cinque P arts y Majhr of the Horfey and entirely dif- 
**- pofed of all the Graces^^ of the- King, in conferring 
♦♦ all the Honours and all the Offices of three King-

Being thus advanced to the higheft Pinacle of For- 
tune, and confequently fuirounded with a Crowd of 
abject Flatterers and Sycophants ; fome of whom (and 
particularly no left a Man than Sir Edward Coke) WSi^ 
phemoufly called him, our Saviour. He began to

He was a Min of fuch immodente and infolent 
Ambition, that not content with all the Pinaer He 
enjoy'd, and all the FiK'iuri, Titles and beatjicial Em- 
a/cy-Ke/uj, which were heap'd, in fo eitiavagant a 
Manner, on Hinifdf, hi* Rtlalism, and Dipendaiiis ; 
He could not bear to fee any of his Fellow- fubjeflj 
(though of the itft FamUiti, the grtaii^ JHliiiti, ■ 
or the moll anbUmijUi FUsUty in the Kingdom) to 
partake with him in the King's Favour in any Degree j 
or to diftinguilh themfelves in any Affair of 7rujl, 
Hon(mr or Proft. This infatiable, eng rolling Spirit 
and Impatience to fee any Man gain Reputation or 
make his Fortune, befides himfelf, render'd him jea- 
lous of the Earl of Btifld; who was, at ihit Time, 
Ambiflador eitraordiniry at the Court of Spain, and 
had in a Manner concluded the Treaty of Marriage 
with the Infanta, for which he wa» fent thiiher i for 
as the Ki^'s Heart was very much fet on thi» 
Match, and Baciingbsm apprehended that the Sue- 
cefsful Management of it would redound too much 
to the Honour of that Ambaflador, he reiblved t»* 
difappoint him by carrying the Prince in Perfon inta 
Spain-, in which he found it no hard Matter to per- 
fuade him, being naturally fond of Adventures i tk>' 
there was fome Difficulty in obtaining the King'i 
Confenl i but he had now got fueh an ab&lute At 
cendency over Him, that he foon removed all Olijefli- 
ona ; and tho' he fet out incog, y«i he appeared there 
with a Iplendid Retinue, and put the Nation to a vaft 
Ejc pence. 

As the fole Motive to this mad, unadvifcd. Jour- 
ney (for which any Man ought to have loft his Hei^ 
was private Envy to the Earl of Brifiol i fo Buth 
ingbam was no fooner arrived there with the Prtna, 
than the fame infolent Spirit and exorbiUDt Ambttien ■ 
engaged liim in a perfoiul Quirrdi not only witll 
ihs 
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the Amhajfador^ but alfo with the Duke of Olivarez, 
the prime Minifter of Spain ; which he was refolved 
to revenge on both of them, by returning into Eng- 
Jandy and breaking off the Match. 

Accordingly, he came back with the Prince^ not 
without great Difficulty and Hazard ; and having got 
a Parliament caJl'd, engag'd them, by falfe Reprefen- 
tations, and other unwarrantable Influence? to dif- 
fuade the King from continuing the Treaty of Mat' 
riagif and immediately to declare War againft Spain* 
My Lord Clarendon tells us that, " He engag'd 
his old unwilling Mailer and the Kingdom in this 
War (not to mention the bold Journey to Spain, 
** or the Breach of that Match) in a Time, when 
** the Crown was poor, and the People more inclin'd 
•* to a bold Enquiry how it came to be fo, than duti- 
** ful to provide for its Supply ; and This only upon 
<* perfonal Animoiities between Him and the Duke 
•' of Olivarez, the fole Favourite of that Court ; 
«« and thofe Animofities from very trivial Provo- 
*' cations,^^ 

At the fame Time, Cranfield Earl of Middle/ex, 
JjOtdi High Treafurer of England (who was one of 
Buckingham's Creatures, and nearly allied to him by 
Marriage) fell under his Grace's Difpleafure, for ha- 
ving neglefted to fupply him with fufficient Sums of 
Money, during his Abfence in Spain ; and even pre- 
fuming to difpute his Commands and appeal to the 
King, whofe Ear he had now gained ; and thought 
himfelf fo firmly eftablilh'd in his good Opinion, that 
he (hould not any longer ftand in need of the Fj- 
vourite's Support. But the Duke^ upon his Return, 
being apprized of This, and finding the Parliament 
difpofed to his Mind, was refolved to crufh this bold 
Rivaly and thereby deter others from prefuming to 
interfere with him in his Majefty's Efteem. 

For this Purpofe, he prevailed on fome leading 
Wen in the Houfc of Commons to carry up an Im-

^n»' dw tCingh Affirftion was, m a greit Meafure, 
■liCBMed fnm the Dake, on aU thefe Accounts i and 
it *ra» g«ieni!ly believed that he bid recall'd the Eari 
of B*^**/ to get rid of his imptrms jidmhi'Jtraim t 
yet "-He-iwa prevoil'don, by that arbitrary -Minion, 
" to reftraiii the Earl upon hia firft Arrival, -wlthoot 
''""g him to come inco bis Piefencs." 

Not- 
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Notwithftanding all This, the King was certainly 
grown weary of fuch an infolent Favourite i and was 
refolved either to difmifs him totally from his Service, 
or to retrench his unlimited Power ; at Icalt, thia 
Opinion prevailed fo much, that it induced fevei*al 
great Men, in both Houfes, to withdraw their former 
ahfolute Depen dance on him. 

But the King's fudden Death (which, it was thought, 
happened very opportunely for him) and Prince Charles % 
Succeflion to the Throne procurM him, as it were, a 
new Leafe of Power, and re- inflated him in his former 
Grandeur ; for tho' the Prince could not have intire- 
ly forgot his former Infolence and perfonal Indignities 
to him ; yet the Duke, by the Journey into Spain% 
which was very grateful to the Prince^ and his great 
Power in his Fathers Court, had found many Oppor- 
tunities of extenuating or excufing that Part of his 
Conduft ; which he did fo effeftually, <« that he 
•* continued in the fame Degree of Favour at the 
** leaft with the Son, which He enjoy'd fo many Years 
** under the Father. -All Preferments in Church 

** and State were given by him ; all his Kindred and 
•* Friends promoted to the Degree in Honour t Riches 
" or Office, that he thought fit ; and all his Enemies 
** and Envyers difcountenanced, as he appointed.** 

But tho' he had thus firmly re-eftablilhed himfelf 
in his Mafler*^ Favour and Confidence ; yet he did not 
long retain his Credit with the Parliament and Peo' 
pie ; for the fame over-bearing, impetuous Temper, 
which had hurried him, in the former Reign, into a 
War with Spain^ upon a mere perfonal J front, made 
him, in This, run as violently into a War with 
France ; without any other Provocation, than a Dif- 
appointment in an Amour ; which involved him in fe- 
vcral fatal Difficulties, from which he could never ex- 
tricate himfelf. 

For thefe two Wars, thus unwarrantably enter'd 
upon, and the Defeats, which attended them, raifed 

A a age- 
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■ general Conllcmation in the People ; and occafion'd 
genenl Clamours, Mutinies and Animoiiiiea againft 
ibe Author of them, t'et,:: ind Remetiftrancts pafTed 
againft him, in FarJiament, as an Mncmy la bh Ccbb- 
try i the Cenuptfr if the King and Belraser of tbi 
LibiTtUt 4^ tbi Teoplf. In (liort, all Mouths were 
open'd agiicft him, and he feem'd (o be, omcc more, 
baflening to hii Delbuflion. 

But, in the midll of this nniver&l Indignation, a 
bolJ, obfrure Ruffian, infligated by a fajfc cnthufiaili- 
cftl Zeal for iuj Country, iUbb'd him to the Heart in 
a publick AITeinbljr ; and in all probability fnatch'd 
him from a taorc ignominious Fate, which afterwards 
bcrel the Eitl of Sira^ori and others, who were en- 
gaged in the fame kind of Meafiires ; and from whick 
Ihe King's Authority was not able to proiefl them. 

Thus icW iWa griiii Man, who, as my Lord C/a- 
ftninfs affutes us, " had by long Praflictt obtain'd a 
"• quick Concqition and Apprchenfion of Bufinefs ; 
•' and had the Habit of _/^,7i/H^ very gracefully and 
■' pcriinenily. He was, befides, of a-mofl Jttmng 
*' Ceuriify and Affabiliiy to all Men, who made any 
•' Addreis to him i and fo defirous to ehligt Ihetn, 
•' that he did not enough confider the Vahe of the 
•* Ooligetim or the Merit of the Pcrfin he chofe 
"' to oUigt i from which much of his Misfortune re- 
"• fulted. — Ttf.jy fw arc furlhir teU, that il was ne- 
•' vcr known that the Temptation of Mtni^ fivaved 
■' him to an unjtift or nnlind Thing " — I mcniioa 
This, becaufc it teems lomewhat ejttraordinaiy in a 
Man of his Charafler. 

I muft trefpafs on my Reader lb far as add, bv way 
<rf Corollary to tliis Paper, a little Fable out of O*- 
■hBTtie'% Worts : which I think not impertinent to the 
prefent Occafion.
